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Mohawk Manor Seeks Industry Buffer

Residents of Mohawk Manor, north of 


Wood Dale and Bensenville, are seeking 
safeguards to protect their subdivision 
from the same fate that apparently befell 
nearby Mohawk Terrace, another resi- 
dential subdivision to the north. 


Robert Kaad, president of the Mohawk 


Manor Homeowners Association, Inc., 
told the Register Monday he has begun 
negotiations with Klefstad, industrial de- 
velopers of 164-acre Moody Airport area, 
to keep Mohawk Manor out of the bind 


Mohawk Terrace homeowners now face. 


The subdivision is south of Thorndale 


Avenue and east of Route 83. 


Recently the neighboring Mohawk Ter- 


race residents lost a suit in Cook County 
Court which challenged industrial zoning 
of property adjacent to the community. 
The subdivision is already faced with in- 
dustrialization on three sides and future 
plans for the area apparently include in- 
dustry to all four sides, according to Mo- 
hawk Terrace residents. 


The homeowners in Mohawk Terrace 


feel that not only will the cost of their 


homes depreciate with the close proxim- 
ity of the industrial area, but they will 
eventually be completely cut off from 
other residential areas preventing annex- 
ation with a community to the south, 
probably Wood Dale. 


"We are not going to get engaged in an 


all out battle to eliminate the industrial 
zoning," Kaad said. "We only want to 
get safeguards in the area."

But would include a satis- 
factory buffer zone between the residen- 
tial area and proposed industrial park. 
Kaad added the homeowners would also 
want to have voice regarding access 
routes into the industrial park through 
the residential area, types of industry lo- 
cated in the park, location of plant cool- 
ing and heating equipment and "particu- 
larly, where the drainage will go." 


"We expect to get the cooperation of 


Klefstad," Kaad said. "Mohawk Terrace 
ended up with no bargaining powers. 


This is an opportunity for us to get in on 
the ground floor. The time to negotiate is 
now so we are in a good position to legal- 
ly fight in the future. 


"Factories do not have to decrease 


property .value. They can help the com- 
munity." 


Although there are 120 homes in the 


Mohawk Manor area, only a few would 
be directly affected by the proposed in- 
dustrial park. Kaad said, however, most 
of the residents in the area are con- 
cerned since the industrial development 


would eventually affect the whole com- 
munity indirectly. 


Kaad said he hoped to attend the zon- 


ing meeting in Wood Dale Monday night, 
but was not certain whether he would 
make a statement at that time. The zon- 
ing proposal for the Klefstad property is 
due to be discussed at Monday's meet- 
ing. 


The directors of the Mohawk Manor 


homeowners association met last night to 
discuss possible specific safeguards the 
residents might request.

Chicago Eyes 
Condemnation 


The City of Chicago has admitted to 


engaging in appraisal studies, which are 
a prerequisite to condemnation proceed- 
ings, in the Georgetown area of Ben- 
s e n v i 11 e, according to Bensenville 
Trustee William Hegebarth. 


In a meeting last week at the Ben- 


senville Village Hall, Mack Hanson, from 
Chicago's department of public works, 
said it was through his department that 
the Chicago Title and Trust Co. was con- 
ducting title searches of all property in 
the Georgetown area. 


Several weeks ago, Chicago officials 


reportedly denied initiating the studies. 
Bensenville officials are questioning the 
right of Chicago to "enter into the corpo- 
rate limits of the Village of Bensenville 
and institute condemnation proceed- 
ings," Hagebarth said. 


The Georgetown area is scheduled to 


be turned into a water retention basin for 
the airport, according to Chicago offi- 
cials. A "borrow pit" and future reten- 
tion basin is already under construction 
on land adjacent to the east of George- 
town. 


"The city is operating a public benefit 


function in the airport and this gives 
them preference," said Chicago Atty. 
James Strunk

District 100 Approves Deficit Budget 


Fenton High School Diat. 100 board 


members last week approved a $2,252,500 
budget for the coming school year after 
a public hearing at Fenton High School 
in Bensenville 


The new budget will show a projected 


*67S,000 deficit, which is 190,000 more 
than last year's deficit. 


Cash expenditures in the educational 


fund, total $1,603,825 with $1,030,000 budg- 
eted for teachers' salaries. The teachers' 
salary figure is tentative, however, since 
negotiations have yet to be settled in 
Dist. 100. Last year $961,384 was paid in 
teacher salaries. 


"The increase in teachers' salaries 


(proposed) is based on the financial ca- 
pabilities of the district, the cost of living 
increase and the salary schedule related 
to the teacher's additional training and 
experience," said Herbert Wicke, newly 
appointed superintendent of business af- 
fairs. 


Teachers' salaries make up the bulk of 


the educational fund. 


The recently adopted budget reflects 


an increase in costs, but as Wicke said 
last week, "We prepared this budget 
very, very carefully and planned accord- 
ingly to not allow for an increase of more 


than 13 per cent," 


For example, Wicke said the cost of 


supplies and services has gone up five or 
six per cent over last year. Teachers' 
salaries have also increased 12 or 13 per 
cent reflecting a potential 18 per cent in- 
crease in the budget, he added. 


"I am very optimistic," Wicke said. "I 


think the budget could be helped in the 
future with state and federal aid. We've 
got this year's budget, but we can't hang 
up our hats and say state aid will come 
and help us — it may not" 


Board member James DiOrio was not 


so optimistic about this year's budget. 


DiOrio was the only board member to 
vote against the budget approval. 


"Are we kidding ourselves by setting 


up a budget that looks good, but are we 
able to live with it?' he said. 


"Are we diluting our educational sys- 


tem to such a point that we would be 
spending additional monies. When we 
run out of money, we run out. We are 
cheating the kids now. They are not get- 
ting their full term's worth. 


"We are not reflecting the cost in- 


crease. My concern is cutting programs. 
If we further dilute the basic program 


we are really hurting the program. 
There should be no further curtailments. 
We have gone as far as we could go," he 
said. 


There were no major curtailments in 


the educational program as a result of 
the newly adopted budget. 


A l t h o u g h board president Morton 


Wright voted for the budget, he said, 
"Someone has got to invent a way to do 
good or better with less money. No prob- 
lem has ever been faced without being 
faced squarely. We must face it. We are 
so close to die wall we must keep in 


mind to do everything we can." 


Expected cash expenditures in other 


areas include $383,850 in the building 
fund; $168,975 in the bonds and interest 
fund; $72,900 in the transportation fund 
and $33,000 in the Illinois Municipal Re- 
tirement fund for school employes. 


In prior board action $108,575 was 


transferred out of the working cash fund 
into the educational fund. 


"This was done to provide additional 


revenue for the 1970-71 school year to 
help decrease the deficit in the educa- 
tional fund for one year," Wicke said. 


Sisters To Study Foreign Language... English

It is not often that two girls enroll at 


Fenton High School to study English as a 
foreign language. But that is the case for 
Carol* and Jutta Roth. 


Born in Germany, the girls recently 


moved to Bensenville, with their family, 
to finish their education and start a new 
life. 


Carola, 17, has already finished her 


high school education in West Berlin but 
is anxious to attend Fenton this Septem- 
ber a» a senior to Improve her English, 
The girls speak English shyly but nope to 
improve with tbe passage of time and 
education. 


Six years of prepitory English lan- 


guage along with eight major subjects 
won't lumper the girls' credentials to en- 
roll at Fenton. And hopefully what they 
teamed In German ecnooii will hup 


achieve what they both want: a diploma 
from an American high school. 


The Roth family of four were urged to 


come to America by Ilse Stritzke, a sis- 
ter to Irmgard Roth. 


"My sister is the only family I have 


left," said Mrs. Stritzke. "And I wanted 
her to be near me." 


FAMILY CLOSENESS wasn't the only 


reason that brought the Roth family liv- 
ing next door to sister Use. There was 
the same reason that brought masses of 
people across the Berlin Wall. 


"We know communism and we don't 


like it," Irmgard said. "We came to 
America because of politics. The last 10 
years I felt imprisoned. The future 
doesn't look good for young people in 
West Berlin." 


Mrs. Roth reiterated the many in- 


cidents that have kept West Berliners in 


fear of communist aggression. 


"There is always the threat of commu- 


nist trouble," she said. 


Arriving in New York City July 13, the 


Roth family took a brief tour of America, 
by car, before settling in Bensenville a 
week later. Among the many sites they 
saw were Niagara Falls, and parts of 
Michigan and Ohio. 


"The main thing was that we could 


travel and travel and feel very free," Ca- 
rola said of her trip. "America has no 
borders." 


THE ROTH'S CONTACT with Ameri- 


cans on their trip left a good impression. 
People always offered to assist them on 
directions and mechanics willingly gave 
their help when the car broke down. 


"Americans are very friendly to new- 


comers," said 15-year-old Jutta who 
hopes to make friendliness her profession 


f - 


as a stewardess when she graduates Fen- 
ton. Both girls spoke with Aunt Ilse as an 
interpreter. 


Friendliness and American hospitality 


quickly acclimated the Roths to their 
new country and it wasn't too long before 
area students had invited the family to 
attend a professional baseball game. 


"There is not much difference between 


American and German students," said 
Carola in her week's observance. 


Mother Irmgard concurs and states 


that even the student protests and poli- 
tics are similar. 


"Some young people just march and 


they don't know for what," said Mrs. 
Roth in comparing the two nation's youth 
protests. 


The Roths Rave been spending then- 


brief tenure in America enjoying food, 
television and freedom. 


"WE HAVE BEEN visiting friends, 


sleeping long, eating good and watching 
television," said Carola of her daily ac- 
tivities. "We're trying to learn English 
on television." 


A M E R I C A N TELEVISION is in- 


triguing for tbe sisters who find cartoons 
and war movies among their favorite 
programs. 


Mother Irmgard, not all that interested 


in television, is impressed with the high 
quality of American food. 


"I love all American food except the 


bread," said Mrs. Roth. "The ice cream 
is wonderful and I enjoy the fresh salads 
but I miss the homemade German rye 
bread." 


That may be all the Roth family 


misses and to hear them talk, they 
will have a hard time waiting five years 
before applying for permanent citizen- 


ship. 


The American influence is not com- 


pletely foreign to the Roth sisters. They 
have been exposed to American movies, 
magazines and pop music since child- 
hood. 


"I HEARD more American pop music 


than German," Jutta reveals of her 
homeland. "Bonanza, Lassie and Mannix 
plus American westerns are big tele- 
vision attractions in Germany." 


And apparently Americans haven't 


heard anything till they've listened to 
Barbra Streisand sing "Helly Dolly" in 
German. 


While Jutta hopes to be a stewardess, 


sister Carola plans to enter some type of 
social work with children following col- 
lege. But first the sisters will have to 
attend Fenton this fall... and both girls 
can't wait for school to open.

Old School Is 
Now Apartments 


by LOIS KOCH 


Many persons living in Itasca can still 


remember the days in the first half of 
the century when children flocked 
through the arched doorway of the "old 
school building" on North Elm Street. 


Even though this may seem to have 


taken place quite a while ago, the story 
actually began long before. 


The building was constructed in the 


late 1860's, to become the town's first 
schoolhouse. Dr. Elijah Smith, who origi- 
nally settled the area around 1843, do- 
nated the land and assisted in financing 
the construction. 


It began as a small wooden structure 


with one room, being situated at its pre- 
sent location on the hill next to the First 
Presbyterian Church. At this time, the 
front faced the south, overlooking the 


creek. 


Reportedly, students would sled down 


the lull onto the frozen creek after school 
and during recess in the winter. 


The structure served as a school until 


the Itasca North School was ready for 
occupancy in 1940. One year later, B. B. 
Clover Realtors bought the old school- 
house, remodeling it during the war 
years to be used for apartments. 


IN 1957, Benno Ibeling, 101 E. Irving 


Park Rd., bought it and rented the apart- 
ments ever since. There are presently 
four separate units, the two on the first 
floor being joined to the two on the sec- 
ond floor by a winding staircase. 


Every apartment is occupied now, and 


vacancies are apparently very rare. One 
resident, Mrs. George E. Bechtel, has 
lived in the same apartment for 23 years.

up in the "in" business of making my 
own clothes, and hi'ing a total novice, I 
needed help. One of the best books I have 
read so far, for the beginning seamstress 
is Adele P. Margolis." The Dressmaking 
Book — A Simplified Guide for Begin- 
ners." If you are like I am, learning no 
matter how simply explained is a lost 
cause unless I've got something to look 
at. Mrs. Margolis feels the same way, 
and every instruction is accompanied by 
diagrams. 


Mrs. Margolis also explains the rea- 


sons why the pattern makes certain di- 
rections, such as following the grain of 
the material, (so it doesn't twist or curl 
up and pull when sewn), and tells you 
the meaning of the different sewing 
terms used on patterns. 


The book also covers fitting a pattern, 


the tools of the trade (with illustrations 
of each and explanations of how they are 
used), and has a material guide telling 
what kind of needle, thread, and stitch to 
use with each type of fabric. 


This is one of the best books for begin- 


ners T have ever seen, and it is the only 
one that actually starts with dry runs of 
stitches and machine handling. 


Another sewing book that is as good is 


the "Singer Sewing Book" by Gladys 
Cunningham.

The 
county clerk's office in Wheaton has been 
refusing to register persons under 21 
years old until the state's attorney's of- 
fice renders a decision on the newly 
passed federal legislation. 


The decision is expected early next 


week. Even if ordered to register the 18 
to 21-year-olds, the clerk's office will do 
so on separate records. This will be to 
prevent additional work in the event the 
decision is appealed and overturned. 


The delay has already resulted in sev- 


eral annoyed young adults who have 
come to Wheaton attempting to register, 
according to a worker in the clerk's of- 
fice. It is estimated registration of under 
21-year-olds will increase voter registra- 
tion by 60.000. DuPage County presently 
has 200,000 voters.

"WHEN I CAME to Bensenville there 


were a couple thousand people and three 
doctors," he said, adding, "Today there 
are about 13,000 people and still only 
three doctors." 


The doctor blames the difficulty he is 


having finding a replacement for Ben- 
senville on the fact many men in medical 
school are specializing and few are be- 
coming general practitioners. 


"We need specialists, don't get me 


wrong, but 90 per cent of the things 
wrong with people are rather simple." 


Dr. Fisk may have been setting bones, 


healing liver ailments and tending to 


heart patients for many years, but he 
said he has never dealt with any cases 
involving drug abuse. 


"THIS DOES NOT necessarily mean 


there is no drug abuse problem in Ben- 
senville," he said, "It indicates a lack of 
communication between me and the 
young people. I don't know why." 


Dr. Fisk has enough certificates and 


diplomas on the wall in his office to wall- 
paper a small room and enough patients 
in his waiting room to fill a hospital 
ward. 


With the older patients, especially 


those that have been with him since the 
1930's, there appears to be no lack of 
communication. Soon they will all be 
shuffled off to various doctors in the 
area. 


What is next for Dr. Fisk? 
"I don't know. I have a couple things 


I'm going to do, but I don't want to say 
anything about them because they may 
not turn out." 


However, medicine will still be a part 


of the Fisk family even after the doctor 
retires. His son, Dr. James Fisk, will 
carry on with the medical title preceding 
the family name. James is studying to be 


a children's heart specialist. He is living 
in Des Plaines with his wife and two chil- 
dren.

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New Treatment 
For MS Disease? 


LONDON (UPI) -A small but signifi- 


cant step forward treatment of multiple 
sclerosis, one of the moat distressing of 
all nervous disorders, appears to have 
been taken by Dr. Floyd A. Davis and a 
team at Presbytcrlan-St. Luke's Medical 
Center m Chicago. 


Many thousands of comparatively 


young people—onset of the disease after 
40 is rare— contract multiple (or dis- 
seminated) sclerosis and the creeping 
paralysis that marks its course. It is a 
particularly agonizing malady for fami- 
lies to watch. 


Davis recently visited Europe, where 


multiple sclerosis is one of the most com- 
mon diseases of the central nervous sys- 
tem, and is understood to have discussed 
his research with physicians in London 
and elsewhere who ire also searching for 
a palliative or cure. 


His paper, prepared for the annual 


meeting of the American Academy of 
Neurology, reported on a favorable 
though transient effect obtained with 
chemical agents. These reduced the size 
of visual blind areas and the frequency 
of eye tremors which are two of the 
symptoms of the disease. 


The effect lasted only as long as the in- 


travenous injections went on and thus 
cannot be considered of practical clinical 
use at present. But Davis, who is Assist- 
ant Professor of Neurology at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois (and Drs. Frank 0. 
Becker, Joel A. Michael and Eric Soren- 
son) 
felt the effect had proved that 


symptoms can be relieved by chemical 
means. 


A four-year study led to the chemical 


effect. It began with an effort to under- 
stand why the symptoms of multiple 
sclerosis tend to improve when the body 
temperature is lowered and to get worse 
when the body temperature rises. 


"The clinical importance of these find- 


ings lies in the demonstration that signs 
in MS can be favorably altered by chem- 
ical means," Davis reported. "This is not 
to say that these procedures constitute a 
form of therapy. Rather, their successful 
employment points to a new approach in 
the search of symptomatic therapy for 
MS. 


"In addition the animal models on 


which the initial concepts were devel- 
oped would appear to be useful in the 
screening of drugs for potential use with 
MS patients." 


He said the research was continuing.

That's the view of Dr. .Paul W. Cast, 


chief of the Lunar Science Division at the 
Manned Spacecraft Center in Houston. 
He is one of the principal investigators 
for the 123 pounds of samples returned 
from the moon so far. 


"What we're learning on the moon, you 


don't have to be a scientist to understand 
what it's all about," Gast said in an in- 
terview. "It's basic." 


The space agency estimated that the 


exploration of the lunar surface by four 
astronauts, the reports from instruments 
they left there and the samples and pic- 
tures they brought back have told man 
more about the moon in one year than 
had been amassed in 1,000 years of pre- 
vious study from afar. 


NOT ONLY ARE scientists learning 


about the makeup and history of the 
moon itself, but the moon's surface is so 
old that lunar studies promise to tell 
more about the origin of the solar sys- 
tem. 


"The lunar program, if it really does 


tell us something about the early history 
of the solar system, puts a chapter in the 
science books that 10 or 15 years from 
now will be read by average beginning 
students," Gast said. 


"Every high school science student 


will be affected by what we learn now. It 
will be very broadly disseminated. 


"It's not true of other things," Gast 


said. For example, he said "the kind of 
things that are being done in high energy 
physics are understood by fewer and 
fewer people. They may have a very 
profound impact, but they don't touch 
very many people." 


But the knowledge coming from the 


moon, Gast said, "has a broad impact on 
the thinking of many people."

The Way We See It 
Critical Need Unmet For Want Of Money 


For want of money, a critical hu- 


man need is being left unfulfilled in 
DuPage County, and worsening by 
the day. 


The problem is the DuPage Con- 


valescent Home near Wheaton, its 
service good but its facilities woe- 
fully inadequate for the need. 


The county has 286 beds, all 


filled. It has a waiting list esti- 
mated at 2,100. 


A year and a half ago, the county 


board of supervisors recognized 
the need and voted a major ex- 
pansion program It was to in- 
crease the capacity for patient 
beds to 590 at a cost of approxi- 
mately $8 million. 


Today, the plan has not yet ad- 


vanced 


The plan was stalled through 


1969 by inaction, by a jurisdictional 
squabble between two board com- 
mittees, and by bickering over the 
architect to be retained for the 
planning. 


A n d now, face-to-face 
with 


serious financial pinch, the county 
has virtually abandoned the proj- 
ect. Priority is being given to work 
on the county office complex, with 
no funds available to begin ex- 
panding the convalescent home. 


For the county's elderly, many of 


whom simply can't wait for ade- 
quate care, an enormous tragedy 
looms. For their sake, the county 
can't afford to stay on dead center 


while the waiting list grows and 
cost projections soar higher. 


The board of supervisors bears 


the blame for stalling on its own 
commitment, and the board must 
find the solution. Granted, the 
money is not going to be pulled out 
of a hat, but the point is that action 
is needed — not a shelving of the 
whole project. 


There are little things that can 


be done immediately, 
primary 


among them a re-examination of 
the home's admissions policy. Cur- 
rently, it's based on the individual 
need for service, without regard to 
the ability to pay and almost a 
third of the current patients are 
self-supporting in their home fees. 


More sensible would be to confine 
admissions to the indigent, letting 
others seek private care. 


But the real solution is for the 


county to come to grips with a 


means of getting the job done, to 
commit itself to a specific plan. It 
may be by a special county refer- 
endum, or — more likely — by 
drawing up a definite building pro- 


gram and going to Springfield or 
Washington for help. 


If the county can't do the job, it 


shouldn't be too proud to ask some- 
one who can. 


Lake Dredging - Make Use Of Reprieve 


No polluted harbor dredgings 


will be dumped into Lake Michigan 
this year. 


Dredgings from four of the most 


polluted areas will be dumped be- 
hind dikes. The Army Corps of En- 
gineers has announced that dredg- 
ing operation? will not be con- 


ducted in 11 other polluted harbors 
this year. 


The year's delay could give Con- 


gress time to approve a $70 million 
plan proposed by President Nixon 
to put all dumping operations be- 
hind landfill dikes. 


The lake has had a small re- 


prieve this summer of 1970. To 
m a k e it meaningful, Congress 
must act quickly to approve the 
program, and the Corps must as 
quickly implement it. 


A resumption of lake dumping 


would be unthinkable.

'Sally Mae' Delayed 


Congressman John N. Erlenborn, R. — 


14th Dist., said today that fear of anti- 
riot amendments is delaying Congres- 
sional action on a bill to help almost a 
million young people get to college in 
September. 


He was speaking of his proposal for a 


Student Loan Marketing Association 
("Sally Mae") to encourage loans to col- 
legians, which is before the House Edu- 
cation and Labor Committee. 


"I believe we are all agreed that this is 


a progressive step," Erlenborn said, 
"but some members of our Committee 
fear that it would be amended on the 
floor of the House — amended to include 
provisions against campus violence. 


"I do not share these members' point 


of view, but I can understand their mis- 
givings. I cannot believe, however, that 
their reservations about the Federal re- 
sponsibility in reducing campus unrest 


ought to carry more weight than the 
need to help deserving young people get 
money to go to college. 


"THE NEW school year will start in 


less than two months, and they need to 
be making their financial arrange- 
ments." 


The Sally Mae bill would provide a sec- 


ondary market for the Federally guaran- 
teed student loan program. 


Last year, bankers, who make most of 


the loans, complained they couldn't af- 
ford to make seven per cent loans when 
the prime interest rate was 8% per cent. 
At that time, Erlenborn sponsored a bill 
to provide a government allowance up to 
three per cent over the seven per cent 
statutory ceiling. 


"The lending institutions were under- 


standing about our slowness last year," 
Erlenborn said. "Our subcommittee has

OSAKA, Japan (UPD—Heading now 


into the last two months of its six 
months' stand, Expo '70 looks like a 
money maker. Not everyone thought it 
would be. 


When the government of Prime Min- 


ister Eisaku Sato decided to host the 1970 
world exposition, many Japanese thought 
it would not be a success. Even selection 
of Osaka for the first world's fair in Asia 
was considered bad. 


Although Osaka is Japan's second larg- 


est city (population 3 million), it had 
never held a show of international scale 
such as the 1964 Olympic Games in Tok- 
yo. But the government went ahead. Con- 
strucHon workers cleared Senri Hills of 
bamboo thickets and built pavilions on 
815 acres. 


The fair has been 
so successful 


since it opened March 15 that well over 
30 million people visited it during the 
first three and a half months. 


Expo officials, who had earlier pre- 


dicted it would be a success if 50 million 
people attended, now confidently forecast 
that the number of visitors will total 
more than 55 million by the time the ex- 
position closes Sept. 13. 


A Japanese bank employe became the 


30 millionth visitor to the fair June 23. 
He was honored with a 10-day trip to Eu- 
rope plus $555 in cash. 


If the number of visitors does go be- 


yond the 50 million mark, the Expo Asso- 
ciation gains nothing but profits.

Crater In Congress

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A few days 


ago, in a sudden outburst of candor, the 
House of Representatives approved a 
rule change that would require its mem- 
bers to identify themselves on certain 
votes traditionally cast anonymously. 


The timing of this reform could hardly 


have been more appropriate. For next 
Thursday will mark the 40th anniversary 
of the disappearance of Judge Crater, 
one of the most publicized unsolved mys- 
teries in history. 


And if, as I suspect, the missing jurist 


is alive and serving in Congress, the new 
voting procedure may finally reveal his 
whereabouts. 


When I first set forth my theory that 


Judge Crater has been sequestered in 
Congress these past 40 years, skepticism 
arose So I asked the Library of Con- 
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gress to dig up some background on the 
case. 


IN READING It over, I came across a 


substantial amount of evidence that ap- 
pears to corroborate my theory. 


Clue 1: Judge Crater, then a newly ap- 


pointed member of the New York Su- 
preme Court, was 41 years old when last 
seen near Times Square on Aug. 6, 1930. 
Which means he would now be 81. 


Okay. Where would an 81-year-old man 


be least conspicuous? Why in Congress, 
of course. 


Thanks to the seniority system, he 


would have a large peer group of com- 
m i t t e e and subcommittee chairmen 
among whom he could mingle without at- 
tracting attention at all. 


Clue 2: On the day of his dis- 


appearance, the judge cashed two checks 
for a total of $5,100, and a short time 
earlier had obtained almost $23,000 in 
cash from bank accounts and stock sales. 


That sounds very much like a man 


who is thinking of running for Congress 
and is setting up a campaign fund that 
can't be easily traced. 


CLUE 3: Investigators found that the 


judge had been on friendly terms with a 
number of Broadway chorus girls. 


As a jurist, Crater had no need for a 


large secretarial 
staff. Consequently, 


there would have been no point in his 
striking up acquaintances with young 
ladies. 


But as a man planning to seek a seat 


in Congress, he undoubtedly would have 
kept an eye out for potential clerical em- 
ployees. 


Clue 4: Crater gave up between $75,000 


and $100,000 a year in legal fees when he 
was appointed to the bench. 


Interpretation: The judge was a pretty 


big spender and there was no rule 
against congressmen collecting outside 
fees. 


When you put it all together, you can 


see that Crater and Congress were made 
for each other. Unfortunately, however, 
the $5,000 reward already has been with- 
drawn. 
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The exposition, a $2.9 billion extra-

Undergraduate pilot training courses in 


Air Training Command has been shorten- 
ed from 53 to 48 weeks, the U.S. Air 
Force announced. 


Local Air Force recruiters are cur- 


rently seeking young men with a college 
education to apply for the Air Force 
flight program. Applications are cur- 
rently being accepted for pilot, navigator 
and helicopter pilot. 


The major change of the pilot training 


system is a decrease in the number of 
actual flying hours students deceive.

Who can 
ignore the soup cans. Brillo boxes, dollar 
bills — that are very much a part of our 
world? 


The 32 different Campbell soups mass- 


marketed are individually labeled . . . 
chicken and noodle, vegetable, tomato, 
etc. 


As John Coplans writes in bis Andy 


Warhol catalog, "so much diversity with- 
in multiplicity. Campbell's canned soups, 
Warhol ironically seems to assert, are 
like people. Their names, sexes, ages, 
origins, tastes and passions may well be 
different, but an advanced consumer-ori- 
ented, technological society squeezes 
them all into the same vat." 


WARHOL DOES NOT restrict himself 


to the common red and white label. On 
the contrary, his soup series, like most of 
his other silk screens, is a kaleidoscope 
of brilliant colors. One is simply prone to 
ask himself, well why not? Even the au- 
merous blowups of Marilyn Monroe lack 
any real sense of true pigmentation. 


Death is central to a lot of Warhol's 


more recent works. He does not in- 
tentionally moralize or censor, yet by 
choice of a subject — Jackie Kennedy's 
stricken face, a waiting electric chair or 
gory car crash — he forcefully drama-

NEW YORK - (NBA) — If the profes- 


sional football player could be classified 
as an ordinary working stiff the sympa- 
thy would have to be with him in his 
battle with the Establishment (i.e., the 
owners). 


In his most recent hassle with manage- 


ment he wanted more dough for exhibi- 
tions, augmented pensions funds and 
Commissioner Pete Rozelle to be recog- 
nized for what he is — the agent of man- 
agement, which pays his salary. 


All these issues will evaporate as 


quickly as a midsummer rain, leaving 
only a little steam on the pavement, be- 
cause most pro players, despite brave 
strike talk, aren't ready to settle for the 
alternative — a 9-to-5 grind. 


In fact, I'm beginlng to get a feeling

today's 
pro 
which mitigates 


•gainst sympathy. He's almost as much 
Establishment in his attitudes «s the 
people he works for. 


Conservatism seeps into the genre of 


success, and the modern pro is success- 
ful. Also supersensitive. With his port- 
folio of stocks, deferred annuities and 
licensing arrangements, he has become 
terribly image-conscious. So if anything 
critical about him gets into the media, he 
reacts as petulantly as David Merrick. 


Back before they became national folk 


heroes, before they became paid author- 
ities on greasy kid stuff, the boys were 
more approachable, too. Today, the star 
quarterback has an unlisted number and 
you reach him through his lawyer, if the 


latter is in town. 


I remember just a decade ago when 


NBA threw the first party ever for an 
all-pro football team, and established 
stars such as Night Train Lane, the 
great defensive back of the Lions, and 
Bob St. Clair, a tremendous offensive 
tackle for the 49ers, were humbly grate- 
ful for the individual trophies they re- 
ceived. 


"It's 
the first trophy," said Night 


Train, "I've EVER received." 


Now if you want to give a player a 


trophy, you're not always sure he'll even 
show up to accept it. Or Us agent might 
want to know what else is in it for his 


boy. 


On a personal level, pro football play- 


ers have always been among the most 
enjoyable to talk to because, for one 
thing, their college training reflected ar- 
ticulacy. And second, the nature of their 
sport followed the Olderman theorem 
that the more violent the sport, the more 
sensitive the participant in relating to it. 
On this sliding scale, baseball players 
have always been near the bottom — 
frequently acting as though they were 
doing you a favor to talk between squirts 
of tooacco juice — while boxers, sur- 
prisingly in view of their generally low 
educational level, have been at the top In 
acuity. 


Football players have been just a 


slight notch below boxers and have bene- 
fited by the tremendous popularity of the 
sport generated in the last 15 years. The 
mystique of the game, the strategy 'of 
human chess, has made a Joe Namath 
as big as Stan Musial ever was. 


But H has also made the football star 


so conscious of the profit structure that 
the romantic essence of the game has 
been diluted. You have a feeling that his 
prime motivation is to grab it while he 
can. Namath wrapped it up pretty well 
when he said he's not worried about his 
image for kids — he's putting his body 
on the line for their old men who pay the 
freight. 


All this is true. And with millions of 


dollars right out there for both owners 
and players to grab, a little tug of war is 
only natural. But with enough stress on 
financial implications, the rope could 
fray, with both sides winding up on their 
duffs. 


I still prefer my football players to be 


like Merlin Olsen, the Intelligent all-pro 
defensive tackle of the Los Angeles 
Rams. After a battering Sunday after- 
noon last fall he sighed wearily: 


"Why 
do I go through all this? I don't 


know. A guy's got to be nuts to do it just 
for money."

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'Brat' Misses Big Time

NEW YORK - (NBA) - Eddie Stanky 


is nearly 54 years old. Old for a Brat 
(actually, he was called The Brat), but 
atll young in intensity. Once, the late 
Branch Rickey said, "He was born to be 
a big league manager." Now, Stanky is

the baseball coach at the University of 
South Alabama. 


Stanky was also called "Muggsy," for 


his pugnacity. In a 1951 World Series 
game, when he played for the New York 
Giants, he was an obvious out while run- 
ning in his thickly slow style to second 
base on a messed-up hit-and-run play. It 
was a pitchout. He was dead by three 
yards, until he slid into Phil Rizzuto's 
glove and deliberately booted the ball 
into center field — and then took third! 


Another time he was playing second 


base when the Boston batter. Bob Elliott, 
asked the second base umpire to move a 
bit. The umpire moved out of the line of 
vision, but Stanky moved into it. A 
couple of games later he caused an up- 
roar when he became a human sema- 
phore and leaped up and down, waving 
his arms at second to distract the batter 
further. He was told the statagem was 
unfair. Why? he asked, there's no rule 
against it. "And." said Commissioner 
Ford Frick. "there's no rule that says a 
catcher can't throw red pepper in a bat- 
ter's eyes as he's about to swing, ei- 


ther." 


When the nicknames "The Brat" and 


"Muggsy" are long forgotten, Leo DHTO- 
cher's remark will stick. "He can't run 
fast, he doesn't hit much and he isn't a 
good fielder, but I wouldn't trade him for 
any second baseman In the league." 


•> 


Stanky later managed the St. Louis 


Cardinals and the Chicago White Sox. He 
was a driven manager, as he had been a 
driven player, and his teams reflected 
his character. But when the White Sox 
flopped in 1968 (a weak hitting team that 
had surprised many by staying in pen- 
nant contention until the last week of the 
'67 season), he was released in mid-year. 
For the last two years, he has been home 
in Mobile and coaching the local college 
team. 


He showed up at a recent Old-Timers 


game in New York. He wore the Giants' 
uniform, and the cap was jaunty on his 
head. His eyes are a dLsarmingly clear 
blue and he looks at you out of the sides 
of his eyes and talks to you out of the 
side of his mouth. His face is tough but 
full of life, like one who has fulfilled and 
is fulfilling his potential, but with a dash 
of humor, too, like one who will not fool 
himself. His body is short and solid and 
the stirrup of his right black baseball 
stocking is off-center and gives the im- 
pression that he is all business and not 
glamorous. 


"Yes." he said. "I miss the major 


leagues very much, in my heart. Every 
day, I wake up and look at the box 
scores to see how my old friends are 
doing. I don't look at the stock market 
first, tike my friend Gil Hodges says he 
does. I've had a few feelers about man- 
aging up here again, but I like being 
home with my wife and six children. And 
the advantages of home lite outweigh 
those of the major leagues." 


His college teams have had records of 


19-12 and 26-14. And he puts on the team 
everyone who comes out for it. (His first 
year he had 52 players on it.) He does

NEW YORK—(NEA)-Carlos May and 


Danny Murphy personify our ethic that 
Hope and Hard Work will out. Their suc- 
cess is as corny as it is doughty. 


Both May and Murphy play for the 


Chicago White Sox May is a 22-year-old 
outfielder in his second season in the ma- 
jor leagues Murphy is a 27-year-old re- 
lief pitcher who. in his 10 years as a pro- 
fessional baseball player, has played 
snatches of five seasons in the major 


leagues. In 1960, he was signed out of 
high school by the Cubs for $100,000 as an 
outfielder. 


Last August May, who appeared on his 


way to becoming the American League's

two-week military training. While clean- 
ing a mortar with a ramrod, a round 
shot out of the tube and ripped off the 
nail, top and knuckle of his right thumb. 
It appeared his career was terminated. 


Shortly after, his wife of six months. 


Margaret, visited him In the Army hospi- 
tal in Pendleton, Calif. 


"Until then," recalls May, "I didn't 


have much hope. How could I throw 
again with only part of a thumb? How 
could I grip the bat? Margaret came in 
and said, 'Hang with it, baby. Every- 
thing will be O.K.' That started me 
thinkin' positive." 


In spring training every team, recalls 


manager Don Gutteridge, tested May's 
throwing. (He now holds the ball with 
more pressure on the fourth finger of his 
right hand.) 


"The Phillies were first," said Gutte- 


ridge. "Mike Ryan hit a single to left and 
tried to stretch it to two. Carlos threw 
him out. Baltimore was next. Carlos 
threw another runner out. He did the 
same against the Yankees.

kind of tested him. Now they've quit."

Adventureland Parking Lot Bid: 'No' 


by GINNY KUCMIERZ 


The zoning committee of the DuPage 


County Board recommended denial of a 
request for rezoning of land for a park- 
ing lot for the Adventureland amusement 
park Wednesday. 


About 50 homeowners met in Wheaton 


to object to the rezoning but left when 
told no meeting would be held because of 
a lack of a quorum Not until home- 
owners from Addison. Bloomingdale, 
Itasca. Medinah and Roselle returned to 
their homes and offices did they learn of 
the committee's decision which was 
made later with a quorum. 


Fully equipped with pictures, maps, 


letters and reports, officers of the Medi- 
nah Lake Estates Homeowners Associ- 


ation were ready with a presentation on 
the hazards of rezoning five acres of land 
south of Lake Street and west of South 
Medinah Road for parking facilities for 
Adventureland Amusement park, which 
is on the north side of Lake Street 


They were soon frustrated, however, 


when told by the chairman of the zoning 
committee, C. Leroy James that not 
enough members were present for a quo- 
rum. 


OF THE EIGHT members of the zon- 


ing committee only four were present for 
the meeting including Fred Koebbeman, 
supervisor Addiston township, north Du- 
Page County's only representative on the 
committee. 


Residents left disappointed and dis- 


gusted, with a promise another meeting 
would be held. Soon after they left, a 
fifth member of the zoning committee, 
Russel Swanson, assistant supervisor 
York township, arrived to make a quo- 
rum. 


The committee met, reviewed the evi- 


dence submitted by the homeowners and 
voted unanimously to recommend denial 
of the zoning request submitted by Dur- 
rell Everding, owner of Adventureland. 
It now goes to the entire county board 
for a final vote 


Swanson was the only other member of 


the committee available for the quorum, 
since the other three county board mem- 
bers on the zoning committee are attend- 
ing the National Association of County 


Organizations, (NACO), convention in At- 
lanta, Ga. 
"It was completely accidental that the 


committee made the decision after the 
people had gone," Koebbeman said. 


"We made an honest effort to get a 


quorum while they were here The mam 
thing is we voted in their favor " 


Koebbeman described the pictures and 


letters left by the residents as "con- 
vincing evidence." 


He said he voted against the rezoning 


"for safety reasons," agreeing with resi- 
dents that a large parking lot for the 
busy amusement park shouldn't be on 
the opposite sfde of heavily traveled 
Lake Street. 


Included in the portfolio from the 


homeowners to the committee were pic- 
tures of parking facilities immediately to 
west and north of the main Adventure- 
land parking lot. 


THE SPACE created by this area, as 


well as another area which was being 
prepared for parking, was sufficient, ac- 
cording to residents. 


Rezoning would also result in more 


noise pollution, according to Leonard J. 
Zimont, 4N616 South Medinah Rd. who 
said it would "greatly increase the at- 
tendance and the possible expansion of 
new rides making more noise in the 
nearby residential area." 


The move to cross Lake Street evoked 


the protests from residents throughout 
the area, according to the Medinah Lake 


Estates group, who said no complaints 
about the park had been registered in 10 
years. 


The recent expansion program for Ad- 


ventureland which has been heavily ad- 
vertised, coupled with an alleged lack of 
sanitary and safety facilities has already 
created health and environment prob- 
lems, according to residents 


Additional parking would only encour- 


age more customers and agrravate the 
problems, residents argue. 


Members of the zoning committee and 


a representative of the county health de- 
partment toured the amusement park 
two weeks ago. In a verbal report, mem- 
bers stated they saw no unusual health 
or safety hazards in the park and found 
it to be generally clean and well kept.

Listening to the questions, complaints, 


pleas and tales of thousands of people is 
part of his job, but Ed Maager, night 
operator at the Roselle Police Depart- 
ment has some fascinating, remarkable 
stories to tell when he gets the chance to 
talk. 


For people calling or visiting the 


Roselle Police station from 4 p.m. to 
midnight on weekdays, the voice of Ed 
Maager is their first greeting. 


"In this job, I'm a chaplain, informa- 


tion center, referee, and psychologist. 
I'm expected to know the why's for ev- 
erything," Maager said. 


Maager's is the deep, friendly, some- 


times tired voice answering the phone 
not only for the Roselle police station, 
but also for the Roselle Fire Department, 
and the Bloomingdale police and fire de- 
partments. 


Listening to the stories of distraught or 


worried citizens is only half of his job. 
He relays the information to the police- 
men in the squad cars or the firemen in 
their homes, dispatching them through- 
out the area. 


Many calls don't even get this far, 


however. They are the ones Manager an- 
swers himself, like "Where is 340 Lexing- 
ton St.?" or "Can I get my son's driver's 
license revoked?" or "Why are the lights 
out?"

street listings help him answer the 
many questions, while a 40-year career 
in law enforcement enables him to re- 
spond to others. 


But whenever people call about power 


failures, Maager promptly refers them to 
Commonwealth Edison Co. because 
"when you're sick you go to a doctor not 
to the supermarket, so when your pow- 
er is out you should call the power com- 
pany." 


Besides being a legal adviser for citi- 


zens who want regulations and laws clar- 
ified, Maager has had to calm feuding 
families and injured persons while a 
squad car was driving to the scene. 


His stint as night operator began over 


five years ago and marks another phase 
in a career devoted to police related 
work. 


Soon to be 61 years-old, Maager got 


into law enforcement at the age of 23. 


"I GREW UP IN A rough neighbor- 


hood in Chicago and I saw bow kids from 
large, poor families could be driven to 
crime. I wanted to do something about 
it," Maager said explaining his decision 
to go into law enforcement. 


During the 1930's, he was in special po- 


lice work offering his investigative, and 
protective services to private firms and 
individuals. 


The type and length of assignments 


varried. One time Maager was bod- 
yguard to a French female pantomime 
artist. Another time he was a bank guard 
and still another, he was hired to in- 
vestigate severe losses of a large store. 


Because of his experience in police 


work, especially the field of security, 
Maager was assigned to the civilian mili- 
tary police during World War II. As a 
lieutenant in the Sixth Service Com- 
mand, (which at that time included Chi- 
cago and the area up to the Wisconsin 
state line), be established and inspected 
security systems for about 450 factories 
involved in defense work. 


During the 1940's Maager moved from 


factory site to factory site checking for 
saboteurs, and making sure small but es- 
sential pieces to important defense 
equipment were produced and shipped 
safely and inconspicuously. 


Give him an ear and he can tell epi- 


sode after episode of security defense 
stories as matter-of-factly as anyone else 
talks about a vacation. 


ONE OF THE MORE exciting adven- 


tures occurred when Maager, posing as a 
sympathizer of the American-German 
citizens detected the whereabouts and 


helped to bring about the capture of the 
last of eight espionage agents who were 
left ashore on the east coast by a Ger- 
man submarine. 


After the war Maager returned to po- 


lice work. He moved to Addison in the 
1950's when he became a sales represent- 
ative for an alarm system company. 


His work brought him to police stations 


throughout the area and it wasn't long 
before he was on a beat in Bloomingdale 
in 1960. 


Even before that, he was organizing 


the Fox River Valley Police Association 
which was to act as a central informa- 
tion agency for police departments from 
Aurora to the Wisconsin line and 20 miles 
on either side of the Fox River. 


A leg injury which he received while 


on the Bloomingdale Police Force and 
which was aggravated by a belligerent 
subject that had been arrested ended 
Maager's active police work in 1962. 


After a string of jobs with various po- 


lice departments, Maager came to 
Roselle. 


"I THOUGHT I'd help for a month or 


so," Maager said, explaining Roselle 
needed radio operators at the time, "and 
here I am." 


The hours are one of the better fea- 


tures of the job for Maager who "hates 
to get up with the sun," and has his "big- 
gest meal at 1 a.m " 


After a night of keeping track of 


Roselle policemen and tending to the 
town, Maager returns home. When ev- 
eryone else is rushing frantically to work 
in traffic at 7 a.m. he is soundly sleep- 
ing.

He said it is hoped that these letters 


will make residents aware of such ordi- 
nances in a pleasant manner, rather than 
in the form of a citation. 


Rivkin said six different categories 


wuTbe explained in the letters. 


One concerns the ordinance on dogs. 


He said all dogs must be on a leash and 
display a dog tag. Persons cannot own 
more than three dogs without having a 
kennel license. 


Btoomingdale's Garbage, Refuse and 


Bonfire Control Ordinance will also be 
covered. It states that no corporation or 
individual is allowed to burn garbage or 
refuse within village limits. In addition 
to this, garbage cans must be covered at 
•11 times and cannot be placed on the 
street 24 hours before or after pick-up. 


Another concerning motor vehicle li- 


censing and parking will be explained. 


ALL STATE registered vehicles must 


display a village sticker. There should 
also be no parking where signs prohibit, 
within 20 feet of an intersection or cross- 
walk, within 30 feet of a traffic signal or 
within 15 feet of a fire hydrant. 


Regulations concerning the driving of 


mini-bikes will also be explained. 


At present, changes in many village or- 


dinances are being made to comply with 
the state changes, which were put into 
effect on July 1. 


Notice of these amendments will be 


made to the public upon their com- 
pletion, Rivkin said.

was granted a permanent injunction 
against the village's no dumping ordi- 
nance Monday by Judge William . Guild 
hi the 18th DuPage County Circui tCourt. 


The court found the pit was not filling 


beyond the sanitary landfill sight. 


Joseph Krus, owner of the pit, filed 


for a temporary injunction against 
Bloomingdale on July 14, after the vil- 
lage contended he was filling beyond the 
6.34 acres permitted. 


Dumping is permitted in this area be- 


cause it was started before the ordinance 
became effective, according to the 
judge's decision.

Adventureland Parking Lot Bid: 'No'

The zoning committee of the DuPage 


County Board recommended denial of a 
request for rezoning of land for a park- 
ing lot for the Adventureland amusement 
park Wednesday. 


About SO homeowners met in Wheaton 


to object to the rezoning but left when 
told no meeting would be held because of 
a lack of a quorum. Not until home- 
owners from 
Addison, Bloomingdale, 


Itasca. Medinah and Roselle returned to 
their homes and offices did they learn of 
the committee's decision which was 
made later with a quorum 


Fully equipped with pictures, maps, 


letters and reports, officers of the Medi- 
nah Lake Estates Homeowners Associ- 


ation were ready with a presentation on 
the hazards of rezoning five acres of land 
south of Lake Street and west of South 
Medinah Road for parking facilities for 
Adventureland Amusement park, which 
is on the north side of Lake Street. 


They were soon frustrated, however, 


when told by the chairman of the zoning 
committee, C. Leroy James that not 
enough members were present for a quo- 
rum. 


OF THE EIGHT members of the zon- 


ing committee only four were present for 
the meeting including Fred Koebbeman, 
supervisor Addiston township, north Du- 
Page County's only representative on the 
committee. 


Residents left disappointed and dis- 


gusted, with a promise another meeting 
would be held. Soon after they left, a 
fifth member of the zoning committee, 
Russel Swanson, assistant supervisor 
York township, arrived to make a quo- 
rum. 


The committee met, reviewed the evi- 


dence submitted by the homeowners and 
voted unanimously to recommend denial 
of the zoning request submitted by Dur- 
rell Everding, owner of Adventureland. 
It now goes to the entire county board 
for a final vote. 


Swanson was the only other member of 


the committee available for the quorum, 
since the other three county board mem- 
bers on the zoning committee are attend- 
ing the National Association of County 


Organizations, (NACO), convention in At- 
lanta, Ga. 


"It was completely accidental that the 


committee made the decision after the 
people had gone," Koebbeman said. 


"We made an honest effort to get a 


quorum while they were here. The main 
thing is we voted in their favor." 


Koebbeman described the pictures and 


letters left by the residents as "con- 
vincing evidence." 


He said he voted against the rezoning 


"for safety reasons," agreeing with resi- 
dents that a large parking lot for the 
busy amusement park shouldn't be on 
the opposite side of heavily traveled 
Lake Street. 


Included in the portfolio from the 


homeowners to the committee were pic- 
tures of parking facilities immediately to 
west and north of the main Adventure- 
land parking lot. 


THE SPACE created by this area, as 


well as another area which was being 
prepared for parking, was sufficient, ac- 
cording to residents. 


Rezoning would also result in more 


noise pollution, according to Leonard J. 
Zimont, 4N616 South Medinah Rd. who 
said it would "greatly increase the at- 
tendance and the possible expansion of 
new rides making more noise in the 
nearby residential area." 


The move to cross Lake Street evoked 


the protests from residents throughout 
the area, according to the Medinah Lake 


Estates group, who said no complaints 
about the park had been registered in 10 
years. 


The recent expansion program for Ad- 


ventureland which has been heavily ad- 
vertised, coupled with an alleged lack of 
sanitary and safety facilities has already 
created health and environment prob- 
lems, according to residents.

the Fox River Valley Police Association 
which was to act as a central informa- 
tion agency for police departments from 
Aurora to the Wisconsin line and 20 miles 
on either side of the Fox River. 


A leg injury which be received while 


on the Bloomingdale Police Force and 
which was aggravated by a belligerent 
subject that had been arrested ended 
Maager's active police work in 1962.

here I am."

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Students Learn By Doing... Outdoors

Remedial reading and children who 


can't spell are the usual problems of 
primary grade summer schools, but not 
in Addison. 


Studying Indians and pioneers and how 


they lived and worked, learning about 
c u r r e n t environmental problems by 
seeing and measuring their effect — is 
how 90 third through sixth graders from 
Addison Elementary School District 4 
are studying math, science, language 
arts, music and art this summer. And 
they're doing it all outdoors. 


One group was studying weather in- 


struments. "Find an instrument to mea- 
sure wind speed," the teacher said. So 
the kids looked at all the instruments 
around them, and found the one they 
wanted. 


"Now, take it out, and let's figure out 


how it works," she said. A small boy, 
fingering the instrument, found that by 
blowing in the end, he could make the 
meter change "That's how it works!" he 
shouted, and put it up for the wind to 
catch it. 


This is the first summer for a course 


like this in Addison, according to Louise 
Lelivelt, director of instructional services 
for Dist. 4 Other summers the courses 
have been limited to strictly remedial 
subjects, and the students resented hav- 
ing to go, and didn't learn much because 
of their resentment 


"That's why I donT like to call this 


summer school," Miss Lelivelt said. "We 
like to think of it as a summer pro- 
gram " The program is not based on 
reading a book and answering questions 
in a workbook. Reading is spurred on by 
activities, not required. 


The 90 students in the course are split 


up into groups of about 20; each group 
has one teacher and two aides. The in- 
struction is much more individualized 
than in a classroom, and the children 
teach each other as they learn. 


A boy in grass-stained shorts ran along 


the bank of the stream at Pratt's Wayne- 
Wood, the hook on his fishing line swing- 


ing wildly. "I had one — a big one — but 
it got away!" he exclaimed. The teacher 
stopped him, and showed him how to se- 
cure the hook onto the cork handle of his 
rod. "This way you don't hurt yourself, 
or anyone else," she explained. 


A little girl ran by, the hook on her line 


loose. The grass-stained boy stopped her, 
and fixed her hook. He's learned, and so 
has she. Fishing and archery are among 
the activities planned to show how the 
Indians caught their food and at the 
same time, to teach safety. 


The class is organized to be relevant to 


the students If they are to be interested 
and to learn, Miss Lelivelt feels, they 
must be learning something that they 
can relate to their lives 


Another group was studying air pollu- 


tion. A wet cloth held over a wood-smoke 
fire showed that the smoke was quite 
clean, A soft coal fire gave off dirty 
smoke, the hard coal cleaner. But the 
hard coal was more difficult to burn. 


"See why big companies would rather 


use the soft coal?" the teacher asked. 
And on their cloth they could see air pol- 
lution. 


The supervisor of the course, Arlene 


Holan, has a masters degree in outdoor 
education, and is backed up in the "learn 
by doing" approach by teachers and 
aides who are firmly committed to the 
idea. Hopefully, they will carry this idea 
back to their classrooms in the fall, Miss 
Lelivelt said. 


The course, funded by the district, 


costs about $4,000. The district will get 


some reimbursement from state aid. The 
teachers are from the district; the aides 
are teachers who lack accreditation be- 
cause they have not completed their stu- 
dent teaching requirement. This course 
will give them this student teaching ex- 
perience.

Mohawk Manor Seeks Industry Buffer

Residents of Mohawk Manor, north of 


Wood Dole and Bensenville, are seeking 
safeguards to protect their subdivision 
from the same fate that apparently befell 
nearby Mohawk Terrace, another resi- 
dential subdivision to the north. 


Robert Kaad, president of the Mohawk 


Manor Homeowners Association, Inc, 
told the Register Monday he has begun 
negotiations with Klefstad, industrial de- 
velopers of 184-acre Moody Airport area, 
to keep Mohawk Manor out of the bind 


Mohawk Terrace homeowners now face. 


The subdivision is south of Thorndale 


Avenue and east of Route 83 


Recently the neighboring Mohawk Ter- 


race residents lost a suit in Cook County 
Court which challenged industrial zoning 
of property adjacent to the community 
The subdivision is already faced with in- 
dustrialization on three sides and future 
plans for the area apparently include in- 
dustry to all four sides, according to Mo- 
hawk Terrace residents. 


The homeowners in Mohawk Terrace 


feel that not only will the cost of their 


homes depreciate with the close proxim- 
ity of the industrial area, but they will 
eventually be completely cut off from 
other residential areas preventing annex- 
ation with a community to the south, 
probably Wood Dale. 


"We are not going to get engaged in an 


all out battle to eliniinate the industrial 
zoning," Kaad said. "We only want to 
get safeguards in the area."

But would include a satis- 
factory buffer zone between the residen- 
tial area and proposed industrial park. 
Kaad added the homeowners would also 
want to have voice regarding access 
routes into the industrial park through 
the residential area, types of industry lo- 
cated in the park, location of plant cool- 
ing and heating equipment and "particu- 
larly, where the drainage win go." 


"We expect to get the cooperation of 


Klefstad," Kaad said. "Mohawk Terrace 
ended up with no bargaining powers. 


This is an opportunity for us to get in on 
the ground floor. The time to negotiate is 
now so we are in a good position to legal- 
ly fight in the future. 


"Factories do not have to decrease 


property value. They can help the com- 
munity." 


Although there are 120 homes in the 


Mohawk Manor area, only a few would 
be directly affected by the proposed in- 
dustrial park. Kaad said, however, most 
of the residents in the area are con- 
cerned since the industrial development 


would eventually affect the whole com- 
munity indirectly. 


Kaad said he hoped to attend the zon- 


ing meeting in Wood Dale Monday night, 
but was not certain whether he would 
make a statement at that time.

"The 
increase in teachers' salaries 


(proposed) is based on the financial ca- 
pabilities of the district, the cost of living 
increase and the salary schedule related 
to the teacher's additional training and 
experience," said Herbert Wicke, newly 
appointed superintendent of business af- 
fairs 


Teachers' salaries make up the bulk of 


the educational fund. 


The recently adopted budget reflects 


an increase in costs, but as Wicke said 
last week. "We prepared this budget 


very, very carefully and planned accord- 
ingly to not allow for an increase of more 
than 13 per cent," 


For example, Wicke said the cost of 


supplies and services has gone up five or 
six per cent over last year. Teachers' 
salaries have also increased 12 or 13 per 
cent reflecting a potential 18 per cent in- 
crease in the budget, he added. 


"I am very optimistic," Wicke said. "I 


think the budget could be helped in the 
future with state and federal aid. We've 
got this year's budget, but we can't hang 
up our hats and say state aid will come 
and help us — it may not" 


Board member James DiOrio was not 


so optimistic about this year's budget 
DiOrio was the only board member to 
vote against the budget approval 


"Are we kidding ourselves by setting 


up a budget that looks good, but are we 
able to live with it?' he said. 


"Are we diluting our educational sys- 


tem to such a point that we would be 
spending additional monies. When we 
run out of money, we run out. We are

It is not often that two girls enroll at 


Fenton High School to study English as a 
foreign language. But that is the case for 
Carols and Jutta Roth. 


Born in Germany, the girls recently 


moved to Bensenville, with their family, 
to finish their education and start a new 
life. 


Carola, 17, has already finished her 


high school education in West Berlin but 
is anxious to attend Fenton this Septem- 
ber as a senior to improve her English. 
The girls speak English shyly but hope to 
improve with the passage of time and 
education. 


Six years of prepatory English lan- 


guage along with eight major subjects 
won't hamper the girls' credentials to en- 
roll at Fenton. And hopefully what they 
learned in German schools will help 
achieve what they bom want: a diploma 
from an American high school. 


The Roth family of four were urged to 


come to America by Use Stritzke, a sis- 
ter to Irmgard Roth. 


"My sister is the only family I have 


left," said Mrs. Stritzke. "And I wanted 
her to be near me." 


FAMILY CLOSENESS wasn't the only 


reason that brought the Roth family liv- 
ing next door to sister Use. There was 
the same reason that brought masses of 
people across the 2arlin Wall. 


"We know communism and we don't 


like it," Irmgard said. "We came to 
America because of politics. The last 10 
years I felt imprisoned. The future 
doesn't look good for young people in 
West Berlin." 


Mrs. Roth reiterated the many in- 


cidents that have kept West Berliners in 
fear of communist aggression. 


"There is always the threat of commu- 


nist trouble," she said. 


Arriving in New York City July 13, the 


Roth family took a brief tour of America, 
by car, before settling in Bensenville a 
week later. Among the many sites they 
saw were Niagara Falls, and .parts of 
Michigan and Onto. 


"The main thing was that we could 


travel and travel and feel very free," Ca- 
rola said of her trip. "America has no 
borders." 


THE ROTH'S CONTACT with Ameri- 


cans on their trip left a good impression. 
People always offered to assist them on 
directions and mechanics willingly gave 
their help when the car broke down. 


"Americans are very friendly to new- 


comers," said 15-year-old Jutta who 
hopes to make friendliness her profession 
as a stewardess when she graduates Fen- 
ton. Both girls spoke with Aunt Use as an 
interpreter. 


Friendliness and American hospitality 


quickly acclimated the Roths to their 
new country and it wasn't too long before 
area students bad invited the family to 
attend a professional baseball game. 


"There is not much difference between 


American and German students,' said 
Carola in her week's observance. 


Mother Irmgard concurs and states 


that even the student protests and poli- 
tics are similar. 


"Some young people just march and 


they don't know for what," said Mrs. 
Roth in comparing the two nation's youth 


The Roths have been spending their 


brief tenure in America enjoying food, 
television and freedom. 


"WE HAVE BEEN visiting friends, 


sleeping long, eating good and watching 
television," said Carola of her daily ac- 
tivities. "We're trying to learn English 
on television." 


A M E R I C A N TELEVISION is in- 


triguing for the sisters who find cartoons 
and war movies among their favorite 
programs. 


Mother Irmgard, not all that interested 


in television, is impressed with the high 
quality of American food. 


"I love all American food except the 


bread," said Mrs. Roth. "The ice cream 
is wonderful and I enjoy the fresh salads 
but I miss the homemade German rye 
bread." 


That may be all the Roth family 


misses and to hear them talk, they 
will have a hard time waiting five years 
before applying for permanent citizen- 
ship. 


The American influence is not com- 


pletely foreign to the Roth sisters. They 
have been exposed to American movies, 
magazines and pop music since child- 
hood. 


"I HEARD more American pop music 


than German," Jutta reveals of her 
homeland. "Bonanza, Lassie and Mannix 
plus American westerns are big tele- 
vision attractions in Germany."

placement of house numbers if an ordi- 
nance under consideration by the village 
board is passed. 


The ordinance was requested by the 


Elk Grove Village Fire Department to 
allow emergency vehicles to respond 
more quickly to calls. 


The board directed the village attorney 


to draw up an ordinance fulfilling the 
fire department's request. 


'"It's added insurance for a couple of 


dollars," Trustee Richard McGrenera 
pointed out. 


He said the fire department was con- 


cerned about getting to the fire "before 
it becomes 
a major 
conflagration." 


Small fires cannot be easily noticed from 
the street, and if the number on the 
house is not easily visible, the fire truck 
may pass tt by, he said. 


ACCORDING TO a proposed ordi- 


nance, the four-inch high numerals would 
be required to be located in predominant 
places on single, multiple family, com- 
mercial and industrial buildings, in con- 
trasting colors to their background. 


The ordinance also states that the 


numbers would nave to be placed on the 
part of the house nearest the street. 


The feasibility of such an ordinance 


was questioned by Trustees Eugene 
Keith and Ronald Chernick. Keith said it 
would be difficult to enforce, adding, "If 
it is important enough to be an ordinance 
then it should be completely and fully 
enforced. If not, I don't want it on the 
books." 


Chernick questioned whether the board 


could ask present residents to change 
from the size and placement of the num- 
bers they already have. He said he could 
understand how H could be made a re- 


quirement for new residents and busi- 
nesses, however. 


McGrenera said, "If it means better 


safety I'll take a two-foot sign and stick 
it in the middle of my yard." 


FIREMEN STRESSED the importance 


of the large, easily visible signs in locat- 
ing a house more efficiently, since the 
house numbers in Elk Grove Village do 
not always progress consistently. 


"The prime problem is 
industrial 


buildings. A lot of them don't have num- 
bers or they're concealed," Fire Chief 
Allen Hulett said. 


He added that even though the problem 


was with industrial and 
commercial 


buildings he hoped he could also solve 
the problem in residential areas at the 
same time.

Judge George E Dolezal dismissed the 


charge on the grounds that he considered 
the Illinois abortion statute to be uncon- 
stitutional. Under the law, all abortions 
performed in the state are illegal, al- 
though physicians are granted grounds 
for defense i' they perform the operation 
to save a woman's life.

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Police, Wheeling Split Widens 


A special village board meeting in 


Wheeling Wednesday ended with the po- 
lice and village officials remaining far 
apart on their stands on the week-old po- 
lice sick-in. 


For the first time since the sick-in 


strike began voices were raised, as a 
group of Wheeling policemen's wives 
heckled village board members. 


The board came back from an execu- 


tive session, gave a positive statement on 
their views of the situation read by Vil- 
lage Atty. Paul Hamer, and then ad- 
journed. 


The primary item on Hamer's list was 


that the policemen must return to work 
before their demands would be dis- 
cussed. 


An audience of approximately 20 


people including wives of the policemen 
and a number of Wheeling Jaycees had 
waited for two hours for the board to 
come out of the closed meeting. 


Police Sgt. Gene Wolf, president of the 


Wheeling chapter of the Cook County Po- 
lice Association (CCPA), had been de- 
nied recognition by the board, but Wolf 
spoke anyway after the board adjourned. 


Wolf listed what the police wanted be- 


fore they would return to work. 


HIS LIST BEGAN with requirements 


that the board withdraw all suits, in- 
junctions or other legal actions and 
agree that no future actions will be taken 
against any of the policemen as a result 
of the sick-in. Those actions must be tak- 


en by the board before the policemen 
will return to work, Wolf said. 


After listing the demands Wolf said, 


"The village board of trustees claims an 
open line of communications. They make 
public statements but deny voice to oth- 
ers. 


"They have obviously demonstrated in- 


ability and unwi'lingness to commu- 
nicate, to act on matters vital to the best 
interest of the commercial, family and 
police interest. 


"A resignation from the office of 


trustee by each of the trustees would 
clearly be the order of business this 
day." 


When he finished, the wives of 10 po- 


licemen sitting in the back of the room 


cheered. Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon 
then reminded Wolf that the board bad 
instructed him to meet with the police 
chief about the matter. 


Wolf promptly stormed from the room. 
As the trustees began leaving the 


board room, the policemen's wives began 
shouting: "This board is a farce ... 
Your adjourn the board meeting before 
you allow him (Wolf) to speak, but you 
say communication is open. 


"What about the pay? Why don't you 


meet in public? We have a right to know 
how each of you voted (while they were 
in executive session)." 


Then, it was over. The board members 


left the municipal building. The police- 
men's wives moved to the police station 
where they discussed the dispute. 


Condemnation Chicago Eyes 


The City of Chicago has admitted to 


engaging in appraisal studies, which are 
a prerequisite to condemnation proceed- 
ings, in the Georgetown area of Ben- 
s e n v ll 1 e, according to Bensenville 
Trustee William Hegebarth. 


In a meeting last week at the Ben- 


senville Village Hall, Mack Hanson, from 
Chicago's department of public works, 
said it was through his department that 
the Chicago Title and Trust Co. was con- 
ducting title searches of all property in 


the Georgetown area. 


Several weeks ago, Chicago officials 


reportedly denied initiating the studies. 
Bensenville officials are questioning the 
right of Chicago to "enter into the corpo- 
rate limits of the Village of Bensenville 
and institute condemnation proceed- 
ings," Hagebarth said. 


The Georgetown area is scheduled to 


be turned into a water retention basin for 
the airport, according to Chicago offi- 
cials. A "borrow pit" and future reten- 


tion basin is already under construction 
on land adjacent to the east of George- 
town. 


"The city is operating a public benefit 


function in the airport and this gives 
them preference," said Chicago Atty. 
James Strunk. 


STRUNK REFERRED to a similar 


case, Schiller Park vs. the City of Chi- 
cago, where Chicago forced "eminent do- 
main" on Schiller Park and "made it 
stick in court." 


Bensenville Village Atty. Steven Nagy 


is checking into this point of law.

Mr. and Mrs. Smith needed carpeting 


for their new home, so when the door-to- 
door salesman offered nice carpeting for 
such a reasonable price, the young 
couple could not resist. 


The rooms were measured, carpets 


were ordered and the Smiths wrote the 
salesman a check for $1,500. 


The new carpeting was to be delivered 


in two weeks, but it never came. Nor did 
the Smiths ever see their $1,500 again. 


It's fraudulent sales like this that the 


Illinois Attorney General's Bureau of 
Consumer Fraud and Protection is at- 
tempting to eliminate. 


Yesterday William Kutza, director of 


t h e Chicago branch office, visited 
Schaumburg to discuss services of the 
bureau's Schaumburg offices. 


"Schaumburg is probably one of our 


most active offices," Kutza said. HP ex- 
plained that Schaumburg is a new com- 
munity and is therefore more susceptible 
to salesmen soliciting merchandise for 
residents' new homes. 


The Bureau of Consumer Fraud and 


Protection has 11 offices besides those in 
Chicago and Springfield and is planning 
to expand. 


Kutza explained that any person in Illi- 


nois may complain to one of these of- 
fices. If a number of persons call from 
the same area representatives from the 
Chicago office will come to that area to 
open a temporary mobile complaint unit. 


Many cheated persons do not bring 


fraud cases to the bureau's attention ac- 
cording to Schaumburg Police Chief 
Mark Conroy. With local offices and a 
mnbile complaint unit, more cases are 
brought into the open, he said, and 
fraudulent salesmen are stopped. 


"We always have trouble with door-to- 


door magazine salesmen," Conroy said. 
Persons who solicit in Schaumburg and 
most other towns in this area are re- 
quired to register at local police stations. 


Unregistered solicitors receive cita- 


tions if caught. 


Frauds in Chicago's northwest suburbs 


generally come from the sale of house- 
hold items, Kutza explained. Much solic- 
itation involves siding, gutters, storm 
doors and windows and landscaping. 


"We take cases most lawyers wouldn't 


handle because there is no money in- 
volved," Kutza said. "And we are a very 
powerful office. We have interstate coop- 
eration with other attorney generals and 
we bring the violators to court if they 
don't comply." 


Kutza said the bureau is restoring 


about $55,000 a month to persons who 
were cheated. The bureau is becoming

increasingly effective because it is creat- 
ing more local offices. 


Because of the money saved and the 


number of cases handled and settled, the 
Bureau of Consumer Fraud and Protec- 
tion is one of the most effective divisions 
of the attorney general's office, he 
added. 


"We have never lost a court case," 


Kutza said. When the bureau receives a 
complaint, it contacts the accused person 
or organization and tries to settle the 
problem out of court. 


Often the accused will voluntarily com- 


ply with the bureau. However, the bu- 
reau will take the accused to court if 
necessary, Kutza explained. 


Besides door-to-door selling, false ad- 


vertising is the most popular means of 
fraud. A well-known brand of appliance 
is often promoted at give-away prices, 
but the prospective buyer finds the item 
is either used or already sold. The con- 
sumer is then subjected to high pressur- 
es to buy a more expensive off-brand 
item, Kutza said. 


Misrepresentation is another popular 


way of cheating consumers. Often the 
condition and serviceability of an item is 
misrepresented. Phony repairs, especial- 
ly when salesmen confront unknowing 
housewives, and selling under false pre- 
tenses are other techniques used by con- 
fidence men, he added. 


Most persons do not know they have 


three days to break any contract they 
sign, Kutza said. "We're trying to extend 
that to about 5 or 7 days," the bureau 
director added.

before they boarded their trains. 


In midmorning it was not unusual to 


see downtown businessmen taking a cof- 
fee break and discussing the news of the 
day in the Shay. 


But the Shay was perhaps best known 


turned from a call on the Northwest 
Highway at a service station in which 
gasoline had spilled when the hose from 
a tanker truck slipped from its con- 
nection to an underground tank. 


"There's smoke around the Shay," 


were the words used to summon the men 
down the street from the Slade Street 
station, said Helms. 


No one was hurt in the mishap which 


Helms said started in a back room used 
for washing dishes and cooking utensils. 
He described the damage as "exten- 
sive." 


Helms said he believed the fire started 


in a dishwasher which had been left run- 
ning. Arson was not suspected, he said. 
The exact cause was not known, be said. 


Vasquez, who speaks little English, 


smelted the smoke Helms said, and 
called the owner of the restaurant, Dean 
Koutas, whose address was given as 132 
S. Plum Grove Road. 


Koutas bought the restaurant about 


two months ago. He had recently finished 
remodeling it. 


He said yesterday he left the restau- 


rant about 10 10 p.m. Wednesday and 
had locked Vasquez in. The job of the 
youth, he said, is to mop the floors and 
clean the booths. 


AFTER RECEIVING the call he re- 


turned to the restaurant and freed the 
youth. 


Koutas said Vasquez "had a room" 


someplace, but he did not know where 


for the young people who often gathered 
outside it. The quiet nights of downtown 
Palatine were often shattered by the 
sound of automobile engines being rev- 
ved up. Young people often sat on the 
hoods of cars and talked about the things 
which they thought were important. It 
was not because Slade Street was a good 
place to be, rather, it was one of the few 
places teenagers could go in the town. 


Perhaps the Shay is best known to lo- 


cal policemen for the term "Shay Laps." 
Instead of going for rides in the coun- 
tryside, young people would drive around 
the block, slowing in front of the Shay to 
see what was going on. 


Early yesterday morning Shay Laps 


would have been stopped by fire engines. 


After the fire started, Helms said, it 


moved up a wall to a false ceiling and 
then moved across the ceiling to the 
front of the restaurant. The fire, he said, 
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was brought under control in a matter of 
minutes, he said, but dousing the smol- 
dering ceiling took a "long time." The 
final group of firemen left the scene at 
about 5:30 a.m., he said. 


A total of 25 men fought the blaze, the 


chief said, but there was no need for mu- 
tual aid, an agreement through which 
neighboring communities send men and 
equipment if asked. 


The Palatine Pastry Shop at 37 W. 


Slade and The Optical Center at 47 W. 
Slade, neighboring businesses, sustained 
smoke damage. 


The chief said the restaurant was In- 


sured. 


Witnesses said they did not see flames 


shooting from the building but smoke bil- 
lowing from it. 


The cocktail lounge next to the restau- 


rant sustained heavy smoke and water 
damage but was not touched by the 
flames. 


Chief Helms said during the recent re- 


modeling the village had required that 
the wall separating the restaurant from 
the bar be extended all the way to the 
ceiling instead of stopping at the false 
ceiling. It was this wall, he said, which 
stopped the fire from spreading any far- 
ther.

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Con-Con OKs Home Rule For Larger Towns 


Home rule powers for most Northwest 


suburban municipalities will be automat- 
ic under the proposed new Illinois Con- 
stitution 


Delegates at the Constitutional Con- 


vention this week approved a clause 
granting home rule powers to all munici- 
palities with a population of 10.000 or 
more — thereby assuring home rule for 
Northwest Cook County towns and most 
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northern DuPage County towns. 


The original recommendation of the 


Con-Con local government committee 
was to grant automatic home rule only to 
municipalities with a population of 20,000 
or more That would have eliminated 
some Northwest Cook County commu- 
nities and would have forced them to 
hold referenda before gaining home rule 
poupus 


Last week, delegates voted to remove 


the population restriction, granting home 
rule to all municipalities. But Wednes- 
day, the 10,000 population figure was sug- 
gested and approved. 


STRONGEST opposition to the 10,000 


figure came from Southern Illinois dele- 
gales who argurd that many towns in the 
southern end of the sta e have popu- 
lations less than 10,000 


Automatic home rule powers also will 


be granted to counties which have an 
elected executive officer. 


The concept of home rule, if the pro- 


posed Constitution is approved by the 
voters, will be new for Illinois mumcipal- 
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THE ACCEPTED INHUCHCE IN THE NORTHWEST SUBURBS 


ities. 


Under the current 100-year-old Con- 


stitution, local governments can only ex- 


ercise powers that have been expressly 
granted to them by the legislature.

Old School Is 
Now Apartments 


by LOIS KOCH 


Many persons living in Itasca can still 


remember the days in the first half of 
the 
century 
when children 
flocked 


through the arched doorway of the "old 
school building" on North Elm Street 


Even though this may seem to have 


taken place quite a -while ago, the story 
actually began long before. 


The building was constructed in the 


late 1860's, to become the town's first 
schoolhouse. Dr. Elijah Smith, who origi- 
nally settled the area around 1843, do- 
nated the land and assisted in financing 
the construction. 


It began as a small wooden structure 


with one room, being situated at its pre- 
sent location on the hill next to the First 
Presbyterian Church. At this time, the 
front faced the south, overlooking the 


creek. 


Reportedly, students would sled down 


the hill onto the frozen creek after school 
and during recess in the winter. 


The structure served as a school until 


the Itasca North School was ready for 
occupancy in 1940. One year later, B. B. 
Clover Realtors bought the old school- 
house, remodeling it during the war 
years to be used for apartments. 


IN 1957, Benno Ibeling, 101 E. Irving 


Park Rd., bought it and rented the apart- 
ments ever since. There are presently 
four separate units, the two on the first 
floor being joined to the two on the sec- 
ond floor by a winding staircase. 


Every apartment is occupied now, and 


vacancies are apparently very rare. One 
resident, Mrs George E. Bechtel, has 
lived in the same apartment for 23 years. 


that, allowing local governments of 
10,000 or more population to exercise all 
powers except those expressly denied by 
the legislature and it would make it diffi- 
cult for the legislature to deny a power 
to local governments. 


With home rule, local governments 


would have the powers to levy taxes, is- 
sue licenses, control annexation and pass 
ordinances. 


They have most of those powers now, 


but only in a limited fashion and only 
because the legislature has said they 
could exert them. 


SOME OF the limits have been par- 


ticularly frustrating to local commu- 
nities, however. Rolling Meadows, for ex- 
ample, is one of several Illinois munici- 
palities that have tried to pass an ordi- 
nance licensing cats. But cat licenses 
have never been approved by the legisla- 
ture so local municipalities cannot re- 
quire them. 


Under home rule, the legislature would 


have to specifically deny municipalities 
the authority to license cats. 


Con-Con is expected to finish its debate 


and action on the local government com- 
mittee proposal by early next week and 
will then begin a second reading of all 
proposals already approved.

Now when they let 
the kids do their own thing. ... it turns 
out to be the destruction of ideals, prin- 
ciples, traditions, (as these are out-mod- 
ed they say) and the degradation of the 
symbol of an entire country.... 


Is there anything now being done to 


stop it? Perhaps there are none who 
really care that much? The way I look at 
it, we're lost if we don't take a stand.

the Way We See It 
Critical Need Unmet For Want Of Money 


For want of money, a cntical hu- 


man need is being left unfulfilled in 
DuPage County, and worsening by 
the dav 


The problem is the DuPage Con- 


valescent Home near Wheaton, its 
service good but its facilities woe- 
fully inadequate for the need. 


The county has 286 beds, all 


filled. It has a waiting list esti- 
mated at 2,100. 


A year and a half ago, the county 


board of supervisors recognized 
the need and voted a major ex- 
pansion program. It was to in- 
crease the capacity for patient 
beds to 590 at a cost of approxi- 
mately $8 million. 


Today, the plan has not yet ad- 


vanced. 


The plan was stalled through 


1969 by inaction, by a jurisdictional 
squabble between two board com- 
mittees, and by bickering over the 
architect to be retained for the 
planning. 


And 
now, face-to-face with 


serious financial pinch, the county 
has virtually abandoned the proj- 
ect. Priority is being given to work 
on the county office complex, with 
no funds available to begin ex- 
panding the convalescent home. 


For the county's elderly, many of 


whom simply can't wait for ade- 
quate care, an enormous tragedy 
looms. For their sake, the county 
can't afford to stay on dead center 


while the waiting list grows and 
cost projections soar higher. 


The board of supervisors bears 


the blame for stalling on its own 
commitment, and the board must 
find the solution. Granted, the 
money is not going to be pulled out 
of a hat, but the point is that action 
is needed — not a shelving of the 
whole project 


There are little things that can 


be done immediately, primary 
among them a re-examination of 
the home's admissions policy. Cur- 
rently, it's based on the individual 
need for service, without regard to 
the ability to pay and almost a 
third of the current patients are 
self-supporting in their home fees. 


More sensible would be to confine 
admissions to the indigent, letting 
others seek private care. 


But the real solution is for the 


county to come to grips with a 


means of getting the job done, to 
commit itself to a specific plan. It 
may be by a special county refer- 
endum, or — more likely — by 
drawing up a definite building pro- 


gram and going to Springfield or 
Washington for help. 


If the county can't do the job, it 


shouldn't be too proud to ask some- 
one who can. 


Lake Dredging - Make Use Oi Reprieve 


No polluted harbor dredgings 


will be dumped into Lake Michigan 
this year. 


Dredgings from four of the most 


polluted areas will be dumped be- 
hind dikes. The Army Corps of En- 
gineers has announced that dredg- 
ing operations will not be con- 


ducted in 11 other polluted harbors 
this year. 


The year's delay could give Con- 


gress time to approve a $70 million 
plan proposed by President Nixon 
to put all dumping operations be- 
hind landfill dikes. 


The lake has had a small re- 


prieve this summer of 1970. To 
m a k e it meaningful, Congress 
must act quickly to approve the 
program, and the Corps must as 
quickly implement it. 


A resumption of lake dumping 


would be unthinkable.

Kkkin'lt

THERE WAS A lesson to be learned on 


a vacation that ended Monday. You don't 
have to leave town to really get away 
from a Job. 


It's amazing how enjoyable a vacation 


can be when it's spent relaxing at home, 
taking a few trips to see the sights only 
an hour or two away. 


People thought I was kidding when I 


said my vacation of three weeks would 
be spent at home. "You mean you're 
NOT going anyplace?" 


I guess you're considered some sort of 


nut if you don't pack your bags, pile into 
the car or plane, and cover hundreds of 
miles. 


This was something different, a chance 


to see Illinois and Wisconsin and there's 
a lot to be said for that. It was a chance 
to get up la the morning and play golf, 
go swimming, take some short trips, and 
not have to live eut *f a suitcase or suf- 
fer through a drive of 300 miles on some 
hot and humid day — or suffer over a 
bill for a plane trip. 


I was determined not to even think 


about the Job for three weeks and not 
even drive by the office. 


It was difficult at times, particularly 


when I would be driving west on Cambell 
St.. and would have to make a sharp left 
at Highland and then swing around Pad- 
dock Publications via Sigwalt. 


But 1 made it. I never drove past the 


office, and this was a most relaxing va- 
cation. 
• • • 


THE GOLF GAME was as erratic as 


always. 


Golf continues to be the most frustra- 


ting of games, one often mistakenly pre- 
scribed by physicians for tired business- 
men. 


You don't cure whatever ails a com- 


petitive guy by telling him to go out and 
have a try at a game that can never be 
mastered by anyone. 


The more I play the game the more 


confusing it becomes. 


On oae round I reached a 465-yard hole 


with a driver and 3-wood (the ground 
was hard) and used two putts. I was ec- 
static. On the next hole, a relatively easy 
ISO-yard par 3, 1 dribbled an iron shot, 
sailed a wedge ever the green, flubbed 
aMther shot from a hilly lie, finally 
chipped on, aid then three-putted tor a 
seven. 


On another round 1 went out in 42 and 


came in at SI. Frustrating! 


The average golfer's score is between 


83 and 110. Of the strokes he takes only 
30 per cent are going to be good shots. 
As a result, he spends his time trying to 
determine the cause for missing the 70 
per cent. 


When he finally reaches the club 


house, he is mentally exhausted, physi- 
cally tired and morally disgusted. To 
thousands of golfers the game of golf is 
m longer a game. It has become an ob- 
session. The object of the game has been 
forgotten. 


I played with one man who said, after 


shanking a tee shot, "I'm going to mas- 
ter this game If it takes me the rest of 
my We." 


Nobody masters golf. This is one game 


that can never be mastered or perfected, 
regardless of how much time you devote 
to each individual shot on the course or 
on the practice round. 


The perfect round has yet to be played. 
When golf ertmaiatU discuss what 


they consider the "perfect" roods, they 
•saafly mention Bei Hogaa's 17 at the 
meaater Oakland Hlls course m the INI 
Open and the M by Jack Nkklaus at An- 
gust* In the INI Masters. 


It was a calm and cloudless June day 


when Hogan thrilled a gallery estimated 
at 17,900. They played 38 boles on the 
final day of the U. S. Open and Hogan 
had fired a 71 that Saturday morning to 
trail by two strokes. Nobody had broken 
par or 70 in the entire tourney. 


Ben had been having some driving 


problems in the morning so to avoid 
trouble on his shots he often used a 
brassie (now called Just a 3-wood) or a 
spoon (3-wood) off the tee. He toured the 
first nine In even par. 


On the 10th, a challenging 448-yard par 


4, Hogan, never a long driver, hit a 


3-iron 200 yards straight to the pin on his 
second shot, five feet from the pin, and 
he dropped the birdie putt. 


After getting pars on 11 and 12, he 


dropped a 15-footer to deuce the 13th. He 
birdied the long 15th, paired U and 17, 
and birdied the 18th under tremendous 
pressure for his (7 and his third Open 
title. 


Robert Trent Jones had remodeled the 


course and the pros howled. Sound famil- 
iar? He ordered some of the old bunkers 
removed and built new ones — 66 new 
bunkers in all. The fairways were nar- 
rowed, particularly in the "landing 
area" where most of the drives would be 
expected to fall. The landing area was 
not much broader than the length of a 
couple of billiard tables. 


The greens were sloped and contoured 


to have a "wrong side" — one that could 
cost a player a stroke if he approached 
from any angle but the correct one. 


Hogan later admitted, "If I had to play 


that golf course every week, I'd go into 
some other business." 


Nicklaus' round of 64 at the Masters 


has been recounted numerous times. He 
had eight birdies and 10 pars. He didn't 
have a 5 on his card. He missed two fair- 
ways off the tee but hit all the greens in 
regulation except the 17th when his ap- 
proach landed on the green but spun 
back onto the apron. He took 30 putts. 


I was thinking about Ben and Jack as I 


floundered around to a 93 after a front 
nine of 42. 
• 
• • 


THERE WAS SOME excitement on the 


area scene over those three weeks on va- 
cation. 


The Chicago Bears started talking 


about Arlington Park as a possible site 
for some 1971 competition, and a semi- 
pro basketball team became a reality for 
the Northwest suburban area. 


As for the Bears, why wouldn't our 


sports staff be interested? Who can get 
tickets now? But maybe, just maybe, if 
they move to Arlington Park. .. 


N»w, If they would Just send the Black 


Hawks out there! 


I can't see any negative aspects of a 


semi-pro basketball tea mu the area and 
If promoted properly, as I'm sure it will 
be, this club could have tremendous 
drawing power. 


Officials of the team are still working 


on the legal aspects of the organization 
and once the paper work is completed, 
they'll start thinking about a coach and 
the players. 


"We're well along in the formative 


plans," said Ron Wittmeyer, one of the 
key men behind the basketball team.

Those Pro Scouts 
Always On The Prowl...

YOUNG BASEBALL players should 


hustle and put out everything they have 
every game — if not only for the good of 
their teams but also for the sake of their 
careers if they wish to further their base- 
ball playing years. 


You see, major league baseball scouts 


are on the prowl in every city, village 
and hamlet in the country. They are 
looking for potential big league talent in 
Legion games, Connie Mack ball, Colt 
Leagues, high school games and most 
other leagues that have players 15-years- 
old on up. 


The average major league scout trav- 


els 40,000 to 60,000 miles per year watch- 
ing teenagers play baseball. And these 
scouts are not concerned a bit about the 
score or the outcome of the game. 


What the scouts want to know is: Can 


the boy hit? Can he run? Does he have a 
good arm? Does he hustle? What's his 
attitude? Can he field? 


Major league scouts are a special 


breed of men. When a group of them get 
together during a game they talk about 
their profession — baseball. 


Earlier this week while watching a Le- 


gion contest, I overheard (or, if you 
must, eavesdropped) on a conversation 
between five big league scouts. 


"That boy sure has a fine glove," said 


one scout. "He made a nice play on that 
one. He's been making them like that all 
year." 


"But he doesn't have a hose," said an- 


other. "He can make the stop but he 
doesn't have the hose to get them out." 


What the second scout was saying was 


that the youngster fielded well but his 
hose — his arm — was not good enough 
to throw out runners on close plays or 
make the throw from a distance. 


According to the scouts, there are plen- 


ty of youngsters who can field. And oth- 
ers who can run. Or hit. But what the 
scouts are looking for is the player who 
has it all in one package. 


"The scout is not looking for guys to 


fill up minor league rosters," said Cin- 
cinnati Redleg scout Mark Just. "The 
scout is looking for the boy who will one 
day play in the major leagues." 


Which then means, if a boy has a good 


fielding ability but doesn't have a good 
hose, he is not major league material.

any track coach. In fact, the scout car- 
ries a stopwatch with him to the games. 


"I got him in two," says the scout af- 


ter a ground ball. 


"I got him In three, what'd you get 


him in, BUI?" says another. 


"I had two," answers Bill. 
The scouts are talking about a player's 


speed going down the first base line. 
"Two" means 4.2 seconds. "Three" 
means 4.3 seconds. 


A player who can run the 90 feet in 4.1 


or 4.2 has average speed. A 3.9 or 4.0 
spells good speed. 


In their younger days, Vada Pinson 


and Mickey Mantle were said to be the 
fastest. Something like 3.4.

wants to see one thing — the fastball. 


"The big league coaches can teach a 


boy a curve or a changeup," the scouts 
say, "but you can't teach a boy how to 
throw a fastball. He either has it or he 
doesn't. 


"Only God can give him a fastball." 
When looking at a player at bat the 


scout rates the boy high if he has a good 
bat control. The scout likes to see a 
youngster make contact consistently. 


After the scout assesses the player's 


physical qualities he checks into the 
boy's heart. "He's got to have it in 
here," a scout said tapping his chest "If 
he doesn't have the guts or the heart he 
won't turn out to be much." 


The scout measures a boy's heart by 


how the player performs in a clutch situ- 
ation, by how a pitcher challenges a hit- 
ter when the going gets tough, by how a 
player hustles and by how he will take a 
call by the umpire that does not go the 
youngster's way. 


"We don't like the crybabies," a scout 


said. 


When discussing the players' abilities, 


or lack of them, the conversation often 
turns to the big league scene as it did 
earlier this week during a Legion game. 


"I'd spend a month's paycheck to be in 


the dugout the first time Durocher chews 
out Pepitone," a scout said on the day it 
was announced that the former Yankee 
and Astro had signed with the Cubs. 


"He'll put a few out on Sheffield Ave- 


nue," said another. 


'Yeah, sure he will," said a third, 


"but will he be worth all the problems 
he'll bring with him." 


"Pittsburgh is going to be tough to

Kings of the Road 


Tires are twice any man.

Few cars are on the road when the 


men who drive the roadwork machines 
come on the job in the morning 


With their machines—which they call 


dozers, blades, pans and cats, while ev- 
eryone else calls them bulldozers, road 
g r a d e r s , dirt haulers and cater- 
pillars—they are responsible for digging, 
hauling, dumping and grading 15 mil- 
lion yards of dirt in the construction of 
Interstate 90 south of Golf Road 


It's an 11-hour workday for roadwoik 


machine operators Sitting at the front of 
their giant yellow dirt pushers, the men 
bounce up and down like bronco riders 
while several thousand pounds of steel 
crawl over the land The pans, which 
transport earth, are loaded with 18 yards 
of dirt weighting 54 000 pounds as they 
roll across Rt 53 from the Woodfield 
Mall site to 1-90 


TRAFFIC on Rt 53 stops every two 


minutes all day long so that the heavy 
machines can move dirt quickly from 
one site to the other Each day, 15,000 
yards of dirt are taken across Rt, 53, A 
year from now, when the project is 
scheduled for completion, more than 4 5 
billion pounds of earth will have been 
moved 


Speed and momentum are needed to 


get across the highway and up the 15-foot 
dirt bank that will be one of the 1-90 
ramps If the pans stop for traffic, they 
will not make it up the embankment 
Coming down, they have almost too 
much momentum to stop

On dry days, the air is choked with 


dust stirred up by the big machines The 
haze has brought county officials out to 
issue air pollution tickets, but the ma 
chines continued to trek back and forth 
across Rt 53 


A lunch and afternoon break 
allow 


heavy traffic to move smoothly past the 
construction site and give the drivers a 
break from the jolting movement of the 
machines For his rough ride, a road- 
work 
machine operator is paid about $7 50 an 
hour, or $16 000 a year But as o^e fore- 
man says, ' Those machines can really 
beat your kidneys out in a few years ' 


WATER-FILLED tires provide trac- 


tion for the pans They do little to keep 
the pans from swaying and dipping and 
even on dry days, a machine may bow 
too low, and get stuck in the dirt, and 
have to be pulled out by a caterpillar and 
dozers 


From dawn to dusk, the pans gobble 


dirt into their steel bellies on one side of 
Rt 53 and disgorge it on the other When 
the engine roar finally stops for the 
night few cars are on the road The men 
who drive the roadwork machines go 
home They 11 be back tomorrow morn- 
ing, before the cars are on the road 
again

such a reasonable price, the young 
couple could not resist. 


The rooms were measured, carpets 


were ordered and the Smiths wrote the 
salesman a check for $1,500. 


The new carpeting was to be delivered 


in two weeks, but it never came. Nor did 
the Smiths ever see their $1,500 again. 


It's fraudulent sales like this that the 


Illinois Attorney General's Bureau of 
Consumer Fraud and Protection is at- 
tempting to eliminate. 


Yesterday William Kutza, director of 


t h e Chicago branch office, 
visited 


Schaumburg to discuss services of the 
bureau's Schaumburg offices. 


"Schaumburg is probably one of our 


most active offices," Kutza said. He ex- 
plained that Schaumburg is a new com- 
munity and is therefore more susceptible 
to salesmen soliciting merchandise for 
residents' new homes.

Ray Rodriguez, 19, 364 Morris, Roselle, 


said, "I've been to Vietnam and that 
makes you see a little more clearly." He 
added, "And as long as I've been there I 
feel I have the right to vote." 


Ray admitted that he is influenced by 


his parents' votes but that he will contin- 
ue to make his own decisions. 


"From what I've seen and from deal- 


ing with students as a teacher, I feel 
they are extremely 
impressionable," 


said a 29-year-old Schaumburg resident 
and Palatine school teacher. "They are 
much too easily influenced by mass DSV- 
chology." 


She added, "There's quite a difference 


between the ages of 18 and 21. By 21, 
they have had a Job and have been out in 
the world a little bit. They have fantastic 
ideas at 18, if only they could make them 
work." 


Several residents, who said they be- 


lieve 18-year-olds should be allowed to 


vote, inserted that if young persons 
would vote they may not protest as much 
as they do. 


"I DON'T feel there is going to be any 


drastic change with the 18-year-old 
vote," said John McGlinn, 37, 206 North- 
view Ln., Hoffman Estates. "Their 
educational level is higher and they are 
much more aware than 18-year-olds in 
the past." 


Seventeen-year-old Bill Arkus, 495 Glen 


Lake Rd., Hoffman Estates, said, "I 
don't know anything about what is going 
on, but I probably will vote anyway." 


He added, "I'll probably vote for who 


my dad votes for because he knows 
what's going on." 


Most perons who said they want the 18- 


year-old voting age said they believe 
those who fight in the service should be 
able to vote. 


One 18-year-old boy said be would like 


to vote to attempt to lower the drinking 
age. "I think we're mature enough to 
vote and mature enough to drink," he 
said. 


"I want to vote to get better people in 


the government," said Jerry Luptka, 18, 
919 S. Springinsguth, Schaumburg. "We 
(the youth) want no war and we want 
more liberation more than adults do. The 
kids are the ones that have to go to 
war," be said. 


JERRY ADDED, "I went to school and 


learned about politics. I know what we're 
electing a president for and I think I can 
hold a judgment." 


One 42-year-old man said, "I think 


young people can add to our society. We 
all get older but not necessarily wiser." 


And he added, "I tend to think the 18- 


year-old is politically immature, but I 
think the 18 or 19-year-old is equal to the 
21-year-old of yesterday." 


Registration for 18,19 and 20-year-olds 


will be taken at the Township Office, 105 
S. Roselle Road, and at Hoffman Estates 
village hall between 9 a.m. and noon to- 
morrow. Registration at Schaumburg vil- 
lage hall is between 9:30 and 12:30 to- 
morrow. Registration in Hanover Park 
for the 18 to 20 year olds begins Monday 
at village ball during regular business 
hours. 


Many cheated persons do not bring 


fraud cases to the bureau's attention ac- 
cording to Schaumburg Police Chief 
Mark Conroy. With local offices and a 
mobile complaint unit, more cases are 
brought into the open, he said, and 
fraudulent salesmen are stopped. 


"We always have trouble with door-to- 


door magazine salesmen," Conroy said. 
Persons who solicit in Schaumburg and 
most other towns in this area are re- 
quired to register at local police stations. 


Unregistered solicitors receive cita- 


tions if caught. 


Frauds in Chicago's northwest suburbs 


generally come from the sale of house- 
hold items, Kutza explained. Much solic- 
itation involves siding, gutters, storm 
doors and windows and landscaping. 


"We take cases most lawyers wouldn't 


handle because there is no money in- 
volved," Kutza said. "And we are a very 
powerful office. We have interstate coop- 
eration with other attorney generals and 
we bring the violators to court if they 
don't comply." 


Kutza said the bureau is restoring 


about $55,000 a month to persons who 
were cheated. The bureau is becoming 
increasingly effective because it is creat- 
ing more local offices. 


Because of the money saved and the 


number of cases handled and settled, the 
Bureau of Consumer Fraud and Protec- 


tion is one of the most effective divisions 
of the attorney general's office, 
he 


added. 


"We have never lost a court case," 


Kutza said. When the bureau receives a 
complaint, it contacts the accused person 
or organization and tries to settle the 
problem out of court. 


Often the accused will voluntarily com- 


ply with the bureau. However, the bu- 
reau will take the accused to court if 
necessary, Kutza explained. 


Besides door-to-door selling, false ad- 


vertising is the most popular means of 
fraud. A well-known brand of appliance 
is often promoted at give-away prices, 
but the prospective buyer finds the item 
is either used or already sold. The con- 
sumer is then subjected to high pressur- 
es to buy a more expensive off-brand 
item, Kutza said. 


Misrepresentation is another popular 


way of cheating consumers. Often the 
condition and serviceability of an item is 
misrepresented. Phony repairs, especial- 
ly when salesmen confront unknowing 
housewives, and selling under false pre- 
tenses are other techniques used by con- 
fidence men, he added. 


Most persons do not know they have 


three days to break any contract they 
sign, Kutza said. "We're trying to extend 
that to about 5 or 7 days," the bureau 
director added. 


Norman 'Pleased

"Most enjoyable" is the way Jack Nor- 


man describes his first weeks as director 
of parks and recreation for Hanover 
Park Park District. 


A recent graduate of Indiana Univer- 


sity, Norman joined the park district as 
its first full-time administrator June 8. 


"Altogether, I feel that things are go- 


ing well, but I am aware that we have a 
long way to go in order to become the 
fully developed park district that I know 
we will see one day," he said. 


Norman's present duties include super- 


vising a ummer recreation program pri- 
marily set up before his arrival. 


"I am pleased with the way the sum- 


mer program is going but expect, too, 
that by next year it will be substantially 
expanded," the director predicted. 


The summer program is one of open 


recreation being held at Hanover High- 
lands and Ann Fox elementary schools. 


ACTIVITIES OF A more specialized en- 


diversified nature such as tot lot, yoga 
and such are held at Longmeadows Ac- 
tivity Center, which also houses Nor- 
man's office. 


Because of construction of the commu- 


nity's first swimming pool, Ahlstrand 
Fieldhhouse is not being used much for 
recreational purposes. 


The swimming pool, which will be op- 


erated under the auspices of the park 
district, is being donated by Larwln-IUi- 
nois, a major developer who has entered 
the village within the past year. 


The existing fieldhouse at Ahlstrand 


Park is being enlarged to accommodate 
the pool. Actually a separate wing is 
being constructed to serve as a bath- 
house. 


The pool complex win be known as 


Emit Rhine Park. 


Of the construction program, Norman 


said, "The building program is moving 
along but not quite as well as some of 
the construction crew would like." 


The recreation program also includes a 


series of field trips and Norman said that 
on August 10, groups will be going to two 
separate amusement parks by bus. 


ONE SECTION WILL tour Adventure- 


land at a cost of $3 per person; the oth- 
er group will go to Santa's Village at 
$2.75 per head, he said. 


The children will be accompanied by 


park district staffers and mothers inter- 
ested in chaperoning the trips, Norman 
said. 


Plans for the fall recreation program 


have been completed and brochures for 
a mass mailing to all residing within the 
park district are being prepared. 


Norman looks forward to a successful 


fall program in which several new activi- 
ties will be offered. 


The district is also having a master 


plan for future development prepared 
along with topographical surveys. 


"After this has been accomplished, I 


hope to investigate ways of getting feder- 
al funds into the park distrct to assist 
with expansion," Norman said. Filing a 
master plan is the first step twoard get- 
ting assistance. Norman also plans to 
contact Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) and other agencies engaged in 
recreational funding. 


NORMALLY, FUNDS ARE provided 


on a 50-per cent basis and must be used 
for acquisition of lands only. 


All in all, Norman is realistic about the 


hard task ahead of him as director of 
parks and recreation but is taking an op- 
timistic approach. 


"It is going to be hard work but most 


things are and I am sure that it can be 
accomplished with the help of so many of 
the fine people I am meeting in Hanover 
Park," heiaid.

Jay Karlin, chairman of a fire depart- 


ment investigation committee, reported 
to members this week that while taxes 
paid to the rural department currently 
amount to $8 annually, that amount 
would increase to $42 per year in Hoff- 
man Estates. 


Karlin was quick to explain however, 


that insurance rates would drop if the 
area goes into the Hoffman Estates Fire 
Protection District's coverage area. Ho 
predicted that the annual savings per 
homeowners on fire insurance would be 
about $24 


In discussing the proposal with Hoff- 


man Estates fire officials, Karlin learned 
that they are enthusiastic about the pro- 
posal and will plan to build a fire station 
on Algonquin Rd in approximately two 
years 


Cost of the building plus pumper, am- 


bulance and other equipment is expected 
to run about $170 000, Karlin said. 


He also noted that fire officials in Hoff- 


man Estates are not certain where funds 
will come from to build the station, but 
assured him that it would somehow be 
built 


Centex-Wlnston Corp, developer of the 
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Land Donated For School 


The developer of the proposed Aspen 


apartment development north of Algon- 
quin Rd. and west of Quentin Rd., Gene 
Beery, who 1s seeking apartment zoning 
from Schaumburg, agreed to provide five 
acres for a dist. 15 school site at a zoning 
board hearing in Schaumburg's Great 
Hall Wednesday evening. 


The Aspen property, which totals 52 5 


acres, is not presently contiguous to 
Schaumburg village, but the developer is 
planning to seek annexation if zoning is 
granted by the Schaumburg village 
board. 


Beery also consented to show that the 


five acres given for a school site is build- 
able, by having soil borings taken. 


Assistant Supt. Joseph Kiszka of Dist. 


15 said the district prefers skes of ten 
acres, and seven acres is the minimum 
size. However, it was suggested that ad- 
ditional land might be obtained In the 
future to increase the school site. How- 
ever, it was suggested that additional 
land might be obtained in the future to 
increase the school site. 


The five acres designated for a school 


site are east of Quentin Rd., adjacent to 
the Zale property in Rolling Meadows. 


BY A MARGIN of 5 to 2, members of 


Schaumburg's zoning board expressed a 
favorable attitude toward the proposed 
development if five acres of buiidable 
land were provided for a school, streets 
in the development are widened to 27 
feet, sufficient off-street parking is pro- 
vided, and the apartment mix remains 
as proposed, during an informal poll of 
the board. 


The bearing on the Aspen development 


was continued until Sept 2 by the zoning 


board. 


The Aspen development, as proposed, 


would have 1,083 apartment units on 52.5 
acres, with a density of about 20 units 
per acre. Fifty per cent of the devel- 
opment would be open space. The major- 
ity of apartment buildings are three-sto- 
ry in size Of the units, 56 per cent are 
one bedroom, and 44 per cent two bed- 
room 


Zoning board members expressing a 


favorable attitude to the development in 
poll of the board were: Russell Parker, 
zoning board chairman, Chet Mayner, 
Lowell Taylor, Ronald Shields, and Her- 
bert Aigner. 


DR. MARTIN CONIGLIO and Walter 


Wing expressed doubts about any benefit 
to the village of Schaumburg from the 
proposed development. 


Conigllo said he felt the density was 


too high in the development and that it 
would create more of a burden on village 
fire and police services. 


"Tax-wise, there wouldn't be any real 


benefit, because Schaumburg doesn't 
have a tax at present," Coniglio stated. 
(The Aspen development is in Palatine 
Township and Dist. 15). 


In return for giving five acres for a 


school site 114 units that were planned 
for this land will be allowed to be includ- 
ed in other buildings of the development, 
said Russell Parker, zoning board chair- 
man. The tallest buildings in the devel- 
opment will be between six and eight- 
story in size, located on the western edge 
of the property and bordering on Harper 
College. 


Originally, Beery had suggested that a 


school site might be provided in con- 


junction with another developer, such as 
Zale. However, no school site has been 
provided to date by this developer, ac- 
cording to Dist. 15 officials. 


KISZKA ESTIMATED that approxi- 


mately 350 school children would come 
from the Aspen development when com- 
pleted. However, this figure was re- 
garded as too high by the development's 
architect, Morton Balaban, of Wainper 
and Balaban, architects and land plan- 
ners. 


Balaban said the development should 


yield about 183 children betweer 5 and 
13. 


"We would begin construction imme- 


diately once we had the zoning," said 
Beery. 


Kiszka, Dist. 15's assistant superin- 


tendant, told the zoning board, "We do 
need land in this area in which Mr. 
Beery is developing " 


According to Kiszka, the developer of 


the Zale development west of Plum 
Grove Rd, including one and two-bed- 
room units and condominiums, has re- 
fused to provide Dist. 15 with either a 
school site or a cash donation. 


When questioned why he was not seek- 


ing annexation to Palatine rather than 
Schaumburg, Beery told the zoning 
board that he had talked informally with 
Palatine village officials and it was 
apparent "any type of cooperation with 


Palatine was impossible " He said their 
attitude was, "We don't want you." 


Beery said be did not even ask for a 


hearing with the zoning board in Pala- 
tine. 


"This development will enable 


Schaumburg to grow," said the owner. 


Three members of the zoning board — 


Conigho, Shields, and Wing, — said that 
some commercial area should be includ- 
ed in the development.

Talks with officials from both fire de-

house and those on either side of it, 
board members saw no reason to deny 
the request.

Palatine Cafe 
Gutted By Fire 


A fire of undetermined origin gutted 


the One Hoss Shay Restaurant at 45 W. 
Slade St in downtown Palatine shortly 
after midnight last night and endangered 
the life of a 17-year-old night Janitor, who 
was locked in. 


The boy, Agapito S Vasquez is being 


held by police until be can be turned 
over to immigration authorities because 
he told police he had entered the country 
illegally from Mexico. 


"He was scared," said Fire Chief Or- 


ville Helms He was asked why he didn't 
break a window to get out, Helms said. 
Through an interpreter Vasquez replied, 
"I was afraid to because I would be 
charged for the window." 


The fire department was summoned to 


the scene at 12 32 a m to fight the smol- 
dering blaze 


Helms said the volunteers had just re- 


turned from a call on the Northwest 
Highway at a service station in which 
gasoline had spilled when the nose from 
a tanker truck slipped from its con- 
nection to an underground tank. 


"There's smoke around the Shay," 


were the words used to summon the men 
down the street from the Slade Street 
station, said Helms 


No one was hurt in the mishap which 


Helms said started in a back room used 
for washing dishes and cooking utensils 
He described the damage as "exten- 
sive " 


Helms said he believed the fire started 


in a dishwasher which had been left run- 
ning Arson was not suspected, he said 
The exact cause was not known, he said 


Vasquez, who speaks little English, 


smelted the smoke Helms said, and 
called the owner of the restaurant, Dean 
Koutas, whose address was given as 132 
S. Plum Grove Road. 


Koutas bought the restaurant about 


two months ago. He had recently finished 
remodeling it. 


He said yesterday he left the restau- 


rant about 10:10 p.m. Wednesday and 
had locked Vasquez In. The job of the 
youth, he said, is to mop the floors and 
clean the booths 


AFTER RECEIVING the call he re- 


turned to the restaurant and freed the 
youth 


Koutas said Vasquez "had a room" 


someplace, but he did not know where, 


After the fire started, Helms said, it 


moved up a wall to a false ceiling and 
then moved across the ceiling to the 
front of the restaurant. The fire, he said, 
was brought under control in a matter of 
minutes, he said, but dousing the smol- 
dering ceiling took a "long time " The 
final group of firemen left the scene at 
about 5.30 a m, he said. 


A total of 25 men fought the blaze, the 


chief said, but there was no need for mu- 
tual aid, an agreement through which 
neighboring communities send men and 
equipment if asked. 


The Palatine Pastry Shop at 37 W. 


Slade and The Optical Center at 47 W. 
Slade, neighboring businesses, sustained 
smoke damage. 


The chief said the restaurant was in- 


sured. 


Witnesses said they did not see flames 


shooting from the building but smoke bil- 
lowing from it.

When the site of Clark's proposed sta- 


tion was purchased in 1964, the B-2 
classification 
permitted gas stations 


without a special permit. But this was 
changed in 1967. 


Clark Oil contends that the village's or- 


dinance discriminates against service 
station. 


There are presently about a dozen ser- 


vice stations within a half-mile radius of 
the Golf-Higgins intersection. 


Atcher testified Wednesday that a mu- 


nicipality has the right to change its zon- 
ing standards, particularly when it bet- 
ters the community 


Schaumburg included service stations 


in its special use ordinance to avoid hav- 
ing a proliferation of stations, according 
to Atcher.

A brand new town is going to be built 


eight miles north of Wheeling and 6U 
miles north of Buffalo Grove in Lake 
County 


The "new century town" a planned 


community, will be built at a cost of $250 
million on the site of the old Hawthorne 
Melody farm on Milwaukee Avenue and 
Town Line Road (Highway 60.) 


Plans for the new town, which will be 


slightly smaller than one square mile, in- 
clude a population of from 15.000 to 
18.000 people, and a shopping center with 
approximately 50 stores including Sears 
and a Marshall Field. 


Construction of a residential area 


would be the second stage of the devel- 
opment. It would include a regional town 
c e n t e r , residential neighborhow's, 
schools, recreation areas, and research 
and development centers. 


Sponsors of the new century town are 


Sears, Roebuck and Co.; Mafco Inc., a 
subsidiary of Marshall Field and Co ; 
and the Urban Investment and Devel- 
opment Co, an affiliate of Aetna Life 
and Casualty. 


COMMERCIAL facilities in the new de- 


velopment would be completed in 18 
months while the entire project would be 
completed in five to seven years. 


A spokesman for the Urban Investment 


and Development Corp. told the Herald 
yesterday that the community was de- 
signed because the "organizations in- 
volved feel they would like to plan an 
urban center rather than develop a shop- 
ping center and not be able to coordinate 
what grows up around H." 


The shopping areas would serve other 


areas in addition to the residential ones 
within the development the spokesman 
said. 


He said much of the traffic coming to 


the new town would probably travel 02 
Milwaukee Avenue and could necessitate 
widening and improving that road in the 
future.

of the sick-in. Those actions must be tak- 
en by the board before the policemen 
will return to work, Wolf said 


After listing the demands Wolf said, 


"The village board of trustees claims an 
open line of communications. They make 
public statements but deny voice to oth- 
ers 


"They have obviously demoiistrated in- 


ability and unw'lingness to commu- 
nicate, to act on matters vital to the best 
interest of the commercial, family and 
police interest. 


"A resignation from the 
office of 


trustee by each of the trustees would 
clearly be the order of business this 
day." 


When he finished, the wives of 10 po- 


licemen sitting in the back of the room 
cheered. Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon 
then reminded Wolf that the board had 
instructed him to meet with the police 
chief about the matter. 


Wolf promptly stormed from the room. 
As the trustees began leaving the 


board room, the policemen's wives began 
shouting: "This board is a farce ... 
Your adjourn the board meeting before 
you allow him (Wolf) to speak, but you 
say communication is open. 


"What about the pay? Why don't you 


meet in public? We have a right to know 
how each of you voted (while they were 
in executive session) " 


Then, it was over. The board members 


left the municipal building. The police- 
men's wives moved to the police station 
where they discussed the dispute. 


Police, Village 
Discuss Pay Plan 


When the special Wheeling Village 


board meeting ended Wednesday night 
here is where the two groups stood on 
the issues. 


The village said the men must return 


to work before their demands would be 
discussed. The police countered that they 
would require "the immediate withdraw- 
al of any suits, injunctions and/or legal 
actions," and that "no future actions be 
taken against any officer or officers as a 
result of not reporting for duty during 
the period ending with then* return to 
work as a result of good faith agree- 
ments relating to employe benefits." 


Even after the policemen have re- 


turned to work the village board says it 
will not "entertain as such an employ- 
er/employe form of contract between the 
village board and the members of the 
police department" and will not "ac- 
knowledge the Cook County Police Asso- 
ciation." 


Both groups agree that upon the police- 


men's return to work, discussions be- 
tween the two groups will be held OB 
various issues. The police have called foi 
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"negotiations, and if necessary, media- 
tion, between the two groups " 


The village board however, has offered 


only to meet and discuss (certain issues) 
with members of the Wheeling Police 
Department. 


The board says it will discuss revising 


the grievance procedure "but not allow- 
ing the officers and, or employes to ob- 
tain the services of and be represented 
by professional and, or other representa- 
tion." The police however, want to be 
lalowed that representation in the griev- 
ance procedure. 


BOTH GROUPS have agreed to dis- 


cuss revising the top pay plan range and 
step, and considering an increased sala- 
ry differential for supervisory and ad- 
ministrative ranks. 


They also agree that a longevity and 


continued employment incentive pro- 
gram will be discussed, and that any 
salary and fringe benefits agreed upon 
will be retroactive to May 1,1970. 


The board also offered to discuss two 


things the police had not asked for, a 
uniform allowance and village ownership 
of weapons. 


Both groups agree that after the police- 


men return to work "all public releases 
and statements will be issued jointly and 
be representative of both the police and 
hte village board members." 


The police also want the existing prac- 


tice of police representation at budget 
and financial reviews to be continued. 
"Unnecessary delays in reaching con- 
clusive meaningful agreements must be 
acknowledged as acting contrary to good 
faith and the best interest of all con- 
cerned," Wolf said Wednesday. He said 
this applies to both sides. 


The policemen also want the board to 


consider mediation of any remaining out- 
standing issues, including recognition of 
the CCPA, he said. 
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Township Revision Proposal Planned 


Undesirable zoning and piecemeal an- 


nexation were Identified as the major 
problems currently facing unincorpo- 
rated areas by representatives from 
Prospect Heights and unincorporated 
portions of Palatine. Des Plaines and 
Downers Grove at a meeting Wednesday 
evening. 


The meeting was hosted by the North- 


west Suburban Counsil of Associations 
(NSCA). a group of nine Prospect 
Heights homeowner organizations, to de- 
termine the best form of government for 
unincorporated areas. 


"We have kicked around the idea of 


incorporation or annexation for a num- 
ber of years," said NSCA vice president 
Ronald Burton. 'But neither alternative 
seems to be the solution." 


The solution, according to residents at 


the meeting, is a revised form of town- 
ship government which would i'^ve the 
power to pass ordinances and con- 
sequently control rezoning and annexa- 
tion. 


Annexation and incorporation were re- 


jected by the residents for a number of 
reasons In the case of incorporation 
Burton said the unincorporated commu- 
nity of Prospect Heights does not have 
the facilities to go through the necessary 
legal steps. 


"It would take several people with a 


legal background who could devote them- 
selves full-time to the project," said Bur- 
ton. "And it is not certain we have a 
sufficient tax base to support an in- 
corporated community." 


"It is also necessary to secure the ap- 


proval of all municipalities within one 
and half miles of the boundaries of the 
area proposed for incorporatio n"das,i 
NSCA secretary Mrs. Marie Caylor. "In 
the case of Prospect Heights, this means 
Wheeling, Mount Prospect, Arlington 
Heights and Des Plaines. 1 don't think 
we could get that approval." 


The prospects of a satisfactory annexa- 


tion are also dim according to the NSCA 
officers. "A municipality we consider de 
sirable may not want to take in our resi- 
dential area with its poor tax base," said 
Burton. 


"Municipalities are annexing portions 


of Prospect Heights now, but it is spot 
annexation," said Mrs. Caylor. They are 
grabbing the open land. 


Residents at the meeting also dis- 


favored maintaining the status quo, be- 
cause as Burton pointed out, "We are 
now plagued by undesirable zoning proj- 
ects; water, sewer and flooding prob- 
lems; and piecemeal annexation." 


"We will continue having problems 


with rezoning and one of these days 
apartments will be approved by the 
county unless we get power," pointed out 


a Prospect Heights resident. "Look at 
what happened in Palatine. They de- 
feated a proposal to construct town- 
houses on the Pebble Creek golf course 
only to have 20-story apartments ap- 
proved later for the same site." 


A Downers Grove resident said annex- 


ation has been the major problem in his 
area. He described the antics of the vil- 
lage in annexing corridors to prime sites, 
such as shopping centers. "They race 
with other villages to get these sites, 
shooting down alleys and annexing al- 
most anything including fire plugs." 


What the residents are seeking is pro- 


tection, the power of regulation and a 
governmental voice. The governmental 
urit most active in unincorporated areas' 
affairs now is the county. However, the 
residents said this form of government is 
unsatisfactory because the county's re- 
sponsibilities are too widespread. 


To alleviate these conditions, the resi- 


dents plan to prepare a written proposal 
for revising township government, which 
they will submit to the state legislature. 
Each resident at the meeting Wednesday 
was asked to bring suggestions for this 
proposal to another meeting scheduled 
for Aug. 19. 


As a first step, Wheeling Township Su- 


pervisor Mrs. Ethel Kolerus informed 
the group that a delegate was in Spring- 
field this week to make a proposal to the 


Constitutional Convention insuring the 
preservation of township government 


The proposal states "township govern- 


ments' may be established in any county 
when approved by a county wide referen- 
dum. Townships may be consolidated, 
merged, divided or dissolved when ap- 
proved by a referendum in the townships 
affected." 


As a second step the residents propose 


expansion of township powers to include 
zoning, planning, health, police and fire. 
Mrs. Kolerus also suggested broadening 
the township board of auditors and giv- 
ing the township responsibility over ab- 
sentee ballots. 


One resident from Downers Grove was 


s k e p t i c a l about the feasibility of 
strengtheing township government. "You 
are asking the county to give up some of 
its power to a lower form of government 
and you are asking the state to give the 
status of a municipality to townships. 
Where are you going to get the support 
needed for this kind of legislation?" 


"I was asked the same question one 


and a half years ago when we planned to 
fight House BUI 1241, which provided for 
involuntary annexation of unincorporated 
areas. But we defeated the bill." 


Other residents said another point in 


their favor was the power struggle be- 
tween the "Daly machine" Nd politicians 
down state. 
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Bureau Takes Aim At Frauds

Mr. and Mrs. Smith needed carpeting 


for their new home, so when the door-to- 
door salesman offered nice carpeting for 
such a reasonable price, the young 
couple could not resist. 


The rooms were measured, carpets 


were ordered and the Smiths wrote the 
salesman a check for $1,500. 


The new carpeting was to be delivered 


in two weeks, but it never came. Nor did 
the Smiths ever see their $1,500 again. 


It's fraudulent sales like this that the 


Illinois Attorney General's Bureau of 
Consumer Fraud and Protection is at- 
tempting to eliminate. 


Yesterday William Kutza. director of 


the 
Chicago branch office, visited 


Schaumburg to discuss services of the 
bureau's Schaumburg offices. 


"Schaumburg is probably one of our 


most active offices," Kutza said. He ex- 
plained that Schaumburg is a new com- 
munity and is therefore more susceptible 
to salesmen soliciting merchandise (or 
residents' new homes. 


The Bureau of Consumer Fraud and 


Protection has 11 offices besides those in 
Chicago and Springfield and is planning 
to expand. 


Kutza explained that any person in Illi- 


nois may complain to one of these of- 
fices. If a number of persons call from 
the same area representatives from the 
Chicago office will come to that area to 
open a temporary mobile complaint unit. 


Many cheated persons do not bring 


fraud cases to the bureau's attention ac- 
cording to Schaumburg Police Chief 
Mark Conroy. With local offices and a 
mobile complaint unit, more cases are 
brought into the open, he said, and 
fraudulent salesmen are stopped. 


"We always have trouble with door-to- 


door magazine salesmen," Conroy said. 
Persons who solicit in Schaumburg and 
most other towns in this area are re- 
quired to register at local police stations. 


Unregistered solicitors receive cita- 


tions if caught. 


Frauds in Chicago's northwest suburbs 


generally come from the sale of house- 
hold items, Kutza explained. Much solic- 
itation involves siding, gutters, storm 
doors and windows and landscaping. 


"We take cases most lawyers wouldn't 


handle because there is no money in- 
volved," Kutza said. "And we are a very 
powerful office. We have interstate coop- 
eration with other attorney generals and 
we bring the violators to court if they 


don't comply." 


Kutza said the bureau is restoring 


about $55,000 a month to persons who 
were cheated. The bureau is becoming 
increasingly effective because it is creat- 
ing more local offices. 


Because of the money saved and the 


number of cases handled and settled, the 
Bureau of Consumer Fraud and Protec- 
tion is one of the most effective divisions 
of the attorney general's office, he 
added. 


"We have never lost a court case," 


Kutza said. When the bureau receives a 
complaint, it contacts the accused person 
or organization and tries to settle the 
problem out of court. 


Often the accused will voluntarily com- 


ply with the bureau. However, the bu- 
reau will take the accused to court if 
necessary, Kutza explained. 


Besides door-to-door selling, false ad- 


vertising is the most popular means of 
fraud, A well-known brand of appliance 
is often promoted at give-away prices, 
but the prospective buyer finds the item 
is either used or already sold. The con- 
sumer is then subjected to high pressur- 
es to buy a more expensive off-brand 


item, Kutza said. 


Misrepresentation is another popular 


way of cheating consumers. Often the 
condition and serviceability of an item is 
misrepresented. Phony repairs, especial- 
ly when salesmen confront unknowing 
housewives, and selling under false pre- 
tenses are other techniques used by con- 
fidence men, he added. 


Most persons do not know they have 


three days to break any contract they 
sign, Kutza said. "We're trying to extend 
that to about 5 or 7 days," the bureau 
director added.

lation Grown (ZPG) approved of a deci- 
sion made Wednesday by a Circuit 
Court Judge to dismiss a charge of solic- 
itation to commit abortion. 


Donna Fa-ley, Elk Grove Village resi- 


dent who is vice chairman of Northwest 
ZPG, said the group is "glad to see the 
decision and thinks it will help" the cam- 
paign to legalize abortion in Illinois. 


Judge George E. Dolezal dismissed the 


charge on the grounds that he considered 
the Illinois abortion statute to be uncon- 
stitutional. Under the law, all abortions 
performed In the state are illegal, al- 
though physicians are granted grounds 
for defense If they perform the operation 
to save a woman's life.

Judge Dolezal, citing recent court deci- 


sions outside of Illinois, said the state 
law was vague and infringed on a wom- 
an's constitutional right to control her 
own body.

coordination with anti-pollution groups 
and advocates each family having only 
two children. 


Mrs. Farley said she didn't know what 


the Judge's decision would mean to abor- 
tion laws or population control but said 
abortion has been important in the state 
legislature with the vote to legalizing 
abortion "getting closer and closer." 


"ZPG plans on doing research in the 


legislative field before November elec- 
tions, according to Mrs. Farley. She said 
area ZPG groups, including the North- 
west chapter, plan to interview all state 
legislative candidate to get and publicize 
their stands "on the population problem 
as well is the entire environmental situ- 
ation." 


SHE SAW THE results would probably 


be ready by the end of September. 
Northwest ZPG plus to work with ZPG 
chapters in Chicago, Barrington and on 
the North Shore in interviewing the can- 
didates. 


Increasing the power of township gov- 


ernment, as proposed this week at a 
meeting of the Northwest Suburban 
Council of Associations (NSCA) in Pros- 
pect Heights, was first suggested to the 
Illinois Constitutional Convention by 
Richard Cowen, Wheeling Township Re- 
publican Committeeman and township 
attorney. 


Cowen proposed sweeping revisions in 


township government when the Con-Con 
local government committee held hear- 
ings in Arlington Heights in February. 


Three major suggestions were offered 


by Cowen to make township government 
more meaningful. 


He recommendedth at all special dis- 


tricts, such as mosquito abatement dis- 
tricts, sanitary districts, etc., be merged 
within a township and the township 
would take over the functions of those 
districts. 


Also, he recommended that township 


functions be merged i to the function of a 
municipality if the township and the mu- 
nicipality had the same boundaries. 


FINALLY, COWEN suggested that 


sparsely populated townships be allowed 
to consolidate their services. 


Cowen also said townships should have 


the same home rule powers as munici- 
palities. 


He said townships should continue to 


exercise the authority they presently 
have in the area of highway and road 
construction and maintenance, general 
assistance, youth commissions, mental 
health services and facilities, senior citi- 
zen activities, voter registration and his- 
torical museums, libraries and public 
buildings. 


But he also recommended that town- 


ships be given new powers, including 
those previously held by the special dis- 
tricts such as mosquito abatement, fire 
protection, soil conservation and police 
protection. 


Other new powers for townships would 


be authority to make local improvements 
by special assessment, control over is- 
suance and revocation of liquor licenses 
in unincorporated areas and the author- 
ity to estabish and maintain park and 
recreational facilities. 


Cowen said most of his proposals prob- 


ably would have to be enacted by the 
legislature, rather than the Constitutional 
Convention, but he asked Con-Con to pre- 
serve township government so his sug- 
gested changes could be made.

Palatine Cafe 
Gutted By Fire 


A fire of undetermined origin gutted 


the One Hoss Shay Restaurant at 45 W. 
Slade St in downtown Palatine shortly 
after midnight last night and endangered 
the life of a 17-year-old night janitor who 
was locked in. 


The boy. Agapito S Vasquez is being 


held by police until he can be turned 
over to Immigration authorities because 
he told police he had entered the country 
illegally from Mexico 


"He was scared." said Fire Chief Or- 


ville Helms He was asked why he didn't 
break a window to get out, Helms said. 
Through an interpreter Vasquez replied, 
"I was afraid to because I would be 
charged for the window " 


The fire department was summoned to 


the scene at 12 32 a m to fight the smol- 
dering blaze 


Helms said the volunteers had just re- 


turned from a call on the Northwest 
Highway at a service station in which 
gasoline had spilled when the hose from 
a tanker truck slipped from its con- 
nection to an underground tank, 


"There's smoke around the Shay," 


were the words used to summon the men 
down the street from the Slade Street 
station, said Helms 


No one was hurt in the mishap which 


Helms said started in a back room used 
for washing dishes and cooking utensils. 
He described the damage as "exten- 
sive " 


Helms said he believed the fire started 


in a dishwasher which had been left run- 
ning Arson was not suspected, he said. 
The exact cause was not known, he said 


Vasqjcz, who speaks little English, 


smelled the smoke Helms said, and 
called the owner of the restaurant, Dean 
Koutas, whose address was given as 132 
S Plum Grove Road. 


Koutas bought the restaurant about 


two months ago, He had recently finished 
remodeling it 


He said yesterday he left the restau- 


rant about 10 10 p.m Wednesday and 
had locked Vasquez in The job of the 
youth, he said, is to mop the floors and 
clean the booths 


AFTER RECEIVING the call he re- 


turned to the restaurant and freed the 
youth 


Koutas said Vasquez "had a room" 


someplace, but he d d not know where 


After the fire started, Helms said, it 


moved up a wall to a false ceiling and 
then moved across the ceiling to the 
front of the restaurant. The fire, he said, 
was brought under control in a matter of 
minutes, he said, but dousing the smol- 
dering ceiling took a "long time " The 
final group of firemen left the scene at 
about 5:30 a.m., he said. 


A total of 25 men fought the blaze, the 


chief said, but there was no need for mu- 
tual aid, an agreement through which 
neighboring communities send men and 
equipment if asked. 


The Palatine Pastry Shop at 37 W. 


Slade and The Optical Center at 47 W. 
Slade, neighboring businesses, sustained 
smoke damage 


The chief said the restaurant was in- 


sured 


Witnesses said they did not see flames 


shooting from the building but smoke bil- 
lowing from it.

UNITED NATIONS (UPD- For numy 


of the world's people, life does not begin 
•t 40. Because by 40 life has ended. 


The people of black Africa die at an 


av- 
erage age of 35. In Asia, life expectancy 
in several developing countries runs 
from somewhat above 40 to around 50. A 
similar situation prevails in Latin Amer- 
ica. 


The long-living people are the in- 


habitants of Europe, North America, 
Australia and Japan. They live to be an 
average 70 years or older. In the United 
States the average life span for men U 67 
years, for women 74.2. 


Figures on life expectancy in various 


regions of the world are contained in the 
newest yearbook published by the United 
Nations. They are baaed on findings 
gathered mostly during the 1960s, either 


from official census results or from 
sample surveys. 


When compared with other U.N. data 


on living standards and economic prog- 
ress, they convey one certain message: 
poverty—lack of food, housing and health 
facilities—is still the number one short- 
ener of human life. 


x— 


According to the yearbook, the male 


population of Gabon in West Africa is the 
national group with the shortest life line 


—an average of 25 years. Their opposite, 
at the top of longevity lists, are the wom- 
en of Iceland, who live an average of 76.2 
years, more than three times as long as 
the mate Gabonese. 


Other African countries listed with low 


life expectancy (ages for mate and fe- 
rn ale population respectively,) are 
Guinea 28 and 28; Chad 29 and 35; Upper 
Volta 32.1 and 31.1; Togo 31.6 and 38.5. 


Kenya, with a 40-year average for both 


sexes is one of the highest in Africa ex- 


cept for the non-self-governed territories 
which register an average age of up to SO 
years for their black populations and 70 
for the whites. 


Among Asians on the list, India is at 


the bottom with 41.89 and 40.55 respec- 
tively, followed by Burma 40.8 and 43.8, 
and Cambodia 44.2 and 43.3. 


Asians with a long life expectancy in- 


clude China (Taiwan) 65.84 and 70.44, 
Hong Kong 66.74 and 73.29, Japan 68.35 
and 73.61, and Malaysia 62.4 and 64. 


Belgium's Decade - Old Language Dispute Settled

BRUSSELS (UPD-Members of par- 


liament have gone home for the summer 
holidays, leaving undone the govern- 
ment's promise to come up with a solu- 
tion to Belgium's decades-old dispute be- 
tween French and Flemish speakers. 


A constitutional reform program col- 


lapsed in parliament for lack of a quo- 
rum. It had been advertised originally by 
the government as the last attempt to 
solve the language dispute while main- 
taining a unified instead of federal state. 


Its collapse demonstrated again that 


the primary loyalty of many of Bel- 
gium's nine million citizens, and particu- 
larly their politicians, is to their linguis- 


tic and geographical regions—French 
speaking Wallonia in the South, Flemish 
(Dutch) speaking Flanders in the north 
and bilingual Brussels in between. 


IT ALSO BRINGS to mind the often- 


quoted phrase of a frustrated cabinet 
minister who told King Albert shortly af- 
ter the turn of the century: "The Bel- 
gians, they do not exist." 


With the failure of the reform plan, 


Belgian politicians and political com- 
mentators 
are wondering how long the 


present government can stay in office 
and how long the country will remain a 
unified state with a national government 
trying to administer three regions with 
conflicting interests and demands.

He has three paddle-wheel riverboats 


for sale—in working order. They won't 
make more than a dashing nine knots. 


The stern-wheelers were part of a fleet 


of nine introduced in 1890 for service on 
the lush, palm-fringed lower reaches of 
the Zambezi River. For the past 80 years 
the paddlewheelers hauled 120,000 tons of 
sugar annually from the Sena sugar es- 
tates on the river to the Mocambique 
port of C'hinde 35 miles away. 


But six months ago a modern railway 


line opened to link the sugar plantations 
with Beira, a bigger harbor south of 
Chinde, and the boats became surplus. 


They weigh 90 tons each, are 90 feet 


long and 30 feet wide, with a draught of 
three feet. Passenger accommodation is 
limited to a double cabin but below decks 
there is room for 23 deckhands, an area 
which should be simple to convert to 
more living space. 


Already Eith has had inquiries from 


Switzerland, Germany and America for 
the wood or coal burners. 


Anyone fancying himself as a Zanbezi 


riverboat gambler can set himself up as 
one for a mere 7,000 pounds ($19,600) "or 
thereabouts," said Eith.

The reform plan was drafted by the 


center-left coalition government of Pre- 
mier Gaston Eyskens, which came to 
power after the 1968 language riots at 
Louvain University committed it to solv- 
ing the dispute. 


IT HAS NOT and now it could suffer 


the same fate as most postwar Belgian 
governments which have been toppled 
over the language issue. 


With the collapse of the reform plan, 


politicians from Flanders and Wallonia 
are again discussing the often-debated 
federal alternative to the unitary state 
under a strong national government 
which has existed since European diplo- 
mats patched the new country together 
in 1830. 


Under a Swiss-style federalism, Flan- 


ders and Wallonia would run their affairs 
such as schools and social services, leav- 
ing only defense, foreign policy and some 
economic issues to the national govern- 
ment in Brussels. 


The objection to federalism is from 


Brussels, officially bilingual but pre- 
dominantly 
French-speaking, 
which 


would lose its special status and become 
a rump capital with a quarter of its pop- 
ulation composed of foreigners, inter- 
national civil servants and Mediterra- 
nean laborers. 


BUT MANY Flemish and Wallonian 


politicians are now blaming the French- 
speaking Bruxellois for the collapse of 
the last constitutional reform effort and 
say they will make no efforts to reach a 
compromise with them to preserve the 
city's status. 


The Eyskens constitutional program 
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was an elaborate web of compromises, 
keeping a strong national government 
but granting more autonomy with eco- 
nomic and cultural councils to Flanders, 
Wallonia and Brussels. The plans met 
the demands of most politicians from 
Flanders, now dominant numerically and 
economically after years of French rule. 
It also met the needs of Wallonia for eco- 
nomic protection in a once thriving coal 
and steel area now suffering an extended 
recession. 


The plan fell apart in parliament over 


the problem of Brussels, a once Flemish 
city frencblfied by a business and court

Ewing's Battle All Uphill

ALBANY, N.Y. (UPI)-To put it mild- 


ly, Charles Ewing is fighting an uphill 
battle. 


Underage, with no money or backing to 


speak of, he is running for governor 
against one of the world's richest men 
and one of the nation's leading Republi- 
cans, Nelson A. Rockefeller. 


And he's doing it part-time. 


Why? Mainly because Rockefeller and 


his Democratic rival, former 'U.S. Su- 
preme Court Justice Arthur J. Goldberg, 
are both over 60. And Ewing, who is a 20- 
year-old senior sociology major at Utica 
College, claims they are not tuned to the 
thinking of New York Mate's more than 
four million young persons in the 15 to 30 
crowd. 


"I don't think two men of that age can 


speak for the young people of this state. I 
may not be able to speak for all of them 
either, but I come a lot closer than Gold- 
berg or Rockefeller," he said in an inter- 
view. 


The war in Southeast Asia for instance. 
"To me the war is the overriding issue 


of the campaign and the other candidates 
have been silent. 


"Oh sure. They say they're against it. 


But they never say what they'd do if they 
get elected. If I were elected, I'd use ev- 
ery ounce of support I could muster to 
end it.

EWING ALSO attacked Rockefeller for 


putting up a $1 billion ultra-modern state 
office building complex in this capital 
city "when so many other needs are go- 
ing unmet." 


Ewing's problem is he may be too 


young himself even to get on the ballot. 
New York State's constitution says you 
have to be 30 to run for governor. 


Ewing contends a no-governor-under-30 


provision violates the U.S. Constitution's 
14th Amendment guaranteeing "equal 
protection under the law." 


With the help of a Utica attorney he 


plans to file suit in state supreme court 
to have the requirement thrown out. And 
he said he is willing to carry the fight all 
the way to the U.S. Supreme Court if 
necessary. 


"Equal protection applies to every- 


body, not just to citizens over 30," he 
argued. 


Ewing jumped into the race in March. 


But since he works full-time as a tour 
guide in a Utica brewery, he must leave 
politics to the evenings and weekends.

A brand new town is going to be built 


eight miles north of Wheeling and 6Vi 
miles north of Buffalo Grove in Lake 
County. 


The "new century town" a planned 


community, will be built at a cost of $250 
million on the site of the old Hawthorne 
Melody farm on Milwaukee Avenue and 
Town Line Road (Highway 60.) 


Plans (or the new town, which will be 


slightly smaller than one square mile, in- 
clude a population of from 15,000 to 
18.000 people, and a shopping center with 
approximately 50 stores including Sears 
and a Marshall Field. 


Construction of a residential area 


would be the second stage of the devel- 
opment. It would include a regional town 
c e n t e r , residential neighborhoods, 
schools, recreation areas, and research 
and development centers. 


Sponsors of the new century town are 


Sears, Roebuck and Co.; Mafco Inc., a 
subsidiary of Marshall Field and Co.; 
and the Urban Investment and Devel- 
opment Co,, an affiliate of Aetna Life 
and Casualty. 


COMMERCIAL facilities in the new de- 


velopment would be completed in 18 
months while the entire project would be 
completed in five to seven years. 


A spokesman for the Urban Investment 


and Development Corp. told the Herald 
yesterday that the community was de- 
signed because the "organizations in- 
volved feel they would like to plan an 
urban center rather than develop a shop- 
ping center and not be able to coordinate 
what grows up around it." 


The shopping areas would serve other 


areas in addition to the residential ones 
within the development the spokesman 
said. 


He said much of the traffic coming to 


the new town would probably travel on 
Milwaukee Avenue and could necessitate 


widening and improving that road in the 
future. 


Many of the residents of the twon 


would probably work in other areas, pos- 
sibly in industrial areas of surrounding 
suburbs, he said. 


The governmental system for the new 


town, whether it would remain unin- 
corporated, be annexed to Mundetein or 
Libertyville or be incorporated as a sepa- 
rate town is undecided, he said. 


Housing of all types including town- 


houses, low and high-rise apartment 
buildings for families of varied incomes 
are planned in the community. 


Road Plans Are Under Way 


Plans are underway to improve two 


major roads in Buffalo Grove. How soon 
the two, Checker Road and Arlington 
Heights Road, will be improved, how- 
ever, is not yet known. 


Bids are expected to be opened Aug. 10 


for the blacktopping of Checker Road 
west from Buffalo Grove Road. David 
Anderson, Vernon Township highway 
commissioner, said the gravel road will 
be blacktopped as far west as Springside 
Lane in Buffalo Grove. 


"I don't know exactly when the paving 


will begin," he said, however. Estimated 
cost of the project is about $14,000. 
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Buffalo Grove trustees indicated Mon- 


day the village was to pay 25 per cent of 
the costs up to $10,000 Village Pres. Don 
Thompson said Anderson hoped Buffalo 
Grove will pay more than that, however. 
Thompson said Anderson will probably 
discuss the matter with the board after 
the bids on the project are in. 


Residents in the Lake County portion 


of Buffalo Grove use the road exten- 
sively. Minor repairs have been made on 
the road in the last year. However, 
heavy traffic has made still more repairs 
necessary. 


Buffalo Grove trustees are also hoping 


to repair Arlington Heights Road north 
from Dundee to Highway 83, the length 
of the village. 


According to Thompson the village 


would be unable to afford widening and 
paving the road at this time. Eventually, 
the village board plans to widen the road 
to four lanes. Estimated cost of the wid- 
ening and paving is $450,000. 


HOWEVER, THEY ARE considering 


repairing the road, straightening out a 
curve at Longfellow School and altering 


the incline between Plum Grove Circle 
and Bernard Drive. 


The village wants to have asphalt ap- 


plied to the road. "Once we know the 
cost, we will seek other municipalities' 
help," said Thompson. "Anderson has 
pledged the cooperation of Vernon Town- 
ship for their portion," he added. 


Besides Buffalo Grove and Vernon 


Township, three other governmental bod- 
ies have responsibilities for various por- 
tions of Arlington Heights Road between 
Dundee Road and Highway 83. The oth- 
ers are the village of Arlington Heights, 
Wheeling Township and the Village of 
Long Grove. 


Trustees directed the village engineer 


Monday to get estimates for the project. 
Once that is done the board plans to dis- 
cuss how much of the work the village 
should pay for, and how much the other 


governmental agencies should pay. 


A final decision on whether the project 


will be undertaken will be made later by 
the village board. If the board does de- 
cide to go ahead with it, trustees plan to 
finance Buffalo Grove's portion of the 
bill with motor fuel tax rebate funds. 


"Hopefully, then we can let our MPT 


funds build up and do it (the road im- 
provement project) right in about five 
years, said Thompson. 


Trustees have been trying for several 


months to have improvement work done 
on St. Mary's Parkway and Bernard 
Drive. They have the funds necessary, 
but they are unable to find a contractor 
to do the work. Twice the board has 
sought bids unsuccessfully. The board 
asked the village engineer to seek con- 
tractors that might want to bid on the 
job. 


In Levitt School Suit 
Condemned 
Land Value; 


102,000 


A real estate appraiser testified yester- 


day that the 15 acres in Buffalo Grove 
being condemned for a school site by 
Dist. 96 had a cash market value of 
about $102,000. 


Joseph Nowicki, a real estate ap- 


praiser and home builder with offices in 
LaGrange, was one of the school dis- 
trict's witnesses in the condemnation 
trial currently being held in Lake County 
Circuit Court in Waukegan. 


Under cross examination, however, Jo- 


seph Nowicki said that if improvements 
(such as streets and sewers) were on the 
land, it would be worth about 4258,000. 


The school district is condemning 15 


acres of land owned by Levitt and Sons, 
Inc. The site involves 57 homesites. They 
are in an unbuilt portion of Levitt's 
Strathmore development in Lake County 
Buffalo Grove. 


The cross examination concerning the 


land if the improvements were installed 
came from Donald Morrison, an attorney 
for Levitt. 


Morrison asked Nowicki whether he 


knew Levitt had a bond to install im- 
provements on the land. Nowicki te 
fied that if provisions for the improve- 
ments had been arranged between the 
village and Levitt, then he (Nowicki) 
"would have to consider (appraise) the 
land on the basis of being improved." 


Nowicki' said in his testimony that he 


made his appraisal in February. He said 
that as of Feb. 24, the fair cash market 
value of the land was about $1,770 per 
house lot, or about $102,000 for the entire 
site. 


Other witnesses brought to the stand 


yesterday included William Hitzeman, 
Dist. 96 superintendent. Mrs. Adeline 
Geo-Karis, the school district's attorney, 
also planned to call a second real estate 
appraiser later yesterday afternoon. 


The trial was expected to resume at 


9:30 a.m. this morning. Jury selection 
was completed Wednesday, and the jury 
then visited the site. 


The school district filed its con- 


demnation suit for the 15 acres last Feb- 


ruary. The site is located on the east'side 
of Arlington Heights Road, south of High- 
way 83. 


The school district plans to build a 


1,500-pupil school there. The school would 
include eight elementary grades. Archi- 
tects have begun work on the school's 
design. 


Ask Residents 
To Be In Study 


Approximately 250 Wheeling and Buf- 


falo Grove area residents are going to be 
asked to participate in a Chicago Area 
Transportation 
Study (CATS) survey 


being conducted in six northeastern Illi- 
nois counties this summer. 


House-to-house surveys to determine 


residents' travel characteristics will be 
conducted on five particular days in the 
two villages at various times between 
now and November. 


The surveys wO be used to update the 


regional transportation plan proposed by 
CATS. 


Residents who will be intervieewd for 


the study will be advised of the survey 
by a letter before an interviewer comes 
to question them. 


The survey is being conducted in 22,000 


representative households in a six-county 
area beginning this month. 


Another survey being conducted this 


year by CATS consists of a program in 
which all vehicles entering or leaving the 
area will be counted. 


Also, a number of roadside interviews 


with automobile drivers will be held to 
obtain the characteristics of this group of 
drivers. 


Truck and taxi drivers will also be in- 


terviewed.

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Township Revision Proposal Planned 


Undesirable zoning and piecemeal an- 


nexation were Identified as the major 
problems currently facing unincorpo- 
rated areas by representatives from 
Prospect Heights and unincorporated 
portions of Palatine. Des Plaines and 
Downers Grove at a meeting Wednesday 
evening. 


The meeting was hosted by the North- 


west Suburban Counsil of Associations 
(NSCA), a group of nine Prospect 
Heights homeowner organizations, to de- 
termine the best form of government for 
unincorporated areas. 


"We have kicked around the idea of 


incorporation or annexation for a num- 
ber of years," said NSCA vice president 
Ronald Burton. "But neither alternative 
seems ta be (he solution." 


The solution, according to residents at 


the meeting, is a revised form of town- 
ship government which would have the 
power to pass ordinances and con- 
sequently control rezoning and annexa- 
tion. 


Annexation and incorporation were re- 


jected by the residents for a number of 
reasons In the case of incorporation 
Burton said the unincorporated commu- 
nity of Prospect Heights does not have 
the facilities to go through the necessary 
legal steps. 


"It would take several people with a 


legal background who could devote them- 
selves full-time to the project," said Bur- 
ton. "And it is not certain we have a 
sufficient tax base to support an in- 
corporated community." 


"It is also necessary to-secure the ap- 


proval of all municipalities within one 
and half miles of the boundaries of the 
area proposed for incorporate n"das,i 
NSCA secretary Mrs Marie Caylor. "In 
the case of Prospect Heights, this means 
Wheeling, Mount Prospect, Arlington 
Heights and Des Plaines. I don't think 
we could get that approval." 


The prospects of a satisfactory annexa- 


tion are also dim according to the NSCA 
officers. "A municipality we consider de- 
sirable may not want to take in our resi- 
dential area with its poor tax base," said 
Burton. 


"Municipalities are annexing portions 


of Prospect Heights now, but it is spot 
annexation," said Mrs. Caylor. They are 
grabbing the open land. 


Residents at the meeting also dis- 


favored maintaining the status quo, be- 
cause as Burton pointed out, "We are 
now plagued by undesirable zoning proj- 
ects; water, sewer and flooding prob- 
lems; and piecemeal annexation." 


"We will continue having problems 


with rezoning and one of these days 
apartments will be approved by the 
county unless we get power," pointed out 


a Prospect Heights resident. "Look at 
what happened in Palatine. They de- 
feated a proposal to construct town- 
houses on the Pebble Creek golf course 
only to have 20-story apartments 
ap- 


proved later for the same site." 


A Downers Grove resident said annex- 


ation has been the major problem in his 
area. He described the antics of the vil- 
lage in annexing corridors to prime sites, 
such as shopping centers. "They race 
with other villages to get these sites, 
shooting down alleys and annexing al- 
most anything including fire plugs." 


What the residents are seeking is pro- 


tection, the power of regulation and a 
governmental voice. The governmental 
unit most active in unincorporated areas' 
affairs now is the county. However, the 
residents said this form of government is 
unsatisfactory because the county's re- 
sponsibilities are too widespread. 


To alleviate these conditions, the resi- 


dents plan to prepare a written proposal 
for revising township government, which 
they will submit to the state legislature. 
Each resident at the meeting Wednesday 
was asked to bring suggestions for this 
proposal to another meeting scheduled 
for Aug. 19. 


As a first step, Wheeling Township Su- 


pervisor Mrs. Ethel Kolerus informed 
the group that a delegate was in Spring- 
field this week to make a proposal to the 


Constitutional Convention insuring the 
preservation of township government 


The proposal states "township govern- 


ments may be established in any county 
when approved by a county wide referen- 
dum. Townships may be consolidated, 
merged, divided or dissolved when ap- 
proved by a referendum in the townships 
affected." 


As a second step the residents propose 


expansion of township powers to include 
zoning, planning, health, police and fire. 
Mrs. Kolerus also suggested broadening 
the township board of auditors and giv- 
ing the township responsibility over ab- 
sentee ballots. 


One resident from Downers Grove was 


s k e p t i c a l about the feasibility of •. 
strengtheing townsoip government. "You 
are asking the county to give up some of 
its power to a lower form of government 
and you are asking the state to give the 
status of a municipality to townships. 
Where are you going to get the support 
needed for this kind of legislation?" 


"I was asked the same question one 


and a half years ago when we planned to 
fight House BUI 1241, which provided for 
involuntary annexation of unincorporated 
areas. But we defeated the bill." 


Other residents said another point in 


their favor was the power struggle be- 
tween the "Daly machine" Nd politicians 
down state. 


Bureau Takes Aim At Frauds

Mr and Mrs Smith needed carpeting 


for their new home, so when the door-to- 
door salesman offered nice carpeting for 
such a reasonable price, the young 
couple could not resist. 


The rooms were measured, carpets 


were ordered and the Smiths wrote the 
salesman a check for $1.500. 


The new carpeting was to be delivered 


in two weeks, but it never came. Nor did 
the Smiths ever see their $1,500 again. 


It's fraudulent sales like this that DM 


Illinois Attorney General's Bureau of 
Consumer Fraud and Protection is at- 
tempting to eliminate. 


Yesterday William Kutza, director of 


t h e Chicago branch office, 
visited 


Schnumburg to discuss services of the 
bureau's Schaumburg offices. 


"Schaumburg is probably one of our 


mwt active offices," Kutza said. He ex- 
plained that Schaumburg is a new com- 
munity and Is therefore more susceptible 
to salesmen soliciting merchandise for 
residents' new homes. 


The Bureau of Consumer Fraud and 


Protection has 11 offices besides those in 
Chicago and Springfield and is planning 
to expand. 


Kutza explained that any person in Illi- 


nois may complain to one of these of- 
fices. If a number of persons call from 
the same area representatives from the 
Chicago office will come to that area to 
open a temporary mobile complaint unit. 


Many cheated persons do not bring 


fraud cases to the bureau's attention ac- 
cording to Schaumburg Police 
Chief 


Mark Conroy. With local offices and a 
mobile complaint unit, more cases are 
brought into the open, he said, and 
fraudulent salesmen are stopped. 


"We always have trouble with door-to- 


door magazine salesmen," Conroy said. 
Persons who solicit in Schaumburg and 
most other towns in this area are re- 
quired to register at local police stations. 


Unregistered solicitors receive cita- 


tions if caught. 


Frauds in Chicago's northwest suburbs 


generally come from the sale of house- 
hold items, Kutza explained. Much solic- 
itation involves siding, gutters, storm 
doors and windows and landscaping. 


"We take cases most lawyers wouldn't 


handle because there is no money in- 
volved," Kutza said. "And we are a very 
powerful office. We have interstate coop- 
eration with other attorney generals and 
we bring the violators to court if they 


don't comply." 


Kutza said the l.ireau is restoring 


about $55,000 a month to persons who 
were cheated. The bureau is becoming 
increasingly effective because it is creat- 
ing more local offices. 


Because of the money saved and the 


number of cases handi«' and settled, the 
Bureau of Consumer Fraud and Protec- 
tion is one of the most effective divisions 
of the attorney general's office, 
he 


added. 


"We have never w,1. a court case," 


Kutza said. When the bureau receives a 
cormlaint, it contacts the accused person 
or organization and tries to settle the 
problem out of court. 


Often the accused will voluntarily com- 


ply with the bureau. However, the bu- 
reau will take the accused to court if 
necessary, Kutza explained. 


Besides door-to-door selling, false ad- 


vertising is the most popular means of 
fraud. A well-known brand of appliance 
is often promoted at give-away prices, 
but the prospective buyer finds the item 
is either used or already sold. The con- 
sumer is then subjected to high pressur- 
es to buy a more expensive off-brand 


item, Kutza said. 


Misrepresentation is another popular 


way of cheating consumers. Often the 
condition and serviceability of an item is 
misrepresented. Phony repairs, especial- 
ly when salesmen confront unknowing 
housewives, and selling under false pre- 
tenses are other techniques used by con- 
fidence men, he added. 


Most persons do not know they have 


three days to break any contract they 
sign, Kutza said. "We're trying to extend 
that to about 5 or 7 days," the bureau 
director added. 


Scaffolding Theft

The theft of 24 pieces of scaffolding

Judge Dismisses 
Offered proPosal First 


Suit Against ZPG 


The Northwest Chapter of Zero Popu- 


lation Growth (ZPG) approved of a deci- 
sion made Wednesday by a Circuit 
Court judge to dismiss a charge of solic- 
itation to commit abortion. 


Donna Farley, Elk Grove Village resi- 


dent who is vice chairman of Northwest 
ZPG, said the group is "glad to see the 
decision and thinks it will help" the cam- 
paign to legalize abortion in Illinois. 


Judge George E. Dolezal dismissed the 


charge on the grounds that he considered 
the Illinois abortion statute to be uncon- 
stitutional. Under the law, all abortions 
performed in the state are illegal, al- 
though physicians are granted grounds 
for defense if they perform the operation 
to save a woman's life.

Judge Dolezal, citing recent court deci- 


sions outside of Illinois, said the state 
law was vague and infringed on a wom- 
an's constitutional right to control her 
own body. 


"FOR MYSELF I feel a woman has 


the right to determine what she does 
with her own body," Mrs. Farley said. 
"ZPG is favorable to legalizing abortion 
laws to the extent of a medical decision 
between a woman and her doctor. 


"We would like to see abortion laws 


liberalized as a stopgap for population 
control but we would never consider 
abortion as a prime method of birth con- 
trol." 


ZPG is an organization working in 


coordination with anti-pollution groups 
and advocates each family having only 
two children. 


Mrs. Farley said she didn't know what 


the Judge's decision would mean to abor- 
tion laws or population control but said 
abortion has been important in the state 
legislature with the vote to legalizing 
abortion "getting closer and closer." 


"ZPG plans on doing research in the 


legislative field before November elec- 
tions, according to Mrs. Farley. She said 
area ZPG groups, including the North- 
west chapter, plan to interview an state 
legislative candidate to get and publicize 
their stands "on the population problem 
as well as the entire environmental situ- 
ation." 


SHE SAID THE results would probably 


be ready by the end of September. 
Northwest ZPG plans to work with ZPG 
chapters in Chicago, Barrington and on 
the North Shore in interviewing the can- 
didates. 
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Increasing the power of township gov- 


ernment, as proposed this week at a 
meeting of the Northwest Suburban 
Council of Associations (NSCA) in Pros- 
pect Heights, was first suggested to the 
Illinois 
Constitutional Convention by 


Richard Cowen, Wheeling Township Re- 
publican Committeeman and township 
attorney. 


Cowen proposed sweeping revisions in 


township government when the Con-Con 
local government committee held hear- 
ings in Arlington Heights in February. 


Three major suggestions were offered 


by Cowen to make township government 
more meaningful. 


He recommendedth at all special dis- 


tricts, such as mosquito abatement dis- 
tricts, sanitary districts, etc., be merged 
within a township and the township 
would take over the functions of those 
districts. 


Also, he recommended that township 


functions be merged i to the function of a 
municipality if the township and the mu- 
nicipality had the same boundaries. 


FINALLY, COWEN suggested that 


sparsely populated townships be allowed 
to consolidate their services. 


Cowen also said townships should have 


the same home rule powers as munici- 
palities. 


He said townships should continue to 


exercise the authority they presently 
have in the area of highway and road 
construction and maintenance, general 
assistance, youth commissions, mental 
health services and facilities, senior citi- 
zen activities, voter registration and his- 
torical museums, libraries and public 
buildings. 


But he also recommended that town- 


ships be given new powers, including 
those previously held by the special dis- 
tricts such as mosquito abatement, fire 
protection, soil conservation and police 
protection.

Other new powers for townships would 


be authority to make local improvements 
by special assessment, control over is- 
suance and revocation of liquor licenses 
in unincorporated areas and the author- 
ity to estabish and maintain park and 
recreational faculties. 


Cowen said most of his proposals prob- 


ably would have to be enacted by the 
legislature, rather than the Constitutional 
Convention, but he asked Con-Con to pre- 
serve township government so his sug- 
gested changes could be made.

A brand new town is going to be built 


eight miles north of Wheeling and 6'-2 
miles north of Buffalo Grove in Lake 
County. 


The "new century town" a planned 


community, will be built at a cost of $250 
million on the site of the old Hawthorne 
Melody farm on Milwaukee Avenue and 
Town Line Road (Highway 60.) 


Plans for the new town, which will be 


slightly smaller than one square mile, in- 
clude a population of from 15,000 to 
18,000 people, and a shopping center with 
approximately SO stores including Sears 
•nd a Marshall Field. 


Construction of a residential 
area 


would be the second stage of the devel- 
opment. It would include a regional town 
c e n t e r , residential 
neighborhoods, 


schools, recreation areas, and research 
and development centers. 


Sponsors of the new century town are 


Sears, Roebuck and Co.; Mafco Inc., a 
subsidiary of Marshall Field and Co.; 
and the Urbtn Investment and Devel- 
opment Co., an affiliate of Aetna Life 
and Casualty. 


COMMERCIAL facilities in the new de- 


velopment would be completed in 18 
months while the entire project would be 
completed in five to seven years. 


A spokesman for the Urban Investment 


and Development Corp. told the Herald 
yesterday that the community was de- 
signed because the "organizations in- 
volved feel they would like to plan an 
urban center rather than develop a shop- 
ping center and not be able to coordinate 
what grows up around it." 


The shopping areas would serve other 


areas in addition to the residential ones 


within the development the spokesman 
said. 


He said much of the traffic coming to 


the new town would probably travel on 
Milwaukee Avenue and could necessitate 
widening and improving that road in the 
future. 


Many of the residents of the twon 


would probably work in other areas, pos- 
sibly in industrial areas of surrounding 
suburbs, he said. 


The governmental system for the new 


town, whether it would remain unin- 
corporated, be annexed to Mundelein or 
Libertyville or be incorporated as a sepa- 
rate town is undecided, he said. 


Housing of all types including town- 


houses, low and high-rise apartment 
'buildings for families of varied incomes 
are planned in the community.

Annexation, 
Zone Woes 
Talks Held 


Undesirable zoning and piecemeal an- 


nexation were identified as the major 
problems currently facing unincorpo- 
rated areas by representatives from 
Prospect Heights and unincorporated 
portions of Palatine, Des Plaines and 
Downers Grove at a meeting Wednesday 
evening. 


The meeting was hosted by the North- 


west Suburban Counsil of Associations 
(NSCA), a group of nine Prospect 
Heights homeowner organizations, to de- 
termine the best form of government for 
unincorporated areas. 


"We have kicked around the idea of 


incorporation or annexation for a num- 
ber of years," said NSCA vice president 
Ronald Burton. "But neither alternative 
seems to be the solution." 


The solution, according to residents at 


the meeting, is a revised form of town- 
ship government which would have the 
power to pass ordinances and con- 
sequently control rezoning and annexa- 
tion. 


Annexation and incorporation were re- 


jected by the residents for a number of' 
reasons. In the case of incorporation 
Burton said the unincorporated commu- 
nity of Prospect Heights does not have 
the facilities to go through the necessary 
legal steps. 


"It would take several people with a 


legal background who could devote them- 
selves full-time to the project," said Bur- 
ton. "And it is not certain we have a 
sufficient tax base to support an in- 
corporated community." 


"It is also necessary to secure the ap- 


proval of all municipalities within one 
and half miles of the boundaries of the 
area proposed for incorporate n"das,i 
NSCA secretary Mrs. Marie Caylor. "In 
the case of Prospect Heights, this means 
Wheeling, Mount Prospect, Arlington 
Heights and Des Plaines. I don't think 
we could get that approval." 


The prospects of a satisfactory annexa- 


tion are also dim according to the NSCA 
officers. "A municipality we consider de- 
sirable may not want to take in our resi- 
dential area with its poor tax base," said 
Burton. 


"Municipalities are annexing portions 


of Prospect Heights now, but it is spot 
annexation," said Mrs. Ca'ylor. They are 
grabbing the open lalid. 


Residents at the meeting also dis- 


favored maintaining the status quo, be- 
cause as Burton pointed out, "We are 
now plagued by undesirable zoning proj- 
ects; water, sewer and flooding prob- 
lems; and piecemeal annexation." 


"We will continue having problems 


with rezoning and one of these days 


apartments will be approved by the 
county unless we get power," pointed out 
a Prospect Heights resident. "Look at 
what happened in Palatine. They de- 
feated a proposal to construct town- 
houses on the Pebble Creek golf course 
only to have 20-story apartments 
ap- 


proved later for the same site." 


A Downers Grove resident said annex- 


ation has been the major problem in his 
area. He described the antics of the vil- 
lage in annexing corridors to prime sites, 
such as shopping centers. "They race 
with other villages to get these sites, 
shooting down alleys and annexing al- 
most anything including fire plugs." 


What the residents are seeking is pro- 


tection, the power of regulation and a 
governmental voice. The governmental 
unit most active in unincorporated areas' 
affairs now is the county. However, the 
residents said this form of government is 
unsatisfactory because the county's re- 
sponsibilities are too widespread. 


To alleviate these conditions, the resi- 


dents plan to prepare a written proposal 
for revising township government, which 
they will submit to the state legislature. 
Each resident at the meeting Wednesday 
was asked to bring suggestions for this 
proposal to another meeting scheduled 
for Aug. 19. 


As a first step, Wheeling Township Su- 


pervisor Mrs. Ethel Kolerus informed 
the group that a delegate was in Spring- 
field this week to make a proposal to the 
Constitutional Convention insuring the 
preservation of township government. 


The proposal states "township govern- 


ments may be established in any county 
when approved by a county wide referen- 
dum. Townships may be consolidated, 
merged, divided or dissolved when ap- 
proved by a referendum in the townships 
affected." 


As a second step the residents propose 


expansion of township powers to include 
zoning, planning, health, police and fire. 
Mrs. Kolerus also suggested broadening 
the township board of auditors and giv- 
ing the township responsibility over ab- 
sentee ballots. 


One resident from Downers Grove was 


s k e p t i c a l about the feasibility of 
strengtheing township government. "You 
are asking the county to give up some of 
its power to a lower form of government 
and you are asking the state to give the 
status of a municipality to townships. 
Where are you going to get the support 
needed for this kind of legislation?" 


"I was asked the same question one 


and a half years ago when we planned to 
fight House Bill 1241, which provided for 
involuntary annexation of unincorporated 
areas. But we defeated the bill." 


Offered Proposal First 


Increasing the power of township gov- 


ernment, as proposed this week at a 
meeting of the Northwest Suburban 
Council of Associations (NSCA) in Pros- 
pect Heights, was first suggested to the 
Illinois Constitutional Convention by 
Richard Cowen, Wheeling Township Re- 
publican Committeeman and township 
attorney. 


Cowen proposed sweeping revisions in 


township government when the Con-Con 
local government committee held hear- 
ings in Arlington Heights in February. 


Three major suggestions were offered 


by Cowen to make township government 
more meaningful. 


He recommended* at all special dis- 


tricts, such as mosquito abatement dis- 
tricts, sanitary districts, etc., be merged 
within a township and the township 
would take over the functions of those 
districts. 


Also, he recommended that township 


functions be merged i to the function of a 
municipality if the township and the mu- 
nicipality had the same boundaries. 


FINALLY, COWEN suggested 
that 


sparsely populated townships be allowed 
to consolidate their services. 


Cowen also said townships should have 


the same home rule powers as munici- 
palities. 


He said townships should continue to 


exercise the authority they presently 
have in the area of highway and road 
construction and maintenance, general 
assistance, youth commissions, mental 
health services and facilities, senior citi- 
zen activities, voter registration and his- 
torical museums, libraries and public 
buildings. 


But he also recommended that town- 


ships be given new powers, including 
those previously held by the special dis- 
tricts such as mosquito abatement, fire 
protection, soil conservation and police 
protection. 


Other new powers for townships would 


be authority to make local improvements 
by special assessment, control over is- 
suance and revocation of liquor licenses 
in unincorporated a^-eas and the author- 
ity to estabish and maintain park and 
recreational facilities. 


Cowen said most of his proposals prob- 


ably would have to be enacted by the 
legislature, rather than the Constitutional 
Convention, bat he asked Con-Con to pre- 
serve township government so his sug- 
gested changes could be made.

ZPG Suit 
Dismissed 


The Northwest Chapter of Zero Popu- 


lation Growth (ZPG) approved of a deci- 
sion made Wednesday by a Circuit 
Court judge to dismiss a charge of solic- 
itation to commit abortion. 


Donna Farley. Elk Grove Village resi- 


dent who is vice chairman of Northwest 
ZPG, said the group is "glad to see the 
decision and thinks it will help" the cam- 
paign to legalize abortion in Illinois. 


Judge George E Dotezal dismissed the 


charge on the grounds that he considered 
the Illinois abortion statute to be uncon- 
stitutional. Under the law, all abortions 
performed in the state are illegal, al- 
though physicians are granted grounds 
for defense if they perform the operation 
to save a woman's life 


judge Dole/al, citing recent court deci- 


sions oitside of Illinois, said the state 
law was vague and infringed on a wom- 
an's constitutional right to control her 
own body. 


"FOR 
MYSELF I feel a woman has 


the right to determine what she does 
with her own body," Mrs. Farley said. 
"ZPG is favorable to legalizing abortion 
laws to the extent of a medical decision 
between a woman and her doctor. 


"We would like to see abortion laws 


liberalized as a stopgap for population 
control but we would never consider 
abortion as a prime method of birth con- 
trol" 


ZPG is an organization working in 


coordination with anti-pollution groups 
and advocates each family having only 
two children.

The board says it will discuss revising 


the grievance procedure "but not allow- 
ing the officers and, or employes to ob- 
tain the services of and be represented 
by professional and, or other represen'a- 
tion." The police however, want to be 
lalowed that representation in the griev- 
ance procedure. 


BOTH GROUPS have agreed to dis- 


cuss revising the top pay plan range and 
step, and considering an increased sala- 
ry differential for supervisory and ad- 
ministrative ranks. 


They also agree that a longevity and 


continued employment incentive pro- 
gram will be discussed, and that any 
salary and fringe benefits agreed upon 
will be retroactive to May 1,1970. 


The board also offered to discuss two 


things the police had not asked for, a 
uniform allowance and village ownership 
of weapons. 


Both groups agree that after the police- 


men return to work "all public releases 
and statements will be issued Jointly and 
be representative of both the police and 
hte village board members." 


The police also want the existing prac- 


tice of police representation at budget 
and financial reviews to be continued. 
"Unnecessary delays in reaching con- 
clusive meaningful agreements must be 
acknowledged as acting contrary to good 
faith and the best interest of all con- 
cerned," Wolf said Wednesday. He said 
this applies to both sides. 


The policemen also want the board to

Kutza said the bureau is restoring 


about $55,000 a month *o persons who 
were cheated. The bureau is becoming 
increasingly effective because it is creat- 
ing more local offices. 


Because of the money saved and the 


number of cases handled and settled, the 
Bureau of Consumer Fraud and Protec- 
tion is one of the most effective divisions 
of the attorney general's office, he 
added. 


"We have never lost a court case," 


Kutza said. When the bureau receives a 
complaint, it contacts the accused person 
or organization and tries to settle the 
problem out of court. 


Often the accused will voluntarily com- 


ply with the bureau. However, the bu- 
reau will take the accused to court if 
necessary, Kutza explained.

Koutas bought the restaurant about 


two months ago. He had recently finished 
remodeling it. 


He said yesterday he left the restau- 


rant about 10:10 p.m. Wednesday and 
had locked Vasquez in. The job of the 
youth, he said, is to mop the floors and 
clean the booths 


AFTER RECEIVING the call he re- 


turned to the restaurant and freed the 
youth. 


Koutas said Vasquez "had a room" 


someplace, but he did not know where. 


After the fire started, Helms said, it 


moved up a wall to a false ceiling and 
then moved across the ceiling to the 
front of the restaurant. The fire, he said, 
was brought under control in a matter of 
minutes, he said, but dousing the smol- 
dering ceiling took a "long time " The 
final group of firemen left the scene at 
about 5:30 a.m., he said.

UNITED NATIONS <UPI>- For many 


of the world's people, life doea not begin 
at 40. Because by 40 life has ended. 


The people of black Africa die at an 


av- 
erage age of 35. In Asia, life expectancy 
in several developing countries runs 
from somewhat above 40 to around SO. A 
similar situation prevails in Latin Amer- 
ica. 


The long-living people are the in- 


habitants of Europe, North America, 
Australia and Japan. They five to be an 
average 70 years or older. In the United 
States the average life span for men is 67 
years, for women 74.2. 


* 
Figures on life expectancy in various 


regions of the world are contained hi the 
newest yearbook published by the United 
Nations. They are based on findings 
gathered mostly during the 1960s, either 


from official census results or from 
sample surveys. 


When compared with other U.N. data 


on living standards, and economic prog- 
ress, they convey one certain message: 
poverty—lack of food, housing and health 
facilities—is still the number one short- 
ener of human life. 


According to the yearbook, the male 


population of Gabon in West Africa is the 
national group with the shortest life line 


-«n average of 25 years. Their opposite, 
at the top of longevity lists, are the wom- 
en of Iceland, who live an average of 76.2 
years, more than three times as long as 
the male Gabonese. 


Other African countries listed with low 


life expectancy (ages for mate and fe- 
rn ale 
population respectively,) are 


Guinea 26 and 28; Chad 29 and 35; Upper 
Volta S2.1 and 31.1; Togo 31.6 and 38.3. 


Kenya, with a 40-year average for both 


sexes is one of the highest in Africa ex- 


cept for the non-self-governed territories 
which register an average age of up to SO 
years for their black populations and 70 
for the whites. 


Among Asians on the list, India is at 


the bottom with 41.89 and 40.55 respec- 
tively, followed by Burma 40.8 and 43.8, 
and Cambodia 44.2 and 43.3. 


Asians with a long life expectancy in- 


clude China (Taiwan) 65.84 and 70.44, 
Hong Kong 66.74 and 73.29, Japan 68.35 
and 73.61, and Malaysia 62.4 and 64. 


Belgium's Decade - Old Language Dispute Settled

BRUSSELS (UPD-Members of par- 


liament have gone home for the summer 
holidays, leaving undone the govern- 
ment's promise to come up with a solu- 
tion to Belgium's decades-old dispute be- 
tween French and Flemish speakers. 


A constitutional reform program col- 


Inpsed in parliament for lack of a quo- 
rum It had been advertised originally by 
the government as the last attempt to 
solve the language dispute while main- 
taining a unified instead of federal state. 


Its collapse demonstrated again that 


the primary loyalty of many of Bel- 
gium's nine million citizens, and particu- 
larly their politicians, is to their linguis- 


tic and geographical regions—French 
speaking WaUonia in the South, Flemish 
(Dutch) speaking Flanders in the north 
and bilingual Brussels in between 


IT ALSO BRINGS to mind the often- 


quoted phrase of a frustrated cabinet 
minister who told King Albert shortly af- 
ter the turn of the century: "The Bel- 
gians, they do not exist." 


With the failure of the reform plan, 


Belgian politicians and political com- 
mentators 
are wondering how long the 


present government can stay in office 
and how long the country will remain a 
unified state with a national government 
trying to administer three regions with 
conflicting interests and demands. 


Want To Buy A Riverboat?

SALISBURY, Rhodesia (UPI) 
-If 


you're not interested in getting from 
place to place at high speed—like on jet 
planes — page Salisbury salesman Ro- 
land Eith. 


He has three paddle-wheel riverboats 


for sale—in working order. They won't 
make more than a dashing nine knots. 


The stern-wheelers were part of a fleet 


of nine introduced in 1890 for service on 
the lush, palm-fringed lower reaches of 
the Zambezi River. For the past 80 years 
the paddlewheelers hauled 120,000 tons of 
sugar annually from the Sena sugar es- 
tates on the river to the Mocambique 
port of Chinde 35 miles away. 


But six months ago a modern railway 


line opened to link the sugar plantations 
with Beira, a bigger harbor south of 
Chinde, and the boats became surplus. 


They weigh 90 tons each, are 90 feet 


long and 30 feet wide, with a draught of 
three feet. Passenger accommodation is 
limited to a double cabin but below decks 
there is room for 23 deckhands, an area 
which should be simple to convert to 
more living space. 


Already Eith has had inquiries from 


Switzerland, Germany and America for 
the wood or coal burners. 


Anyone fancying himself as a Zanbezi 


riverboat gambler can set himself up as 
one for a mere 7,000 pounds ($19,600) "or 
thereabouts," said Eith. 


The reform plan was drafted by the 


center-left coalition government of Pre- 
mier Gaston Eyskens, which came to 
power after the 1968 language riots at 
Louvain University committed it to solv- 
ing the dispute.

The objection to federalism is from 


Brussels, officially bilingual but pre- 
dominantly 
French-speaking, 
which 


would lose its special status and become 
a rump capital with a quarter of its pop- 
ulation composed of foreigners, inter- 
national civil servants and Mediterra- 
nean laborers. 


BUT MANY Flemish and Wallonian 


politicians are now blaming the French- 
speaking Bruxellols for the collapse of 
the last constitutional reform effort and 
say they will make no efforts to reach a 
compromise with them to preserve the 
city's status.

Ewing's Battle All Uphill

ALBANY, N.Y. (UPI)—To put it mild- 


ly, Charles Ewing is fighting an uphill 
battle. 


Underage, with no money or backing to 


speak of, he is running for governor 
against one of the world's richest men 
and one of the nation's leading Republi- 
cans, Nelson A. Rockefeller. 


And he's doing it part-time. 


Why? Mainly because Rockefeller and 


his Democratic rival, former US. Su- 
preme Court Justice Arthur J. Goldberg, 
are both over 60. And Ewing, who is a 20- 
year-old senior sociology major at Utica 
College, claims they are not tuned to the 
thinking of New York State's more than 
four million young persons in the 15 to 30 
crowd. 


"I don't think two men of that age can 


speak for the young people of this state I 
may not be able to speak for all of them 
either, but I come a lot closer than Gold- 
berg or Rockefeller," he said in an inter- 
view. 


The war in Southeast Asia for instance. 
"To me the war is the overriding issue 


of the campaign and the other candidates 
have been silent. 


"Oh sure. They say they're against it. 


But they never say what they'd do if they 
get elected. If I were elected, I'd use ev- 
ery ounce of support I could muster to 
end it.

New York State's constitution says you 
have to be 30 to run for governor. 


Ewing contends a no-governor-under-30 


provision violates the U.S. Constitution's 
14th Amendment guaranteeing "equal 
protection under the law." 


With the help of a Utica attorney, he 


plans to file suit in state supreme court 
to have the requirement thrown out. And 
he said he is willing to carry the fight all 
the way to the U.S. Supreme Court if 
necessary. 


"Equal protection applies to every- 


body, not just to citizens over 30," he 
argued. 


Ewing jumped into the race in March. 


But since he works full-time as a tour 
guide in a Utica brewery, he must leave 
politics to the evenings and weekends.

Sale Of Central School Completed 


It was a long time in coming, but the 


sale of Central School is expected to be 
completed Monday. 


A meeting between Dist. 57 officials 


and trust officers of the Mount Prospect 
State Bank will be held 10 a.m. Monday 
to finalize the sale of the old structure, 
which was sold on the auction block over 
a year ago. 


Bank officials indicated the building 


will not be torn down, but rather will be 
used for office space. The purchase price 
for the building was slightly over 
$400.000. 


J. C. Busenhart, Dist. 57 finance direc- 


tor, said the last two weeks have been 
spent hauling supplies out of the build- 


ing. Many of the items are to be used in 
other schools in the district and the rest 
will be stored in the gymnasium at Lin- 
coln Junior High School. 


The title transfer date was originally 


Aug. 1, but was set back to Monday, 
Aug. 3, when the utilities and mainte- 
nance of the building will finally become 
the responsibility of the bank. 


BIDS WENT OUT on the sale of the 


school back in March of 1969 and pros- 
pective bidders included the village, the 
Mount Prospect Park District, Kenroy 
Builders Inc., Matt Taylor and Associ- 
ates, the Mount Prospect Public Library 
and the Mount Prospect State Bank. 


When the bids first went out in March, 


1969, there were no takers to the asking 


price of $4.10 per square foot. Interested 
buyers argued that the asking price was 
too high and the 18-month delay in re- 
leasing the title was too long. 


J. C. Busenhart, district finance direc- 


tor, reportedly objected to the price of 
$4.10 per square foot and favored a price 
of $3.90 per square foot. 


In February the bids went out again 


and the Mount Prospect State Bank ac- 
quired the property as an Illinois Land 
Trust over Kenroy and Matt Taylor and 
Associates. 


The Mount Prospect Public Library 


later purchased the Central School park- 
ing lot for $218,182. 


Approximately 350 students who at- 


tended the school last year will be trans- 
ferred to Lincoln Junior High School this 
fall, increasing the latter schools enroll- 
ment to 900 students. The increased en- 
rollment forced the board to consider, 
and recently pass, a resolution providing 
bus service for north side youngsters 
who formerly attended Central School. 


A slightly less than $1 million addition 


to Lincoln School, which included 19 
classrooms, a second gym; a library, 
and music and science facilities is near 
completion awaiting the increased stu- 
dent population this fall. 


As of Monday, Central School, although 


it will remain standing, will no longer be 
Central School.

South Albert Street, the four-block 


stretch between Lincoln Street and Cen- 
tral Road in Mount Prospect, is usually a 
quiet street. 


Very little traffic can usually be found 


on this residential roadway, a side-street 
just a block west of Mount Prospect 
Road. 


Most drivers usually travel the well- 


worn Mount Prospect Road when driving 
north or south through this section of the 
village. They prefer the business street 
over the small, residential street where 
the speed limit is only 25 miles per hour 
and the pavement is a playground for 
small children.

rupt a softball game, a bicycle ride or a 
game of tag. Mothers, whose children 
were once allowed to cross the street at 
will and without supervision, are worried 
about their safety. 


"We're primarily concerned about the 


safety of our children, especially when

the cost.

the road construction is completed, but 
we've been told nothing can be done," 
Mrs. Herbert Kemp, of 317 S. Albert St., 
added. 


"THE POLICE PATROL the street, 


but as soon as the squad leaves, drivers 
speed down Albert Street because the de- 
tour has inconvienced them and they're 
in a hurry. It's not that the police 
haven't been concerned enough to in- 
vestigate the problem, but we'd like the 
traffic rerouted and the detour more 
clearly posted," Mrs. Charles Houchins, 
of 318 S. Albert St., said. 


Monday night, the residents of South 


Albert Street parked their cars on the 
street rather than on their driveways in 
an effort to "control the speed of the 
traffic and discourage drivers from using 
the residential street." 


"But that wasn't any remedy because 


the drivers were aggravated by the con- 
gestion and they raced down the street 
as soon as the traffic cleared a bit. Plus 
we thought it was more dangerous be- 
cause drivers couldn't see children if 
they ran into the street from behind a 
parked car," Mrs. Louis Holian, of 308 S. 
Albert St., explained. 


The cars were moved back on the 


driveways, but the problem still existed 
for the residents. 


"I've investigated the complaints, and 


at this time, I don't think the problem is 
a serious one. Most drivers, who used 
Albert Street the first day the con- 
traction started, have now realized they 
can use Edward or George Streets as 
well. And they're avoiding the traffic on 
Albert," Chief of Police Newell Esmond 
said. 


"THESE RESIDENTS don't realize 


this is a public street and not a private 
driveway. We can't prohibit traffic on Al- 
bert, Street, and everyone will just have 
to be patient for about another three 
weeks until the road repairs are com- 
pleted," Esmond explained. 


Village Mgr. Virgil Barnett said the 


road construction is a county project and 
county officials didn't notify the village 
about the construction. "We weren't in- 
formed Mount Prospect Road would be 
blocked and traffic rerouted until the 
construction began Monday. The detour 
sign at Mount Prospect Road and North- 
west Highway was posted by the county 
and it's the county's job to post addition- 
al detour signs," he said. 


"Although the project isn't our project, 


we're still concerned about the safety of 
our residents. We've investigated the 
problem, and there doesn't seem to be 
any real safety problem or traffic prob- 
lem here. If this does happen, then we 
will notify the county or take action to 
remedy the situation," Barnett said. 


"The problem on South Albert Street

ZPG Suit 
Dismissed 


The Northwest Chapter of Zero Popu- 


lation Growth (ZPG) approved of a deci- 
sion made Wednesday by a Circuit 
Court Judge to dismiss • charge of solic- 
itation to commit abortion. 


Donna Farley, Elk Grove Village resi- 


dent who is vice chairman o/ Northwest 
ZPG. said the group Is "glad to see the 
decision and thinks it will help" the cam- 
paign to legalize abortion in Illinois. 


Judge George E Dolezal dismissed the 


charge on the grounds that he considered 
the Illinois abortion statute to be uncon- 
stitutional. Under the law, all abortions 
performed in the state are illegal, al- 
though physicians are granted grounds 
for defense if they perform the operation 
to save a woman's life. 


judge Dolezal, citing recent court deci- 


sions outside of Illinois, said the state 
law was vague and infringed on a wom- 
an's constitutional right to control her 
own body. 


"FOR MYSELF I feel a woman has 


the right to determine what she does 
with her own body," Mrs. Farley said. 
"ZPG is favorable to legalizing abortion 
laws to the extent of a medical decision 
between a woman and her doctor. 


"We would like to see abortion laws 


liberalized as a stopgap for population 
control but we would never consider 
abortion as a prime irethod of birth con- 
trol" 


ZPG is an organization working in 


coordination with anti-pollution groups 
and advocates each family having only 
two children.

Department. 
"The board says it will discuss revising 
the grievance procedure "but not allow- 
ing the officers and, or employes to ob- 
tain the services of and be represented 
by professional and, or other representa- 
tion " The police however, want to be 
lalowed that representation in the griev- 
ance procedure. 


BOTH GROUPS have agreed to dis- 


cuss revising the top pay plan range and 
step, and considering an increased sala- 
ry differential for supervisory and ad- 
ministrative ranks. 


They also agree that a longevity and 


continued employment incentive pro- 
gram will be discussed, and that any 
salary and fringe benefits agreed upon 
will be retroactive to May 1,1970. 


The board also offered to discuss two 


things the police had not asked for, a 
uniform allowance and village ownership 
of weapons. 


Both groups agree that after the police- 


men return to work "all public releases 
and statements will be issued Jointly and 
be representative of both the police and 
hte village board members." 


The police also want the existing prac- 


tice of police representation at budget 
and financial reviews to be continued. 
"Unnecessary delays in reaching con- 
clusive meaningful agreements must be 
acknowledged as acting contrary to good 
faith and the best interest of all con- 
cerned."

The new carpeting was to be delivered 


in two weeks, but it never came. Nor did 
the Smiths ever see their $1,500 again. 


It's fraudulent sales like this that the 


Illinois Attorney General's Bureau of 
Consumer Fraud and Protection is at- 
tempting to eliminate. 


Yesterday William Kutza, director of 


the 
Chicago branch office, 
visited 


Schaunburg to discuss services of the 
bureau's Schaumburg offices. 


"Schaumburg is probably one of our 


most active offices," Kutza said. He ex- 
plained that Schaumburg is a new com- 
munity and is therefore more susceptible 
to salesmen soliciting merchandise for 
residents' new homes. 


The Bureau of Consumer Fraud and 


Protection has 11 offices besides those in 
Chicago and Springfield and is planning 
to expand. 


Kutza explained that any person in Illi- 


nois may complain to one of these of- 
fices. If a number of persons call from 
the same area representatives from the 
Chicago office will come to that area to 
open a temporary mobile complaint unit. 


Many cheated persons do not bring 


fraud cases to the bureau's attention ac- 
cording to Schaumburg Police Chief 
Mark Conroy. With local offices and a 
mobile complaint unit, more cases are 


brought into the open, he said, and 
fraudulent salesmen are stopped. 


"We always have trouble with door-to- 


door magazine salesmen," Conroy said. 
Persons who solicit in Schaumburg and 
most other towns in this area are re- 
quired to register at local police stations. 


Unregistered solicitors receive cita- 


tions if caught. 


Frauds in Chicago's northwest suburbs 


generally come from the sale of house- 
hold items, Kutza explained. Much solic- 
itation involves siding, gutters, storm 
doors and windows and landscaping. 


"We take cases most lawyers wouldn't 


handle because there is no money in- 
volved," Kutza said. "And we are a very 
powerful office We have interstate coop- 
eration with other attorney generals and 
we bring the violators to court if they 
don't comply." 


Kutza said the bureau is restoring 


about $55,000 a month to persons who 
were cheated. The bureau is becoming 
increasingly effective because it is creat- 
ing more local offices. 


Because of the money saved and the 


number of cases handled and settled, the 
Bureau of Consumer Fraud and Protec- 
tion is one of the most effective divisions 
of the attorney general's office, he 
added. 


"We have never lost a court case," 


Kutza said. When the bureau receives a 
complaint, it contacts the accused person 
or organization and tries to settle the 
problem out of court. 


Often the accused will voluntarily com- 


ply with the bureau. However, the bu- 
reau will take the accused to court if 
necessary, Kutza explained.-

Traffic 
Changes To 


Start Next Tuesday 


The anticipated changes in the traffic 


pattern of downtown Arlington Heights 
will be implemented by the village Tues- 
day at 4 a.m. 


Village Engineer Al Sander told the 


Herald that lighted signs on stands will 
be placed at the intersections where left- 
hand turns will be prohibited. These in- 
clude Vail Avenue and Campbell Street, 
Dunton Avenue and Campbell Street and 
Evergreen Avenue and Campbell Street. 


On Monday night, the village board is 


expected to vote favorably on three more 
additions to the revised traffic pattern. 


The trustees will be asked to approve a 


no left-hand turn sign at the intersection 
of Vail Avenue, Davis Avenue and Wing 
Street. Also up for a vote is a proposal 
requiring east bound motorists on Wing 


Street to go right at Vail Avenue and not 
go straight ahead or left. 


The last traffic item will be the prohi- 


bition of left-hand turns at the inter- 
section of Campbell Street, Davis Street 
and Evergreen Avenue. 


Sander said that westerly traffic on 


Davis Street will be forced to make a 
right-hand turn only on Vail Avenue. 


Tuesday morning will begin phase one 


improving the traffic patterns in the cen- 
tral business district. On Aug. 10, the vil- 
lage will begin to alter the traffic flow of 
parking lots downtown, eliminating left- 
hand turns where possible. Sander la- 
beled the parking lot changes as phase 
two. 


Police Capt. Jack Ai'arich said the po- 


lice understand that motorists will have 


to be educated to traffic changes. One 
police spokesman said the new, clock- 
wise flow of traffic will speed things up. 


Sander said that one change that will 


not occur Tuesday morning is the altera- 
tion of traffic leaving the Jewel-Osco 
parking lot at the Vail Street exit. He 
said that cars will continue to be able to 
go north and south on Vail. 


Harold Bell, spokesman for the Arling- 


ton Heights Chamber of Commerce, said 
the chamber would have no opposition to 
the proposed new traffic regulations. 


"This is something we agreed to when 


the preliminary meetings were held." 
Bell said. 


"I think we will have to see how this 


plan works in practice and hope that 
drivers are educated in these new rules."

WILUAM MANN, vice president for 


business affairs, explained again that the 
opening of Oakton Community College, 
serving Maine and Niles townships, will 
drain away badly needed charge-back 
revenue this fall. 


College president Robert Lahti, after 


praising Mann and the staff for their 
work on the budget, said that unantici- 
pated emergencies such as snowstorms 
could provoke additional spending that 
could result in a requirement for tax an- 
ticipation warrants 


In other action, four men were named 


to a screening committee for the col- 
lege's long-range planning program. 
They are Lahti, board member Richard 
Johnson, faculty member Pat Lewis and 
student body president Ron Bryant. The 
four will select the members of a full 
committee. 


After regular business was finished, 


the board went into closed session to dis- 
cuss the 1970-71 salary for Lahti.

Township Revision Proposal Planned 


Undesirable zoning and piecemeal an- 


nexation were identified as the major 
problems currently facing unincorpo- 
rated areas by representatives 
from 


Prospect Heights and unincorporated 
portions of Palatine, Des Plaines and 
Downers Grove at a meeting Wednesday 
evening 


The meeting was hosted by the North- 


west Suburban Counsil of Associations 
(NSCA), a group of nine Prospect 
Heights homeowner organizations, to de- 
termine the best form of government for 
unincorporated areas. 


"We have kicked around the idea of 


incorporation or annexation for a num- 
ber of years," said NSCA vice president 
Ronald Burton. "But neither alternative 
seems to be the solution." 


The solution, according to residents at 


the meeting, is a revised form of town- 
ship government which would have the 
power to pass ordinances and con- 
sequently control rezoning and annexa- 
tion. 


Annexation and incorporation were re- 


jected by the residents for a number of 
reasons. In the case of incorporation 
Burton said the unincorporated commu- 
nity of Prospect Heights does not have 
the facilities to go through the necessary 
legal steps. 


"It would take several people with a 


legal background who could devote them- 
selves full-time to the project," said Bur- 
ton. "And it is not certain we have a 
sufficient tax base to support an in- 
corporated community." 


"It is also necessary to secure the ap- 


proval of all municipalities within one 
and half miles of the boundaries of the 
area proposed for incorporatio n"das,i 
NSCA secretary Mrs. Marie Caylor. "In 
the case of Prospect Heights, this means 


Wheeling, Mount Prospect, Arlington 
Heights and Des Plaines. I don't think 
we could get that approval." 


The prospects of a satisfactory annexa- 


tion are also dim according to the NSCA 
officers. "A municipality we consider de- 
sirable may not want to take in our resi- 
dential area with its poor tax base," said 
Burton. 


"Municipalities are annexing portions 


of Prospect Heights now, but it is spot 
annexation," said Mrs. Caylor. They are 
grabbing the open land. 


Residents at the meeting also dis- 


favored maintaining the status quo, be- 
cause as Burton pointed out, "We are 
now plagued by undesirable zoning proj- 
ects; water, sewer and flooding prob- 
lems; and piecemeal annexation." 


"We will continue having problems 


with rezoning and one of these days 
apartments will be approved by the 
county unless we get power," pointed out 
a Prospect Heights resident. "Look at 
what happened in Palatine. They de- 
feated a proposal to construct town- 
houses on the Pebble Creek golf course 
only to have 20-story apartments ap- 
proved later for the same site." 


A Downers Grove resident said annex- 


ation has been the major problem in his 
area. He described the antics of the vil- 
lage in annexing corridors to prime sites, 
such as shopping centers. "They race 
with other villages to get these sites, 
shooting down alleys and annexing al- 
most anything including fire plugs." 


What the residents are seeking is pro- 


tection, the power of regulation and a 
governmental voice. The governmental 
unit most active in unincorporated areas' 
affairs now is the county. However, the 
residents said this form of government is 
unsatisfactory because the county's re- 


sponsibilities are too widespread. 


To alleviate these conditions, the resi- 


dents plan to prepare a written proposal 
for revising township government, which 
they will submit to the state legislature. 
Each resident at the meeting Wednesday 
was asked to bring suggestions for this 
proposal to another meeting scheduled 
for Aug. 19. 


As a first step, Wheeling Township'Su- 


pervisor Mrs. Ethel Kolerus informed 
the group that a delegate was in Spring- 
field this week to make a proposal to the 
Constitutional Convention insuring the 
preservation of township government. 


The proposal states "township govern- 


ments may be established in any county 
when approved ly a county wide referen- 
dum. Townships may be consolidated, 
merged, divided or dissolved when ap- 
proved by a referendum in the townships 
affected." 


As a second step the residents propose 


expansion of township powers to include 
zoning, planning, health, police and fire. 
Mrs. Kolerus also suggested broadening 
the township board of auditors and giv- 
ing the township responsibility over ab- 
sentee ballots. 


One resident from Downers Grove was 


s k e p t i c a l about the feasibility of 
strengtheing township government. "You 


are asking the county to give up some of 
its power to a tower form of government 
and you are asking the state to give the 
status of a municipality to townships. 
Where are you going to get the support 
needed for this kind of legislation?" 


"I was asked the same question one 


and a half years ago when we planned to 
fight House Bill 1241, which provided for 
involuntary annexation of unincorporated 
areas. But we defeated the bill." 
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Village In Line 
For Revenue Plan 


Arlington Heights may receive $158,428 


from the federal government in 1975. 


The Treasury Department recently re- 


leased an 84-page report listing monies 
states, cities and counties would receive 
when the Nixon administration's revenue 
sharing plan goes into effect. 


As of yet, the Congress has shown little 


enthusiasm for the plan. 


The Nixon administration feels that 


this is a way of alleviating problems 
caused by local communities running out, 
of tax revenues Robert Arnold, assistant 
to Secretary of the Treasury David M. 
Kennedy, told the Herald that the 
amount a local community gets would 
depend on the amount of revenue it 
raises itself. 


He said that if two towns of the same 


size raise $1 million and $2 million re- 


spectively, the $2 million town would get 
more from the federal government under 
this plan. 


"A very complex algebraic formula is 


used to determine the amount of funds 
state and local governments would re- 
ceive," Arnold said. 


"Factors determining the figures in- 


clude population, present income of a 
state or community and present revenue 
raised by the state or community," he 
added. 


Arlington Heights Village Mgr L.A. 


Hanson said all he knew about the plan 
was what he had read in the newspapers 
and he admitted that he wasn't deaf 
about the plan's implementation. 


He said that if the plan did go to the 


floor of Congress, he thought that area 
congressmen would be under some pres- 
sure to vote favorably on it.

It was a beautiful idea by the Chicago 


Park District Bridge the generation gap 
by offering six free rock concerts in 
Grant Park. 


There wasn't any love, peace or beauty 


in Grant Park last Monday at the first 
rock concert. Blood, pain, anger and fire 
prevailed. 


Men in blue uniforms — cops, police- 


men or fascist pigs, whatever you choose 
to call them — were caught in the 
middle, once again 


There could be charges of police bru- 


tality similar to those after the 1968 
Democratic Convention in Chicago. But 
there aren't. 


"I think everybody felt pretty much 


the same way. The police were not 
w r o n g 
They weren't causing any 


trouble. Just doing what they had to do," 
said Mrs. Gerald C. Collignon, 56 S. 
Greeley St., Palatine. 


"I think they did a wonderful job from 


what I saw on TV and read in the pa- 
per." said Mrs. Inga Jacobsen, 2600 Park 
St.. Rolling Meadows. 


Both residents said the Chicago Park 


District shouldn't attempt another rock 
concert. 


"The kids ruined it for themselves," 


said Mrs. Jacobsen. The bad ones spoiled 
it for everybody." 


Mrs. Leslie D. Fick, 2804 Dove St., 


Rolling Meadows, said the Grant Park 
and 1968 riots aren't comparable and she 
"really felt sorry for the policemen in 
the 1968 riots." 


"There's such a big difference between 


the two," said Mrs, Collignon. 


"Something political is different from 


something entertainment oriented like 
this rock fest was supposed to be. The 
people are different." 


Mrs. Jacobsen said, "There were so 


many more troublemakers coming in 
from the outside during the 1968 riots. 


"Of course, I think what happened last 


Monday was planned, I'm against de- 
struction of any kind." 


"From the television reports I saw, I 


think the police acted pretty good," said 
Mrs. Carol Arvo, 3006 Thrush Lane, Roll- 
ing Meadows. 


"I'm all for the police rather than the 


other way. I think there should be a lot 
more law enforcement and respect for 
the law than there is right now," she 
said. 


Mrs. Arvo said there are many young 


people who like rock concerts, "and, as 
usual, a few spoiled it for the majority. 1 
really believe most young people are all 
right."

The boy, Agapito S. Vasquez is heing 


held by police until he can be turned 
over to immigration authorities because 
he told police he had entered the country 
illegally from Mexico. 


"He was scared," said Fire Chief Or- 


ville Helms. He was asked why he didn't 
break a window to get out, Helms said. 
Through an interpreter Vasquez replied, 
"I was afraid to because I would be 
charged for the window." 


The fire department was summoned to 


the scene at 12:32 a.m. to fight the smol- 
dering blaze. 


Helms said the volunteers had just re- 


turned from a call on the Northwest 
Highway at a service station in which 
gasoline had spilled when the hose from 
a tanker truck slipped from its con- 
nection to an underground tank. 


"There's smoke around the Shay," 


were the words used to summon the men 
down the street from the Slade Street 
station, said Helms. 


No one was hurt in the mishap which 


Helms said started in a back r,3m used 
for washing dishes and cooking utensils. 
He described the damage as "exten- 
sive." 


Helms said he believed the fire started 


in a dishwasher which had been left run- 
ning. Arson was not suspected, he said. 
The exact cause was not known, he said. 


Vasquez, who speaks little English, 


smelled the smoke Helms said, and 


called the owner of the restaurant, Dean 
Koutas, whose address was given as 132 
S. Plum Grove Road. 


Koutas bought the restaurant about 


two months ago. He bad recently finished 
remodeling it. 


He said yesterday he left the restau- 


rant about 10:10 p.m. Wednesday and 
had locked Vasquez in. The job of the 
youth, he said, is to mop the floors and 
clean the booths. 


AFTER RECEIVING the call he re- 


turned to the restaurant and freed the 
youth. 


Koutas said Vasquez "had a room" 


someplace, but he did not know where. 


After the fire started, Helms said, it 


moved up a wall to a false ceiling and 
then moved across the ceiling to the 
front of the restaurant. The fire, he said, 
was brought under control in a matter of 
minutes, he said, but dousing the smol- 
dering ceiling took a "long time." The 
final group of firemen left the scene at 
about 5:30 a.m., he said. 


A total of 25 men fought the blaze, the 


chief said, but there was no need for mu- 
tual aid, an agreement through which 
neighboring communities send men and 
equipment if asked. 


The Palatine Pastry Shop at 37 W. 


Slade and The Optical Center at 47 W. 
Slade, neighboring businesses, sustained 
smoke damage. 


The chief said the restaurant was in- 


sured. 


Witnesses said they did not see flames 


shooting from the building but smoke bil- 
lowing from it. 


The cocktail lounge next to the restau- 


rant sustained heavy smoke and water 
damage but was not touched by the 
flames. 


Chief Helms said during the recent re- 


modeling the village had required that 
the wall separating the restaurant from 
the bar be extended all the way to the 
ceiling instead of stopping at the false 
ceiling. It was this wall, he said, which 
slopped the lire from spreading any far- 
ther. 


'Heat's On'; 
Bags Failing 


If your village approved garbage bags 


are starting to rip, tear and spill garbage 
you're not alone. 


The Palatine Health Department has 


reported that more than a few house- 
wives have been calling to find out what 
the story is. 


The reason for failing garbage bags is 


that the heat is on, Bob Leonard, a 
health department aide, said. 


Specifically, the recent hot spell has 


caused the bags to weaken. The weather, 
Leonard said, has made the bags "a 
little more pliable." 


Leonard also pointed out that the bags 


that are now being sold at local stores 
are different than the bags that were dis- 
tributed when the village first started the 
program. 


Leonard said the current bags are two 


mils in thickness compared to the three 
mil thickness bags that were originally 
used in the program. 


The two mil bags, he said, contain a 


chemical designed to make them just as 
durable as the heavier bag.

day in the Shay. 


But the Shay was perhaps best known 


for the young people who often gathered 
outside it. The quiet nights of downtown 
Palatine were often shattered by the 
sound of automobile engines being rev- 
ved up. Young people often sat on the 
hoods of cars and talked about the things 
which they thought were important. It 
was not because Slade Street was a good 
place to be, rather, it was one of the few 
places teenagers could go in the town. 


Perhaps the Shay is best known to lo- 


cal policemen for the term "Shay Laps." 
Instead of going for rides in the coun- 
tryside, young people would drive around 
the block, slowing in front of the Shay to 
see what was going on. 


Early yesterday morning Shay Laps 


would have been stopped by fire engines.

Churches Adjust To Youth's Needs, Quietly 


In a very quiet way several Palatine 


churches have kept abreast of the chang- 
ing youth scene by breaking with tradi- 
tions. 


Basement meeting rooms of senior 


high groups have become coffeehouses, 
hymnals have, in some cases, included 
tunes by the Beatles and organs havt 
been replaced with guitars. 


Although most of the villages 15 


churches have not changed their youth 
programs to any radical extent, a few 
have innovatively led the Way into what 
one local minister termed "a trend to- 
day." 


"I'd like to see local churches meet a 


great need of Palatine," says Arnold 
Koriath, associate pastor of St. Pauls 
Church, 144 E. Palatine Road. "And that 
need is giving teens a place to go and do 
what they do best — talk." 


And even though St. Pauls has not yet 


Police Observe Strike 


Palatine patrolmen are watching close- 


ly, the dispute between the Cook County 
Police Association and Wheeling, Wauke- 
gan and the Lake County sheriff's de- 
partment.

Several months ago, when the patrol- 


men were involved in a dispute with the 
Palatine Village Board, they said they 
would not strike in Palatine and deprive 
the village of police services. 


"As long as the lines of communiiation 


are open between the Cook County Police 
Association and the village," Winkelhake 
said yesterday, "there is no reason to 
strike." 


Asked if he thought police should have 


the right to strike, he replied "it depends 
on the issue." 


"Police are entitled to the same rights 


and privileges as any other citizen or 
worker," he said. 


The public expects its policemen to 


conduct themselves on a professional lev- 
el, Winkelhake said, and most of the 
problems which the Cook County Police 
Association tries to correct in some way 
"interfere 
with the goal of profes- 


sionalism," 


established such a facility, several other 
local churches have. 


FOB EXAMPLE, the First Baptist 


Church of Palatine at 1023 E. Palatine 
Rd. has recently opened a coffeehouse 
called "WaMon" (meaning a place to 
think, as one teen said) in a reconverted 
barn located directly behind the church 
building. 


And perhaps one of the most exciting 


and innovative programs for youth is 
now going on at the Immanuel Lutheran 
Church at 203 N. Bothwell. 


There, minister of youth and Christian 


education Doug Mosel is heading a 
unique experiment in church youth pro- 
grams with a drop-in center for teens in 
the basement of a house adjacent to the 
church building. 


"Basically, the way we are trying to 


work with high school people is to let the 
church be for them what it has to be," 
Mosel said. "I mean, high school people 
have unique needs and the church has to 
relate to those needs to be effective." 


Open three times per week and some- 


times on Sunday afternoons, teens come 
to the drop-in center for either structured 
or free-style entertainment. This includes 
folk singing, movies, outside speakers or 
discussions. And on the first and third 
Monday of each month a coffeehouse ses- 
sion is held. 


HAVING BEGUN last October, "the 


growth is small, but steady," Mosel said, 
refering to the fact that the center is not 
a "come-one-come-aU" type of operation, 
but a place which catches on among 
teens by word of mouth communication. 


Another project which began on a 


small scale and has subsequently blos- 
somed is the'contemporary worship ser- 
vices at the Christ Lutheran Church, 41 
S. Rohlwing Rd. 
' 


Several months ago assistant pastor 


Roy Jeremiah and a lay committee be- 
gan a service which was held on an ex- 
perimental basis that featured guitars, 
contemporary 
music, and something 


called "The Outspoken Word" — a re- 
placement for the traditional sermon. 


Since then the service, which is held at 


9:45 a.m. each Sunday, has not only 
caught on with the church's youth, but 
more than 60 per cent of the entire 2,200 
congregation are now attending this ser- 
vice instead of the traditional services 
held before and after the contemporary 
worship. 


"People have told me how they are 


finding things here, finding a meaning in 
worship they never found before," Jere- 
miah said. 


GOING ON THE theory that laymen 


know best what other laymen of younger 
age bracket can "dig," the committee 
decides what format each worship ser- 
vice will follow. For example, a film en- 
titled "The Supper" deals with commu- 
nion and will replace the sermon at this 
Sunday's communion service.

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Migrant Program Inspected 


Elementary School District 15's sum- 


mer migrant child program was invaded 
yesterday—invaded by "big shots" from 
Washington, D.C., and Springfield. 


However, the invasion took more the 


form of an inspection and consultation 
with area directors and certainly was 
anything but hostile in its nature. 


Two representatives from the migrant 


program office of the U.S. Dept. of 
Health, Education and Welfare and one 
from the state Title I program office vis- 
ited the Gray Sanborn School in Palatine 
for a three-hour meeting with Dist. 15 
Superintendent Frank Whitely, Marion 
Omiatek, a Dist. 15 administrator, and 
Virginia Tolk, coordinator of the migrant 
child program. 


Time was spent looking over the Dist 


15 migrant program, watching the chil- 
dren at work and play and talking about 
the program's facilities and equipment. 
But the No. 1 concern for both sides of 
the meeting was finances—how much 
money the program would need for oper- 
ations next year and how much would be 
available to it. 


The Dept. of HEW this year allocated 


$51 million for use in migrant education 
programs within states carrying such 
programs. The money was divided 
among 47 states, Illinois 
receiving 


$475,00 to help finance 33 migrant proj- 
ects in the state. Of this, Dist. 15 re- 
ceived $13,000. 


ALTHOUGH HEW expects to receive 


between $54 and $56 million for pro- 


gramming migrant education next year, 
Illinois can expect to receive about the 
same amount next year. Because of an 
increasing number of migrant children 
seeking education, the money must be 
spread thinly among a larger population. 
. "Migrant programs suffer because we 
have very little visibility to find out ex- 
actly how many migrants would be in- 
volved in them," Vic Rivera, chief direc- 
tor of HEW migrant program operations, 
said, The only way to get semi-accurate 
information on the size of the migrant 
population is to "get out and stomp 
around," he said. 


"Right now migrant education is riding 


the crest of a giant wave," Rivera sakl, 
noting the recent Senate subcommittee 
hearings concerning the living conditions 
of migrants. "Unfortunately,- it's looking 
a little negative." 


A problem with inadequate funding for 


the migrant program centers around the 
red tape of bureaucracy. "Everyone 
thinks he's an expert in education be- 
cause everyone is touched by it to var- 
ying degrees," Rivera said. When fund- 
ing proposals go through the bureaucra- 
cy, there is always someone who will ob- 
ject or want to -make changes, even 
though he is not a professional educator, 
he said, often making federal funding 
"unrealistic." 


However, in looking over the migrant 


program at the Sanborn School in which 
90 children were involved this week, Riv- 
era and his associates appeared to be 


quite impressed with what they saw. 


DURING THE COURSE of the sum- 


mer program, one of the major objec- 
tives was to develop good health habits 
for the children through planned instruc- 
tion in basic hygeine and good grooming. 
Among some of the health accom- 
plishments were 26 physical exam- 
inations, two malnourished children giv- 
en a supply of vitamins to regain their 
health, 47 children sent to the Harper 
Dental College and 41 students tested for 
TB. 


Entering a classroom in which several 


children wore busy making paper "som- 
breros" seemed to provide the biggest 
treat for the visitors. Mixed in with chil- 
dren making his own sombrero was a 
white-clad painter who was a member of 
the school's maintenance crew. 


"That's really great," Rivera remark- 


ed, laughing at the sight. "That's a good 
program when the painter wants to mix 
in with the children and help them with 
their projects." 


Both HEW representatives agreed that

They will now take a 
break until the regular academic year 
resumes Aug. 31'for all grades, or until 
Friday, Aug. 28 when freshmen day 
orientation is held for incoming students. 
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al of any suits, injunctions and/or legal 
actions," and that "no future actions be 
taken against any officer or officers as a 
result of not reporting for duty during 
the period ending with their return to 
work as a result of good faith agree- 
ments relating to employe benefits." 


Even after the policemen have re- 


turned to work the village board says it 
will not "entertain as such an employ- 
er/employe form of contract between the 
village board and the members of the 
police department" and will not "ac- 
knowledge the Cook County Police Asso- 
ciation." 


Both groups agree that upon the police- 


men's return to work, discussions be- 
tween the two groups will be held o» 
various issues. The police have called foi 
"negotiations, and if necessary, media- 
tion, between the two groups." 


The village board however, has offered 


only to meet and discuss (certain issues) 
with members of the Wheeling Police 
Department. 


The board says it will discuss revising 


the grievance procedure "but not allow- 
ing the officers and, or employes to ob- 
tain the services of and be represented 
by professional and, or other representa- 
tion." The police however, want to be 
lalowed that representation in the griev- 
ance procedure. 


BOTH GROUPS have agreed to dis- 


cuss revising the top pay plan range and 
step, and considering an increased sala- 
ry differential for supervisory and ad- 
ministrative ranks. 


They also agree that a longevity and 


continued employment incentive pro- 
gram will be discussed, and that any 
salary and fringe benefits agreed upon 
will be retroactive to May 1,1970. 
' The board also offered to discuss two 
things the police had not asked for, a 
uniform allowance and village ownership 
of weapons. 


Both groups agree that after the police- 


men return to work "all public releases 
and statements will be issued jointly and 
be representative of both the police and 
hte village board members." 


The police also want the existing prac- 


tice of police representation at budget 
and financial reviews to be continued. 
"Unnecessary delays in reaching con- 
clusive meaningful agreements must be 
acknowledged as acting contrary to good 
faith and the best interest of all con- 
cerned," Wolf said Wednesday. He said 
this applies to both sides. 


The policemen also want the board to 


consider mediation of any remaining out- 
standing issues, including recognition of 
the CCPA, he said. 


Appraise Levitt 
Land In Court 
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A real estate appraiser testified yester- 


day that the 15 acres in Buffalo Grove 
being condemned for a school site by 
Dist 96 had a cash market value of 
about $102,000. 


Joseph Nowicki, a real estete ap- 


praiser and home builder with offices in 
LaGrange, was one of the school dis- 
trict's witnesses in the condemnation 
trial currently being held in Lake County 
Circuit Court in Waukegan. 


Under cross examination, however, Jo- 


seph Nowicki 'said that if improvements 
(such as streets and sewers) were on the 
land, it would be worth about $258,000. 


The school district is condemning 15 


acres of land owned by Levitt-and Sons, 
Inc. The site involves 57 homeeltes. They 
are in an unbuilt portion of Levitt's 
.Strathmore development in Lake County 
Buffalo Grove. 


The cross examination concerning the 


land If the improvements were installed 
came from Donald Morrison, an attorney 
for Levitt. 


Morrison asked Nowicki whether he 


knew Levitt bad • bond to install im- 
provements on the land. Nowicki to 


fied that if provisions for the improve- 
ments had been arranged between the 
village and Levitt, then he (Nowicki) 
"would have to consider (appraise) the 
land on the basis of being improved." 


Nowicki said in (us testimony that he 


made his appraiser in February. He said 
that as of Feb. 24, the fair cash market 
value of the land was about $1,770 per 
house lot, or about $102,000 for the entire 
site. 
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the Dist. 15 migrant program was "a- 
typical" compared to the others they had 
seen during their travels across the coun- 
try. They particularly praised the in- 
structors involved in the program, com- 
menting or their ability to easily commu- 
nicate with the children. 


Bill Lash, assistant director of the 


state Title I program, rated the Dist. 15 
program "among the top 10 programs in 
the state." He also praised district ad- 
ministrators for the support and finan- 
cial backing tliey had given the migrant 
program which he felt contributed to the 
success of the local program. 


Because today marks the final day of 


the six-week migrant program, it seemed 
particularly appropriate that the state 
and federal representatives made their 
tour of the Dist. 15 program yesterday. 
Although the field of aid to migrants is a 
relatively unstable one, Dist. 15 adminis- 
trators and teachers were left with the 
security that there would again be funds 
for their work next year, even though 
basically the same as this year. 


Steps Made For 
Drug Info Center 


Plans to set up a drug information cen- 


ter in the Northwest suburbs, and possi- 
bly Palatine, moved a step closer to real- 
ity this Wednesday, says Dr. Ralph Mor- 
ris of Palatine. 


Morris, a professor of pharmacology at 


the University of Illinois medical center, 
is one of several local men spearheading 
an effort to establish a drug information 
center which would operate on a 24-hour 
basis, and would serve "as a clearing 
house for information on drugs" for resi- 
dents of Northwest suburban towns. 


Wednesday, Morris joined Palatine Dr. 


Morton Friedman, Emmerson Thomas 
and Dennis Morgan of the Palatine 
Township Youth Committee and John 
Wightman, executive director of the 
Northwest Suburban Special Education 
Organization in meeting with Bert Choti- 
ner, assistant administrator of Northwest 
Community Hospital; to discuss the 
feasibility of developing such a program. 


"The enthusiasm was tremendously 


high," Morris said. "I've seen a lot of 
people talk about this type of thing be- 
fore, but it looks like this one might real- 
ly go." 


Morris said the purpose of Wednes- 


day's meeting was to discuss details for 
a larger meeting to be held in August 
and inform various civic groups of the 
project's intent. 


He said Northwest Community Hospi- 


tal officials have agreed to house the 
center in its preliminary stages in the 
hospital. There is a chance, however that 
a 24-hour service will eventually be set 
up elsewhere, and possibly in Palatine. 
"Steps are being taken toward the estab- 
lishment of such a facility at this time," 
he added. 


If all goes well at the late August 


meeting, the center could begin oper- 
ations in the hospital as early as this 
September, Morris said. 


THE MEETING will be held at 8 p.m , 


Aug. 26 in Northwest Community. Some 
50 people representing all levels of coun- 
ty and local civic and professional organ- 
izations will be invited. 


"At the meeting, these people will lis- 


ten to an explanation of our program, 
will then break up into small workshop 
seminars, and then will regroup for a 
summary and a statement of com- 
mitment," Morris said. 


Morris said he and others involved in 


the project will ask the various groups 
for a commitment of support. "We are 
out not to train the community about 
drug information, but to train those who 


are running the community." 


An example of what can come from 


such training can be seen in the Palatine 
and Arlington Heights public libraries, 
which have agreed to prepare reputable 
bibliographies for and supply a wide 
range of literature on drug abuse to their 
patrons. 


"Once we are able to formulate other 


programs of this sort we can apply for 
funding," which is available for the drug 
info center project at the federal, state 
and county level, Morris said.

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Township Revision Proposal Planned 


Undesirable zoning and piecemeal an- 


nexation were identified as the major 
problems currently facing unincorpo- 
rated areas by representatives from 
Prospect Heights and unincorporated 
portions of Palatine, Des Plaines and 
Downers Grove at a meeting Wednesday 
evening. 


The meeting was hosted by the North- 


west Suburban Counsil of Associations 
(NSCA). a group of nine Prospect 
Heights homeowner organizations, to de- 
termine the best form of government for 
unincorporated areas. 


"We have kicked around the idea of 


incorporation ot annexation for a num- 
ber of years," said NSCA vice president 
Ronald Burton. "But neither alternative 
seems to be the solution." 


The solution, according to residents at 


the meeting, is a revised form of town- 
ship government which would have the 
power to pass ordinances and con- 
sequently control rezoning and annexa- 
tion. 


Annexation and incorporation were re- 


jected by the residents for a number of 
reasons. In the case of incorporation 
Burton said the unincorporated commu- 
nity of Prospect Heights does not have 
the facilities to go through the necessary 
legal steps 


"It would take several people with a 


legal background who could devote them- 
selves full-time to the project," said Bur- 
ton "And it is not certain we have a 
sufficient tax base to support an in- 
corporated community." 


"It is also necessary to secure the ap- 


proval of all municipalities within one 


lit, 


and half miles of the boundaries of the 
area proposed for incorporatio n"das,i 
NSCA secretary Mrs. Marie Caylor. "In 
the case of Prospect Heights, this means 
Wheeling, Mount Prospect, Arlington 
Heights and Des Plaines. I don't think 
we could get that approval." 


The prospects of a satisfactory annexa- 


tion are also dim according to the NSCA 
officers. "A municipality we consider de- 
sirable may not want to take in our resi- 
dential area with its poor tax base," said 
Burton. 


"Municipalities are annexing portions 


of Prospect Heights now, but it is spot 
annexation," said Mrs. Caylor. They are 
grabbing the open land. 


Residents at the meeting also dis- 


favored maintaining the status quo, be- 
cause as Burton pointed out, "We are 
now plagued by undesirable zoning proj- 
ects; water, sewer and flooding prob- 
lems; and piecemeal annexation." 


"We will continue having problems 


with rezoning and one of these days 
apartments will be approved by the 
county unless we get power," pointed out 
a Prospect Heights resident. "Look at 
what happened in Palatine. They de- 
feated a proposal to construct town- 
houses on the Pebble Creek golf course 
only to have 20-story apartments ap- 


proved later for the same site." 


A Downers Grove resident said annex- 


ation has been the major problem in his 
area. He described the antics of the vil- 
lage in annexing corridors to prime sites, 
such as shopping centers. "They race 
with other villages to get these sites, 
shooting down alleys and annexing al- 
most anything including fire plugs." 


What the residents are seeking is pro- 


tection, the .power of regulation and a 
governmental voice. The governmental 
unit most active in unincorporated areas' 
affairs now is the county. However, the 
residents said this form of government is 
unsatisfactory because the county's re- 
sponsibilities are too widespread. 


To alleviate these conditions, the resi- 


dents plan to prepare a written proposal 
for revising township government, which 
they will submit to the state legislature. 
Each resident at the meeting Wednesday 
was asked to bring suggestions for this 
proposal to another meeting scheduled 
for Aug. 19. 


As a first step, Wheeling Township Su- 


pervisor Mrs. Ethel Koterus informed 
the group that a delegate was in Spring- 
field this week to make a proposal to the 
Constitutional Convention insuring the 
preservation of township government 


The proposal states "township govern- 


ments may be established in any county 


dum. Townships may be consolidated, 
merged, divided or dissolved when ap- 
proved by a referendum in the townships 
affected." 


As a second step the residents propose 


expansion of township powers to include 
zoning, planning, health, police and fire. 
Mrs. Koterus also suggested broadening 
the township board of auditors and giv- 
ing the township responsibility over ab- 
sentee ballots. 


One resident from Downers Grove was 


s k e p t i c a l about the feasibility «f 
strengtheing township government. "You 
are asking the county to give up some of 
its power to a lower form of government 
and you are asking the state to give the 
status of a municipality to townships. 
Where are you going to get the support 
needed for this kind of legislation?" 


"I was asked the same question one 


and a half years ago when we planned to 
fight House Bill 1241, which provided for 
involuntary annexation of unincorporated 
areas. But we defeated the bill." 


Other residents said another point in 


their favor was the power struggle be- 
tween the "Daly machine" Nd politicians 
down state.

THEY ARE WORKING primarily with

reach Program come out of private do- 
nations entirely since it is a not-for-pro- 
grt organization, except for the salary of 
Thomas, which is paid through Township 
funds. 


The word "Outreach" was applied to 


the program since it refers to a street- 
work type of operation for troubled teens 
which has "reached out" from the inner 
city, where it began, to suburbs like Pal- 
atine. 


Dennis Morgan said all of the new staf- 


fers will apply a standard procedure in 
their work. "The process is that we just 
hang around where the kids are for as 
long as it takes to gain their acceptance, 
and for them to realize that we are a 
resource they can use if they want. It's 
time consuming, but it works."

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Judge Dismisses 
Suit Against ZPG 


The Northwest Chapter of Zero Popu- 


lation Growth (7PG) approved of a deci- 
sion made Wednesday by a Circuit 
Court judge to dismiss a charge of solic- 
itation to commit abortion. 


Donna Farley, Elk Grove Village resi- 


dent who is vice chairman of Northwest 
ZPG. said the group is "glad to see the 
decision and thinks it will help" the cam- 
paign to legalize abor ion hi Illinois. 


Judge George E. Dolezal dismissed the 


charge on the grounds that he considered 
the Illinois abortion statute to be uncon- 
stitutional. Under the law, all abortions 
performed in the state are Illegal, al- 
though physicians are granted grounds 
for defense if the) perform the operation 
to save a woman's life. 


judge Dolezal, citing recent court deci- 


sions outside of Illinois, said the state 
law was vague and infringed on a wom- 
an's constitutional right to control her 
own body. 


"FOR MYSELF 1 feel a woman has 


the right to determine what she does 
with her own body," Mrs. Parley said, 
"ZPG is favorable to legalizing abortion 
laws to the extent of a medical decision 
between a woman and her doctor. 


"We would like to see abortion laws 


liberalized as • stopgap for population 
control but we would never consider 
abortion as a prime method of birth con- 
trol." 


ZPG is an organization working in 


coordination with anti-pollution groups 
and advocates each family having only 
two children. 


Mrs. Farley said she didn't know what 


the Judge's decision would mean to abor- 
tion laws or population control but said 
abortion has been important in the state 
legislature with the vote to legalizing 
abortion "getting closer and closer." 


"ZPG plans on doing research in the 


legislative field before November elec- 
tions, according to Mrs. Farley. She said 
area ZPG groups, including the North- 
west chapter, plan to interview all state 
legislative candidats to get and publicize 
their stands "on the population problem 
as well as the entire environmental situ- 
ation." 


SHE SAID THE results would probably 


be ready by the end of September. 
Northwest ZPG plans to work with ZPG 


chapters in Chicago, Harrington and on 
the North Shore in interviewing the can- 
didates. 


Candidates for the three seats open in 


the state legislature in the northwest sub- 
urban area's congressional district are 
i n c u m b e n t s Eugene Schlickman, 
R-Arlington Heights; David Regner, 
R-Mount Prospect; and Eugenia S. Chap- 
man, D-Arlington Heights. Gerard Man- 
nix, D-Palatine is also a candidate. 


Northwest ZPG plans to meet with the 


other area chapters on Aug. 4. Mrs. 
Farley said the meeting will be for over- 
all organization, but that the legislative 
research will probably be discussed. The 
meeting will be the first time the ZPG 
chapters have gotten together to coordi- 
nate future plans.

for their new home, so when the door-to- 
door salesman offered nice carpeting for 
such a reasonable price, the young 
couple could not resist. 


The rooms were measured, carpets 


were ordered and the Smiths wrote the 
salesman a check for $1,500. 


The new carpeting was to be delivered 


in two weeks, but it never came. Nor did 
the Smiths ever see their $1,500 again. 


It's fraudulent sales like this that the 


Illinois Attorney General's Bureau of 
Consumer Fraud and Protection is at- 
tempting to eliminate.

Frauds in Chicago's northwest suburbs 


generally come from the sale of house- 
hold items, Kutza explained. Much solic- 
itation involves siding, gutters, storm 
doors and windows and landscaping. 


"We take cases most lawyers wouldn't 


handle because there is no money in- 
volved," Kutza said. "And we are a very 
powerful office. We have interstate coop- 
eration with other attorney generals and 
we bring the violators to court if they 


don't comply." 


Kutza said the bureau is restoring 


about $55,000 a month to persons who ' 
were cheated. The bureau is becoming 
increasingly effective because it is creat- 
ing more local offices. 


Because of the money saved and the 


number of cases handled and settled, the 
Bureau of Consumer Fraud and Protec- 
tion is one of the most effective divisions 
of the attorney general's office, he 
added. 


"We have never lost a court case," 


Kutza said. When the bureau receives a 
complaint, it contacts the accused person 
or organization and tries to settle the 
problem out of court. 


Often the accused will voluntarily com- 


ply with the bureau. However, the bu- 
reau will take the accused to court if 
necessary, Kutza explained.

The Rev George Clements, pastor of 


Holy Angels Church in Chicago's Ken- 
wood District, delivered the final address 
in the Sidewalk Academy speakers' pro- 
gram at Sacred Heart Church in Rolling 
Meadows.

Academy program in Rolling Meadows 
totaled a deficit of $100 to $250. Persons 
holding season tickets for the series can 
receive reimbursements from Brooks. 


In his speech, dealing with the topic, 


"Jesus Chnst the Revolutionary," Fa- 
ther Clements said that after much suc- 
cess in earlier years in the civil rights 
movement a general air of apathy settled 
over whites and blacks who worked with- 
in it.

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Migrant Program Inspected 


Elementary School District IS's sum- 


mer migrant .child program was invaded , 
yesterday—invaded by "big shots" from 
Washington, D.C., and Springfield. 


However, the invasion, took more the 


form of an inspection and consultation 
with area directors and certainly was 
anything but hostile in its nature. 


Two representatives from the migrant 


program office of the U.S. Dept. of 
Health, Education and Welfare and one 
from the state Title I program office vis- 
ited the Gray Sanborn School in Palatine 
for a three-hour meeting with Dist. IS 
Superintendent Frank Whitely, Marion 
Omiatek, a Dist. 15 administrator, and 
Virginia Tolk, coordinator of the migrant 
child program. 


Time was spent looking over the Dist. 


15 migrant program, watching the chil- 
dren at work and play and talking about 
the program's facilities and equipment. 
But the No. 1 concern for both sides of 
the meeting was finances—how much 
money the program would need for oper- 
ations next year and how much would be 
available to it. 


The Dept. of HEW this year allocated 


$51 million for use in migrant education 
programs within states carrying such 
programs. The money was divided 
among 47 states, Illinois receiving 
$475,00 to help finance 33 migrant proj- 
ects in the state. Of this, Dist. 15 re- 
ceived $13,000. 


ALTHOUGH HEW expects to receive 


between $54 and $56 million for pro- 
gramming migrant education next year, 
Illinois can expect to receive about the 
same amount next year. Because of an 
increasing number of migrant children 
seeking education, the money must be 
spread thinly among a larger population. 


"Migrant programs suffer because we 


have very little visibility to find out ex- 
actly bow many migrants would be in- 
volved in them," Vic Rivera, chief direc- 


tor of HEW migrant program operations, 
said. The only way to get semi-accurate 
information on the size of the migrant 
population is to "get out and stomp 
around," he said. 


"Right now migrant education is riding 


the crest of a giant wave," Rivera laid, 
noting the recent Senate subcommittee 
hearings concerning the living conditions 
of migrants. "Unfortunately, it's looking 
a little negative." 


A problem with inadequate funding for 


the migrant program centers around the 
red tape of bureaucracy. "Everyone 
thinks he's an expert in education be- 
cause everyone is touched by it to var- 
ying degrees," Rivera said. When fund- 
ing proposals go through the bureaucra- 
cy, there is always someone who will ob- 
ject or want to make changes, even 
though he is not a professional educator, 
he said, often making federal funding 
' "unrealistic."

90 children were involved this week, Riv- 
era and his associates appeared to be

Appraise Levitt 
Land In Court 
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A real estate appraiser testified yester- 


day that the 15 acres in Buffalo Grove 
being condemned for a school site by 
Dist. 98 had a cash market value of 
about $102,000. 


Joseph Nowicki, a real estrte ap- 


praiser and home builder with offices in' 
LaGrange, was one of the school dis- 
trict's witnesses in the condemnation 
trial currently being held in Lake County 
Circuit Court in Waukegan. 


Under cross examination, however, Jo- 


seph Nowfcki said that if improvements 
(such, as streets and sewers) were on the 
land, it would be worth about $258,000. 


The school district is condemning 15. 


acres of land owned by Levitt and Sons, 
Inc. The site involves 57 homesites. They 
are in an unbuilt portion of Levitt's 
Strathmore development in Lake County 
Buffalo Grove. 


The cross examination concerning the 


land if the Improvements were installed 
came from Donald Morrison, an attorney 
for Levitt 


Morrison uked Nowicki whether he 


knew Levitt had a bond to install Im- 
provements on the land. Nowicki to 


fied that if provisions for the improve- 
ments had been arranged between the 
village and Levitt, then he (Nowicki) 
"would have to consider (appraise) the 
land on the basis of being improved." 


Nowicki said in his testimony that he 


made his appraisal in February. He said 
that as of Feb. 24, the fan* cash market 
value of the land was about $1,770 per 
house lot, or about $102,000 for the entire 
site. 
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the Dist. 15 migrant program was "a- 
typical" compared to the others they had 
seen during their travels across the coun- 
try. They particularly praised the in- 
structors involved in the program, com- 
menting or their ability to easily commu- 
nicate with the children. 


Bill Lash, assistant director of the 


state Title I program, rated the Dist. 15 
program "among the top 10 programs in 
the state." He also praised district ad- 
ministrators for the support and finan- 
cial backing they had given the migrant 
program which he felt contributed to the 
success of the local program.

Although the field of aid to migrants is a 
relatively unstable one, Dist 15 adminis- 
trators and teachers were left with the 
security that there would again be funds 
for their work next year, even though 
basically the same as this year.

Steps Made For 
Drug Info Center 


Plans to set up a drug information cen- 


ter in the Northwest suburbs, and possi- 
bly Palatine, moved a step closer to real- 
ity this Wednesday, says Dr. Ralph Mor- 
ris of Palatine. 


Morris, a professor of pharmacology at 


the University of Illinois medical center, 
is one of several local men spearheading 
an effort to establish a drug information 
center which would operate on a 24-hour 
basis, and would serve "as a clearing 
bouse for information on drugs" for resi- 
dents of Northwest suburban towns. 


Wednesday, Morris joined Palatine Dr. 


Morton Friedman, Emmerson Thomas 
and Dennis Morgan of the Palatine 
Township Youth Committee and John 
Wightman, executive director of the 
Northwest Suburban Special Education 
Organization in meeting with Bert Choti- 
ner, assistant administrator of Northwest 
Community Hospital; to discuss the 
feasibility of developing such a program. 


"The enthusiasm was tremendously 


high," Morris said. "I've seen a lot of 
people talk about this type of thing be- 
fore, but it looks like this one might real- 
ly go." 


Morris said the purpose of Wednes- 


day's meeting was to discuss details for 
a larger meeting to be held in August 
and inform various civic groups of the 
project's intent. 


He said Northwest Community Hospi- 


tal officials have agreed to house the 
center in its preliminary stages in the 
hospital. There is a chance, however that 
a 24-hour service will eventually be set 
up elsewhere, and possibly in Palatine. 
"Steps are being taken toward the estab- 
lishment of such a facility at this time," 
he added. 


If all goes well at the late August 


meeting, the center could begin oper- 
ations in the hospital as early as this 
September, Morris said. 


THE MEETING will be held at 8 p.m., 


Aug. 26 in Northwest Community. Some 
50 people representing all levels of coun- 
ty and local civic and professional organ- 
izations will be invited. 


"At the meeting, these people will lis- 


ten to an explanation of our program, 
will then break up into small workshop 
seminars, and then will regroup for a 
summary and a statement of com- 
mitment," Morris said. 


Morris said he and others involved in 


the project will ask the various groups 
for a commitment of support. "We are 
out not to train the community about 
drug information, but to train those who 


are running the community." 


An example of what can come from 


such training can be seen in the Palatine 
and Arlington Heights public libraries, 
which have agreed to prepare reputable 
bibliographies for and supply a wide 
range of literature on drug abuse to their 
patrons. 


"Once we are able to formulate other 


programs of this sort we can apply for 
funding," which is available for the drug 
info center project at the federal, state 
and county level, Morris said.

ceives would depend on how much tax 
money it raises on its own. For example, 
he said, a city of 50,000 population that 
raised $1 million in tax revenue would 
not get as much federal money as a town 
of the same population with tax revenues 
of $2 million. 


Under the treasury department for- 


mula, Des Plaines would receive $160,477 
in 1975. The State of Illinois would get 
more than $160 million and Cook County 
would receive $5.7 million. Total grants 
to state, county, municipal and township 
governments in Illinois would be more 
than $214 minion. 


What local officials like most about the 


grants is that they can be used for any- 
thing. 


"Unlike any other federal grants to lo- 


cal governments, these funds would not 
be earmarked," said Arnold. "If a town 
wanted to build a polo field with these 
funds, they could do it" 


The federal revenue sharing program 


is similar to one begun last year in Illi- 
nois, which returns one-twelfth of state 
income tax revenues to local govern- 
ments with no strings attached. 


To determine bow much each govern- 


mental unit would get under the pro- 
posed U.S. program, Arnold said, federal 
officials have devised a complex math- 
ematical formula that takes into account 
such things as population, total income of 
a state or city and income raised by lo- 
c« taxes. 


The treasury department breakdown is 


seen as a way to urge Congress into ac- 
tion on Federal revenue sharing pro- 
grams. Behrel said representatives of 
the Illinois Municipal League met with 
Illinois senators and representatives 
while in Washington recently and urged 
passage of the program.

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They Learn About Themselves, Each Other 


by CYNTHIA T1VERS 


Six weeks ago 
a group of 16 


people—eight men and eight women—all 
of them school psychologists, guidance 
counselors or social workers—got togeth- 
er for the tint time at Forest Hospital in 
Des Plaines. 


They have spent the past weeks in nu- 


merous group thereapy sessions learning 
about themselves and their feelings and 
they have learned about the other mem- 
bers of their group and how these other 
people share the same emotions and 
thought*. 


Each of these people has also spent 40 


hours a week working with patients at 
the hospital. They are known as interns 
and are involved in an internship pro- 


gram which is the first of its kind at 
Forest Hospital. 


According to Dr. Robert Willford, 


group leader and head of Forest Hospi- 
tal's post graduate center for mental 
health education, the group has learned 
a great deal about themselves and about 
one another. 


"They've learned to express their feel- 


ings and they've come to realize there is 
no such thing as a bad feeling," Willford 
said. "A feeling can be bad or good de- 
pending only on what you do with It. 


"Their sessions have dealt with person- 


al growth," he continued. "They've inter- 
acted and shared experiences. They've 
learned how to relate to other people and 
how they relate to others. Their sessions 


have proved quite meaningful." 


SARAH LOVE, 29, a high school coun- 


selor, sayi she has changed a great deal 
over the paat six weeks. 


"Usually, I'm a helper kind of person. 


I elicit feelings from people and help 
them clarify their feelings. That's why I 
always thought I should be a counselor," 
she said. 


"But I never opened up with my feel- 


ings to other people," she said. "I think I 
wanted to make sure others wanted to 
hear about me before I said anything. 
Now I'm willing to take the risk of ex- 
posing my feelings without being asked 
to do so." 


Sarah has spent her internship time 


with a group of patients in the hospital's 
Manor House ward. "I've been with 
women from their teens to their 70's," 
she said, "and I spend my time trying to 
communicate with each of them. I don't 
act as a therapist but I'm there to help a 
•patient express whatever she wants to. 
The patient can test her behavior out on 
me and I react accordingly." 


John McCullers, 34, is also a high school 


counselor. He and Margo Mueller, 27, 
have been assigned to the Country House 
hospital ward. "We've spent most of our 
time talking with the patients on the 
ward," Margo said. "There's a great 
range of patients in this ward and we 
}ust spend time with each of them. Ac- 


tually we're available in the event a 
patient wants to talk." 


"IN THE PAST weeks," John said 


we've been able to do pretty much what 
we've wanted. I've been' quite pleased 
with what I've done. 


When John was asked if he had 


changed much during the course of his 
internship he said, "Yes, I'm much more 
aware of things and people. I'm more 
tuned into people's feelings than I was 
before. But the greatest change I've no- 
ticed about myself is that I want to be 
alone more often than I have in the 
past." 


Margo, too, thinks she's changed from 


her involvement in the program. There's 


been a very definite change in me," she 
said. "I've noticed the change and so has 
everyone I come into contact with. I'm a 
lot more confident with my ability to 
work with people. This means I've gained 
confidence in my own value." 


"Through my work with the patient 


I've become more aware, more cogni- 
zant of and more concerned about them 
as people. And it's a wonderful feeling to 
be so aware of people," 


Willford summed up these thoughts by 


saying, "We must understand ourselves 
before we can understand others It 
takes a long time for this to happen but 
when it does it's worth every minute of 
the hard work done to achieve it."

eight miles north of Wheeling and 6% 
miles north of Buffalo Grove in Lake 
County. 


The "new century town" a planned 


community, will be built at a cost of $250 
million on the site of the old Hawthorne 
Melody farm on Milwaukee Avenue and 
Town Lone Road (Highway 60.)

Two Receive 
Conservation 
Instruction 


Ralph Gilbertson, 16, and Jeff Myers, 


of Des Plaines, are receiving profes- 
sional training this summer at the Con- 
servation Instructor Training Camp of 
Philmont Scout Ranch and Explorer 
Base, the national camping area of the 
Boy Scouts of America (BSA). 


Gilbertsen and Myers, who are mem- 


bers of Troop 6 in the Northwest Subur- 
ban Council, BSA, is participating in a 
12-day training program at the 214- 
square mile ranch. 


The Philmont Conservation Instructor 


Training Camp is designed to give young 
men an introduction to conservation and 
natural history. Participants become 
aware of the misuse of natural resources 
and how these resources can be con- 
served by better usage. 


Preparing Scouts to train others when 


they return to their home units, the pro- 
gram includes study in wildlife manage- 
ment, timberstand improvement, soil 
and water conservation, ecology and 
geology. The Scoots are taught how these 
skills are necessary for the preservation 
of animals, such as elk, deer, buffalo, 
antelope and bear which are abundant on 
the Ranch.

Baseball Scouts: A Special Breed 


YOUNG BASEBALL players should 


hustle and put out everything they bwe 
every game — if not only for the g* .1 of 
their teams but also (or the take oi their 
career* if they wish to further their base- 
ball playing yean. 


You see, major league baseball scouts 


are on the prowl in every city, village 
and hamlet in the country. They are 
looking for potential big league talent in 
Logion games, Connie Mack ball, Colt 
Leagues, high school garnet and most 
other leagues that have players 15-years- 
oidonup. 


The average major league scout trav- 


els 40,000 to 60,000 miles per y<. ir watch- 
ing teenagers play baseball. And these 
scouts are not concerned a bit about the 
score or the outcome of the game. 


What the scouts want to know is: Can 


the boy hit? Can he run? Doet he have a 
good arm? Does he hustle? What's his 
attitude? Can he field? 


Major league scouts are a special 


breed of men. When a group of them get 
together during a game they talk about 
their profession-bawball, 


Earlier this week while watching a Le- 


glen contest. I overheard (er, If you 
m«st. eavesdropped) M a cotveriaUoa 
betweea five big league seoau. 


"That boy sure has a fine glove," said 


one scout. "He made a nice play on that 
one. He's been making them like that all 
year." 


"But he doesn't have a hose," said an- 


other. "He can make the stop but he 
doesn't have the hose to get them out." 


What the second scout ww saying was 


that the youngster fielded ..ell but his 
hose — his arm — was not good enough 
to throw out runners on cioae plays or 
make the throw from a distance. 


Acewdlag to the trout*, there are plen- 


ty of youngsters who can IteM. Aid oth- 
ers who can run. Or hit. But what the 
scouts are totting for Is the player whe 
has it all la o*e package. 


"The scoot Is not looking for guys to 


flU Bf nhwr league rosters," saU Cta>* 
claaati Redleg scout Mark Just. "The 
scout Is looking for the boy who will one 
day play la the major leagues." 


Which then means, if a boy kus a good 


fielding ability but doesn't live a gw>4 
hose, he is not major league v. sterlal. 


A scout Is just a* Interested in speed as 


My track coach. la fact, the scout car- 
ries a stopwatch with Mm to the games. 


"1 got him In two," says the scout af- 


ter a ground ball. 


"I got Mm in three, what'd you get 


him in, BUI?" says another. 


"I had two," answers Bill. 
The scouts are talking about a player's 


speed going down the first base line. 
"Two" mean* 42 seconds. "Three" 
means 4,3 seconds. 


A player who can run the 90 feet in 4.1 


or 4.2 has average speed. A 3.9 or 4.0 
spells good speed. 


In their younger days, Vada Pinson 


and Mickey Mantle were said to be the 
fastest Something like 3.4. 


When looking at pitchers, the scout 


wants to see one thing — the fastball. 


"The big league coaches can teach a 


boy a curve or a changeup," the scouts 
say, "but you can't teach a boy how to 
throw a astball. He either has it or be 
doesn't. 


"Only God can give him a fastball." 
When looking at a player at bat the 


scout rates the boy high if he has a good 
bat control. The scout likes to see a 
youngster make contact consistently. 


After the scout assesses the player's 


physical qualities he checks iirto the 
boy's heart. "He's got to have H la 
here," a scout said tapping his chest "If 
he doesn't have the guts or the heart he 
won't turn out to be much." 


The scout measures a boy's heart by 


aw the player performs iu a clutch situ- 
a. on, by how a pitcher challenges a hit- 
ter when the going gets tough, by how a 
player hustles and by how he will take a 
call by the umpire that does not go the 
youngster's way. 


"We don't like the crybabies," a scout 


said. 


When discussing the players' abilities, 


or lack of them, the conversation often 
turns to the big league scene as it did 
earlier this week during a Legion game. 


"I'd spend a month's paycheck to be in 


the dugout the first time Durocher chews 
out Pepitone," a scout said on the day it 
was announced that the former Yankee 
and Astro had signed with the Cubs. 


"He'll put a few out on Sheffield Ave- 


nue," said another. 


'Yeah, sure he will," said a third, 


"but will he be worth all the problems 
he'll bring with him."

Con-Con OKs Home Rule For Larger Towns 


Home rule powers for most Northwest 


suburban municipalities will be automat- 
ic under the proposed new Illinois Con- 
stitution 


Delegates at the Constitutional Con- 


vention this week approved a clause 
granting home rule powers to all munici- 
palities with a population of 10.000 or 
more — thereby assuring home rule for 
Northwest Cook County towns and mo.st 
northern DuPage County towns. 


The original recommendation of the 


Con Con local government committee 
was to grant automatic home rule only to 
municipalities with a population of 20,000 


or more That would have eliminated 
some Northwest Cook County commu- 
nities and would have forced them to 
hold referenda before gaining home rule 
powers 


Last week, delegates voted to remove 


the population restriction, granting home 
rule to all municipalities But Wednes- 
day, the 10,000 population figure was sug- 
gested and approved. 


STRONGEST opposition to the 10,000 


figure came from Southern Illinois dele- 
gates who argued that many towns in the 
southern end of the state have popu- 
lations (ess than 10,060. 


Automatic home rule powers also will 


be granted to counties which have an 
elected executive officer. 


The concept of home rule, it the pro- 


posed Constitution is approved by the 
voters, will be new for Illinois municipal- 
ities. 


Under the current 100-year-old Con- 


stitution,-local governments can only ex- 
ercise powers that have been expressly 
granted to them by the legislature. 


The home rule concept would change 


that, allowing local governments of 
10,000 or more population to exercise all 


powers except those expressly denied by 
the legislature and it would make it diffi- 
cult for the legislature to deny a power 
to local governments. 


With home rate, local governments 


would have the powers to levy taxes, is- 
sue licenses, control annexation and pass 
ordinances. 


They have most of those powers now, 


but only in a limited fashion and only 
because the legislature has said they 
could exert them. 


SOME OF the limits have been par- 


ticularly frustrating to local commu- 


nities, however. Rolling Meadows, for ex- 
ample, is one of several Illinois munici- 
palities that have tried to pass an ordi- 
nance licensing cats. But cat licenses 
have never been approved by the legisla- 
ture so local municipalities cannot re- 
quire them. 


Under home rule, the legislature would 


have to specifically deny municipalities 
the authority to license cats. 


Con-Con is expected to finish its debate 


and action on the local government com- 
mittee proposal by early next week and 
will then begin a second reading of all 
proposals already approved.

Judge Dismisses Suit Against Z PG 


The Northwest Chapter of Zero Popu- 


lation Growth (ZPG) approved of a deci- 
sion made Wednesday by a Circuit 
Court judge to dismiss a charge of solic- 
itation to commit abortion. 


Donna Farley, Elk Grove Village resi- 


dent who is vice chairman of Northwest 
ZPG, said the group is "glad to see the 
decision and thinks it will help" the cam- 
paign to legalire abortion in Illinois. 


Judge George E. Dolezal dismissed the 


charge on the grounds that he considered 
the Illinois abortion statute to be uncon- 
stitutional. Under the law, all abortions 
performed in the state are illegal, al- 
though physicians are granted grounds 
for defense if they perform the operation 
to save a woman's life. 


judge Doleza!, citing recent court deci- 


sions outside of Illinois, said the state 
law was vague and infringed on a wom- 
an's constitutional right to control her 
own body. 


"FOR MYSELF I feel a woman has 


the right to determine what she does 
with her own body," Mrs. Farley said. 
"ZPG is favorable to legalizing abortion 
laws to the extent of a medical decision 
between a woman and her doctor. 


"We would like to see abortion laws 


liberalized as a stopgap for population 
control but we would never consider 
abortion as a prime method of birth con- 
trol " 


ZPG is an organization working in 


coordination with anti-pollution groups 
and advocates each family having only 
two children. 


Mrs. Farley said she didn't know what 


the judge's decision would mean to abor- 
tion laws or population control but said 
abortion has been important in the state 
legislature with the vote to legalizing 
abortion "getting closer and closer." 


"ZPG plans ou doing research in the 


legislative field before November elec- 
tions, according to Mrs. Farley. She said 
area ZPG groups, including the North- 
west chapter, plan to interview all state 
legislative candidate to get and publicize 
their stands "on the population problem 
as well as the entire environmental situ- 
ation." 


SHE SAID THE results would probably 


be ready by the end of September. 
Northwest ZPG plans to work with ZPG 


chapters in Chicago, Harrington and on 
the North Shore in interviewing the can- 
didates. 


Candidates for the three seats open in 


the state legislature in the northwest sub- 
urban area's congressional district are 
i n c u m b e n t s Eugene Schlickman, 
R-Arlington Heights; David Regner, 
R-Mount Prospect; and Eugenia S. Chap- 
man, D-Arlington Heights. Gerard Man- 
nix, D-Palatine is also a candidate. 


Northwest ZPG plans to meet with the 


other area chapters on Aug. 4. Mrs. 
Farley said the meeting will be for over- 
all organization but that the legislative 
research will probably be discussed. The 
meeting will be the first time the ZPG 
chapters have gotten together to coordi- 
nate future plans.

Crater In Congress

WASHINGTON (UP1) - A few days 


ago. in a sudden outburst of candor, the 
House of Representatives approved a 
rule change that would require its mem- 
bers to identify themselves on certain 
votes traditionally cast anonymously. 


The timing of this reform could hardly 


have been more appropriate. For next 
Thursday will mark the 40th anniversary 
of the disappearance of Judge Crater, 
one of the most publicized unsolved mys- 
teries in history. 


And if. as 1 suspect, the missing jurist 


is alive and serving in Congress, the new 
voting procedure may finally reveal his 
whereabouts. 


When 1 first set forth my theory that 


Judge Crater has been sequestered in 
Congress these past 40 years, skepticism 
arose. So I asked the Library of Con- 
gress to dig up some background on the 
case. 


IN READING It over. I came across a 


substantial amount of evidence that ap- 
pears to corroborate my theory. 


Psychics Will

This Sunday more thin 30 psychics and 


astrologers will swoop down on the Ned

"We're expecting psychics from this 


area and from as far away as Wisconsin 
and Indiana. The purpose of the picnic is 
to give readings to each other and they'll 
be offered for $1.50 each," she said. 


Among the notable psychics who will 


be there Sunday are Joseph DeLouise, of 
Hillside, who recently returned from Cal- 
ifornia where he was working on the Sha- 
ron Tate murder case, and Henry Rucn- 
er. director of the Psychic Research Cen- 
ter in Chicago. 


Mrs. Skamra siad the most notable as- 


trologer who is expected to attend the 
picnic is a woman named Beata Urban 
Knies. 


"This is going to be groovy. I don't 


think this many psychics have ever got- 
ten together before," said DeLouise. 


Clue 1: Judge Crater, then a newly ap- 


pointed member of the New York Su- 
preme Court, was 41 years old when last 
seen near Times Square on Aug. 6, 1930. 
Which means he would now be 81. 


Okay. Where would an 81-year-old man 


be least conspicuous? Why in Congress, 
of course. 


Thanks to the seniority system, he 


would have a large peer group of com- 
m i 11 e e and subcommittee chairmen 
among whom he could mingle without at- 
tracting attention at all. 


Clue 2: On the day of his dis- 


appearance, the judge cashed two checks 


for a total of 15,100, and a short time 
earlier had obtained almost $23,000 in 
cash from bank accounts and stock sales. 


That sounds very much like a man 


who is thinking of running for Congress 
and is setting up a campaign fund that 
can't be easily traced. 


CLUE 3: Investigators found that the 


judge bad been on friendly terms with a 
number of Broadway chorus girls. 


As a jurist, Crater had no need for a 


large secretarial staff. Consequently, 
there would have been no point in his 
striking up acquaintances with young 
ladies. 


But as a man planning to seek a seat 


in Congress, he undoubtedly would have 
kept an eye out for potential clerical em- 
ployees. 


Clue 4: Crater gave up between $75,000 


and $100,000 a year in legal fees when he 
was appointed to the bench. 


Interpretation: The judge was a pretty 


big spender and there was no rule 
against congressmen collecting outside 
fees. 


When you put it all together, you can 


see that Crater and Congress were made 
for each other. Unfortunately, however, 
the $5,000 reward already has been with- 
drawn.

The Way We See It 
Critical Need Unmet For Want Of Money 


For want of money, a critical hu- 


man need is being left unfulfilled in 
DuPage County, and worsening by 
the day 


The problem is the DuPage Con- 


valescent Home near Wheaton. its 
service good but its facilities woe- 
fully inadequate for the need. 


The county has 286 beds, all 


filled. It has a waiting list esti- 
mated at 2,100, 


A year and a half ago, the county 


board of supervisors recognized 
the need and voted a major ex- 
pansion program. It was to in- 
crease the capacity for patient 
beds to 590 at a cost of approxi- 
mately $8 million. 


Today, the plan has not yet ad- 


vanced 


The plan was stalled through 


1969 by inaction, by a jurisdictional 
squabble between two board com- 
mittees, and by bickering over the 
architect to be retained for the 
planning. 


A n d 
now, face-to-face 
with 


serious financial pinch, the county 
has virtually abandoned the proj- 
ect. Priority is being given to work 
on the county office complex, with 
no funds available to begin ex- 
panding the convalescent home. 


For the county's elderly, many of 


whom simply can't wait for ade- 
qua'e care, an enormous tragedy 
looms. For their sake, the county 
can't afford to stay on dead center 


while the waiting list grows and 
cost projections soar higher. 


The board of supervisors bears 


the blame for stalling on its own 
commitment, and the board must 
find the solution. Granted, the 
money is not going to be pulled out 
of a hat, but the point is that action 
is needed — not a shelving of the 
whole project. 


There are little things that can 


be done immediately, primary 
among them a re-examination of 
the home's admissions policy. Cur- 
rently, it's based on the individual 
need for service, without regard to 
the ability to pay and almost a 
third of the current patients are 
self-supporting in their home fees. 


More sensible would be to confine 
admissions to the indigent, letting 
others seek private care. 


But the real solution is for the 


county to come to grips with a 


means of getting the job done, to 
commit itself to a specific plan. It 
may be by a special county refer- 
endum, or — more likely — by 
drawing up a definite building pro- 


gram and going to Springfield or 
Washington for help. 


If the county can't do the job, it 


shouldn't be too proud to ask some- 
one who can. 


Lake Dredging - Make Use Of Reprieve 


No polluted harbor dredgings 


will be dumped into Lake Michigan 
this year. 


Dredgings from four of the most 


polluted areas will be dumped be- 
hind dikes. The Army Corps of En- 
gineers has announced that dredg- 
ing operations will not be con- 


ducted in 11 other polluted harbors 
this year. 


The year's delay could give Con- 


gress time to approve a $70 million 
plan proposed by President Nixon 
to put all dumping operations be- 
hind landfill dikes. 


The lake has had a small re- 


prieve this summer of 1970. To 
m a k e it meaningful, Congress 
must act quickly to approve the 
program, and the Corps must as 
quickly implement it. 


A resumption of lake dumping 


would be unthinkable.

incorporation or annexation for a num- 
ber of years," said NSCA vice president 
Ronald Burton. "But neither alternative 
seems to be the solution." 


The solution, according to residents at 


the meeting, is a revised form of town- 
ship government which would have the 
power to pass ordinances and con- 
sequently control rezoning and annexa- 
tion. 


Annexation and incorporation were re- 


jected by the residents for a number of 
reasons. In the case of incorporation 
Burton said the unincorporated commu- 
nity of Prospect Heights does not have 
the facilities to go through the necessary 
legal steps. 


"It would take several people with a 


legal background who could devote them- 
selves full-time to the project," said Bur- 
ton. "And it is not certain we have a 
sufficient tax base to support an in- 
corporated community." 


"It is also necessary to secure the ap- 


proval of all municipalities within one 
and half miles of the boundaries of the 
area proposed for incorporatio n"das,i 
NSCA secretary Mrs. Marie Caylor. "In 
the case of Prospect Heights, this means 
Wheeling, Mount Prospect, Arlington 
•Heights and Des Plaines. I don't think 
we could get that approval." 


The prospects of a satisfactory annexa- 


tion are also dim according to the NSCA 
officers. "A municipality we consider de- 
sirable may not want to take in our resi- 
dential area with its poor tax base," said 
Burton. 


"Municipalities are annexing portions 


of Prospect Heights now, but it is spot 
annexation," said Mrs, Caylor. They are 
grabbing the open land. 


Residents at the meeting also dis- 


favored maintaining the status quo, be- 
cause as Burton pointed out, "We are 
now plagued by undesirable zoning proj- 
ects; water, sewer and flooding prob- 
lems; and piecemeal annexation." 


"We will continue having problems 


with rezoning and one of these days 
apartments will be approved by the 
county unless we get power," pointed out 
a Prospect Heights resident. "Look at 
what happened in Palatine. They de- 
feated a proposal to construct town- 
houses on the Pebble Creek golf course 
only to have 20-story apartments ap- 
proved later for the same site." 


A Downers Grove resident said annex- 


ation has been the major problem in his 
area. He described the antics of the vil- 
lage in annexing corridors to prime sites, 
such as shopping centers. "They race 
with other villages to get these sites, 
shooting down alleys and annexing al- 
most anything including fire plugs." 


What the residents are seeking is pro- 


tection, the power of regulation and a 
governmental voice. The governmental 
unit most active in unincorporated areas' 
affairs now is the county. However, the 
residents said this form of government is 
unsatisfactory because the county's re- 
sponsibilities are too widespread. 


To alleviate these conditions, the resi- 


dents plan to prepare a written proposal 
for revising township government, which 
they will submit to the state legislature. 
Each resident at the meeting Wednesday 
was asked to bring suggestions for this 
proposal to another meeting scheduled 
for Aug. 19. 


As a first step, Wheeling Township Su- 


pervisor Mrs. Ethel Kolerus informed 
the group that a delegate was in Spring- 
field this week to make a proposal to the 
Constitutional Convention insuring the 
preservation of township government. 


The proposal states "township govern- 


ments may be established in any county 
when approved by a county wide referen- 
dum. Townships may be consolidated, 
merged, divided or dissolved when ap- 
proved by a referendum in the townships 
affected." 


As a second step the residents propose 


expansion of township powers to include 
zoning, planning, health, police and fire. 
Mrs. Kolerus also suggested broadening 
the township board of auditors and giv- 
ing the township responsibility over ab- 
sentee ballots.

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Offered Proposal First 


Increasing the power of township gov- 


ernment, as proposed this week at a 
meeting of the Northwest Suburban 
Council of Associations (NSCA) in Pros- 
pect Heights, was first suggested to the 
Illinois Constitutional Convention by 
Richard Cowen, Wheeling Township Re- 
publican Committeeman and towns nip 
attorney. 


Cowen proposed sweeping revisions in 


township government when the Con-Con 
local government committee held hear- 
ings in Arlington Heights in February. 


Three major suggestions were offered 


by Cowen to make township government 
more meaningful. 


He recommendedth at all special dis- 


tricts, such as mosquito abatement dis- 
tricts, sanitary districts, etc., be merged 
within a township and the township 
would take over the functions of those 
districts. 


Also, he recommended that township 


functions be merged i to the function of a 
municipality if the township and the mu- 
nicipality had the same boundaries. 


FINALLY, COWEN suggested that 


sparsely populated townships be allowed 
to consolidate their services. 


Cowen also said townships should have 


its power to a lower form of government 
and you are asking the state to give the 
status of a municipality to townships. 
Where are you going to get the support 
needed for this kind of legislation?" 


the same home rule powers as munici- 
palities. 


He said townships should continue to 


exercise the authority they presently 
have in the area of highway and road 
construction and maintenance, general 
assistance, youth commissions, mental 
health services and facilities, senior citi- 
zen activities, voter registration and his- 
torical museums, libraries and public 


But he also recommended that town- 


ships be given new powers, including 
those previously held by the special dis- 
tricts such as mosquito abatement, fire 
protection, soil conservation and police 
protection. 


Other new powers for townships would 


be authority to make local improvements 
by special assessment, control over is- 
suance and revocation of liquor licenses 
in unincorporated areas and the author- 
ity to estabish and maintain park and 
recreational facilities. 


Cowen said most of his proposals prob- 


ably would have to be enacted by the 
legislature, rather than the Constitutional 
Convention, but he asked Con-Con to pre- 
serve township government so his sug- 
gested changes could be made. 


"I was asked the same question one 


and a half years ago when we planned to 
fight House Bill 1241, which provided for 
involuntary annexation of unincorporated 
areas But we defeated the bill."
